ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, March 27 (AP). 
~American troops launched a sur- 
prise offensive toward Fondouk in 
Central Tunisia today and met 
with initial success as the British 
Eighth Army, doggedly fighting 
its way into the Mareth line forti- 
fications, was'reported “proceeding 
according to plan in spite of stiff 
resistance by the enemy.” 

The American push on Fondouk, 
which is north of Faid Pass and 
15 miles southwest of an important 
Axis air base at Kairouan, was 
reported making “good headway.” 

(A Berlin broadcast said British 
and American troops appeared to 
be preparing to launch offensives 
both in Northern and Central Tu- 
nisia and that detachments of 
crack British troops recently had 
reached the Medjez-el-Bab area 


from England. 

(Movements of British and 
American columns were described 
as “considerably stronger” in both 
sectors and they were reported 
bringing up heavy concentrations 
of artillery.) 

In the Maknassy area, 100 miles 
south of Fondouk, American forces 
in the hills repulsed an attack by 
a company of German infantry. 

El Hamma Zone. 

For the third successive day the 
Allies made no mention of the 
situation of the British armored 
force which flanked the Mareth 
line to the south and was reported 
to have reached a point only eight 
miles from El Hamma, Axis air 
base 20 miles west of Gabes. 
Fighter-bombers of the Western 
Desert Air Force were reported to 
have set fire to 40 Axis vehicles 
near E] Hamma in a heavy three- 
hour attack yesterday. 

An Allied communique telling of 
the week-old battle between those 
veteran desert antagonists, the 
Eighth Army and the German Af- 
rika Korps, said Gen. Sir Bernard 
L. Montgomery’s attacking forces 
had carried out a successful attack 
in one sector of the “Little Magi- 
not”. fortifications and that many 
prisoners had been taken. 

It was not clear whether Mont- 
gomery’s fighters still were smash- 
ing their way through in the Zarat 
area near the coastal end of the 
line, where they established a tem-

Four R. A. F. Bombers 
Lost in Resumption of 
Air Offensive After 
Two-Week Lull. ~~ 


LONDON, March 27 (AP). 
Royal Air Force bombers pounded 
the Rhine city’ of Duisburg, Eu- 
rope’s largest inland port, and 
other targets in the industrial 
Ruhr valley last night, breaking a 
weather-enforced lull in the Allied 
aerial offensive against Germany. 

The Air Ministry said four 


bombers were lost out of the strong 
force in the night’s operations. Two 
fighter planes from squadrons 
which carried out patrols during 
the night also failed to return. 

The first report of German 
planes over England in more than 
36 hours came, meanwhile, in an 
announcement that an enemy air- 
craft was destroyed off the south 
coast this afternoon. 

The raid last night was the fifty- 
seventh on Duisburg, one of the 
largest railway junctions in the 
Ruhr, which was attacked last on 
Dec. 20. It also was the first night 
raid on Germany since the deluge 
of more than 1000 tons of bombs 
hit Essen March 12, leveling or 
damaging 196,000 square yards of 
shops and buildings among the 
giant Krupp armament works at 
a cost of 23 bombers. 

The last previous night raid by 
the R. A. F. was on St. Nazaire, 
German submarine base on the 
coast of France, when one bomber 
was lost. In recent days, however, 
Whirlwinds and Mosquitos have 
kept up day attacks on enemy tar- 
gets in France and Belgium. 

The Duisburg attack apparently 
was directed at further disrupting 
Hitler’s already crippled _ trans- 
portation system. The railway cen- 
ter, which also offers such targets 
as a power station, blast furnace, 
coke ovens and airdromes, is con- 
nected with Germany’s North Sea 
ports by canals. A city of 440,000 
population, it ig about 300 air miles 
from England.

MOSCOW, March 27 (AP).—In 
the worst weather of the year for 
military operations, the Red Army 
maintained its pressure on at least 
three sectors of the long Russian 
front today and fought bitter, un- 
yielding defensive battles on an- 
other. 
As the Germans concentrated 
great reserves of infantry, artil- 
lery and planes for a fresh assault 


on the Donets River near Chu- 


guev, 22 miles southeast of Khar- 
kov, the Russian drive on the cen- 
tran front struggled through spring 
quagmires to within little more 
than 30 miles of the important 
Nazi base of Smolensk. 

No big gains were reported on 
any sector within the last 24 hours 
as the thaw flooded fields and 
streams. The worst fighting con- 
ditions were reported in the Cau- 
casus, where Red Army forces in 
a renewed campaign were driving 
the Germans ever closer to their 
last remaining positions on a nar- 
row strip of the Black Sea coast 
above Novorossisk and toward the 
Kerch Strait. 

Timoshenko’s Forces Gain. 

Swampy conditions had extend- 
ed even to the northwestern front, 
where Marshal Semyon Timoshen- 
ko’s drive below Lake Ilmen to- 
ward the Nazi base at Staraya 
Russa was pushing slowly through 
a series of strongly fortified lines. 
Transportation was reported al- 
most a standstill. 

The Soviet noon communique, 
which told of vast new German 
concentrations along the Donets 
north of Chuguev, said numerous 
German assaults were repulsed in 
that area yesterday. The army 
newspaper Red Star said_ the 
Nazis obviously were massing a 
huge weight of men and armor 
for a final all-out attempt to force 
their way across the Donets. 

Despite the muddy terrain, the 
Germans were said to have thrown 
large forces of motorized infantry 
and tanks into a series of attacks 
which started at dawn yesterday, 
heavily supported by _ aircraft. 
Russian tanks played a big part 
in stemming the charge. 

Reds Hit Back Near Belgorod. 

East of Belgorod, 50 miles north 
of Chuguev, Soviet troops were 
reported to have lashed out in a 
savage counterattack and to have 
captured enemy positions and a 
large quantity of material after 
hand-to-hand fighting.

46 on ’Cropper Reclamation Tract 
Pay $15,500 to FSA Ahead of Time 


CARUTHERSVILLE, Mo., March 
27 (AP). — Three years after the 
Farm Security Administration had 
put up $15,500 as operating capital 
for leasing of 2600 acres of farm 
land in Pemiscot County for what 
is known as the Portage Farms 
Association, a sharecropper recla- 
mation project, the 46 farmers in- 
volved have not only repaid the 
Government but have a nice bank 
account, 

By liquidating their debt, the 
farmers will be given their “inde- 
pendence” and permitted to main- 
tain their organization without 
FSA supervision, it was announced 
here today. The note was paid off 
two years ahead of schedule. 

The land was leased by the FSA 
in 1940 from A. B. Brinkman for 
a five-year period with option to 


buy not only the land but a cot- 
ton gin which the association now 
operates. 

Most of the families, 16 white 
and 30 negro, were either day la- 
borers or sharecroppers when they 
came into the settlement. Only two 
of them have left. 

In 1940 the association showed 
net profits of $7,456.30; in 1942 it 
was $15,513.44. The association has 
a balance at present of $24,006.50 
of which $3966 has been invested 
in war bonds. 

Officials of the Government 
agency said that when an inde- 
pendent audit of the records is 
completed, the books will be turned 
over to the Association Board of 
Governors.

POSTWAR STUDIES

WASHINGTON, March 27 (AP). 
—The possibility that Russia may 
decline to join in any attempt at 
this time to frame postwar policies 
for the United Nations developed 
today as a major issue in Senate 
consideration of collective security 
proposals. 

With a foreign relations sub- 
committee scheduled to begin pre- 
liminary study Tuesday of a half- 
dozen resolutions, Senators who 
have counseled against undertak- 
ing any international commitments 
now predicted the Soviet Govern- 
ment would refuse to participate 
in such moves until after the war 


is won. 

Senator Reynolds (Dem.), North 
Carolina, chairman of the Military 
Affairs Committee and a foreign 
relations committeeman, said he 
doubted Joseph Stalin desires at 
this time to lay out the course 
Russia would follow after the war. 

“Too Busy Winning War.” 

“I think Mr. Stalin-is too busy 
looking after the interests of Rus- 
sia and winning the war to hold 
any conferences now about such 


against stubborn Soviet defenses; matters,” Reynolds told reporters, 


“When he gets all he wants for 
Russia, all the territory thinks 
she is entitled to, I ass that 
he will be willing to advise with 
the other United Nations about 
keeping the peace.” 

Reynolds said he thought any 
pledges other allied nations might 
make would be of little value if 
Russia did not join in—a view that 
was not disputed in its funda- 
mental sense by Senators who have 
urged that the United States take 
the lead in organizing the United 
Nations for co-operation in solving 
immediate problems and for col- 
laboration in. establishing and 
maintaining peace. 

Not a Bar to Action. 

One of these, Senator Hatch 
(Dem.), New Mexico, said it is 
possible that Russia may not want 
to join now in shaping postwar 
policies. 

“But that doesn’t mean that we 
should do nothing,” he added. “How 
are we going to find out how Rus- 
sia feels about it unless we make 
the first move?” 

There is no better time, he 
argued, to bring the Russian atti- 
tude into the open, indicating his 
belief that action by the United 
States might help to solve the 
enigma which has. surrounded 
many Soviet diplomatic moves, 

The impossibility thus far of 
forecasting Russia’s moves after 
the war has been cited frequently 
by Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, and others who have voiced 
objections to what they have char- 
acterized as attempts to blue-print 
the peace before the conflict is 
over.

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SPECIAL U. S. NAVY STAFF 
FOR ANTI-U-BOAT WAR 
REPORTED BEING SET UP 


WASHINGTON, 
March 27 (AP). 


N line with the recent con- 
| ferences with the British and 

Canadians, the United States 
Navy is understood to be set- 
ting up a special staff to direct 
its own anti-submarine war- 
fare. 

While any possibility of an 
over-all Allied command to di- 
rect operations against the U- 
boats is now out of the picture, 
usually well-informed sources 
say, more thorough co-ordina- 
tion of American efforts is a 
part of preparations to combat 
the expected Nazi spring offen- 
sive in the Atlantic. 

The fact ;that U-boats fre- 
quently change their field of 
operations, calling for shifts in 
disposition of our naval units, 
these sources say, indicated a 
need for such a central organi- 
zation. 

A high-ranking naval officer 
is understood to have been as- 
signed exclusively to direction 
of the anti-submarine cam- 
paign. So far anonymity has 
cloaked him and his work, but 
he functions under Admiral

WASHINGTON, March 27 (AP). 
—Fruit juices will require fewer 
of your blue ration coupons start- 
ing Monday while prunes and 
raisins will take none at all, the 
Office of Price Administration dis- 
closed tonight in a rejuggling of 
the point values of processed 
foods. 

The point value of dried soups 
is being reduced 50 per cent, but 
more points will be needed for 
canned beans, catsup and chili 
sauce, tomato paste and sauce, ap- 
plesauce, fruit cocktail, peaches 
and pineapple. 

The fruit juice reductions range 
up to 60 per cent. These and the 
cuts on dried soup were made be- 
cause the products were not sell- 
ing up to expectations, officials 
said. The greatest reductions are 
one 46-ounce cans of juice. This 
size cap of grapefruit juice, posted 
for 23 points in March, will take 
only 9 starting Monday. A 46- 
ounce can of tomato or pineapple 
juice will require 22 points instead 
of 32. 

Apple juice was opened to un- 


restricted sale along with raisins, 
prunes and other dried fruits. Of- 
ficials explained the dried fruits 
are in danger of spoiling in the 
coming warm months, while the 
country has a surplus of apples 
that can be turned into cans or 
jugs of apple juice. 

Dried fruits were left on the 
official chart, at zero value, as a 
reminder that they may be ra- 
tioned again when the new crop is 
packed. 

No Over-All Increase Possible. 

OPA said no over-all in increase 
in rations is possible at present. 

Kenneth E. Stauffer, chief of the 
Processed Foods Division of OPA, 
explained: “This new chart repre- 
sents a shifting of point values 
from one item to another, but no 
change in aggregate point values. 
In my opinion, there is very little 
possibility of any lowering of ag- 
gregate point values.” 

The new values go into effect 
simultaneously with the inaugura- 
tion Monday morning of the ra- 
tioning of meat, cheese, canned 
fish and edible fats and oils. The 
new chart will be used in making 
purchases on any unused March 
or April fruit. and vegetable 
stamps. These are the Blue A, B 
and C (March—expire March 31) 
or D, E and F (April) stamps in 
ration book No. 2. The basic ra- 
tion remains at 48 points per 
month per person, 

The meat stamps that become 
usable Monday are the red A 
stamps in the same book. The 
following week unused red A’s plus 
the red B stamps will be usable, 
accumulating until the first four 
weeks’ meat stamps expire to- 
gether on April 30.

FOR U. S. CONTROL OF 2 PLANTS 


CIO Union Says Company Failed 
to Put Idle Machines to 
Work in Brooklyn. 

NEW YORK, March 27 (AP).— 
Union employes in two Brooklyn 
plants of Bendix Aviation Corpo- 
ration’s marine division stayed 
away from work today, Union of- 
ficers said, after they voted not to 
return to their jobs until the Army 
or Navy takes over the plants. 

Spokesmen for Local 853 of the 
CIO United Automobile Workers, 
who said about 1800 employes were 
affected, charged the company 
failed to put idle machines to 
work. A Union spokesman said 
that only maintenance crews will 
be left in the plants to keep the 
machines in order until settlement 
is reached. 

Copies of the resolution to re- 
main out of the plants, voted at a 
protest meeting earlier today, were 
sent to President Roosevelt, the 
War Labor Board and the CIO 
International, the Union said, 


JAP RAIDS ON TWO ALLIED 
AIR FIELDS IN INDIA REPORTED 


NEW YORK, March 27 (AP).— 
Japanese imperial headquarters 
said today, in a Tokyo communi- 
que broadcast from Berlin, that 
Japanese airmen bombed an Al- 
lied airfield at Feni, 5€ miles 
northwest of Chittagong, in India, 
last Sunday and attacked the Al- 
lied airdrome at Chittagong 
Thursday. 

The Japanese laid claim to de- 
struction of at least 18 planes on 
the ground in the two attacks, and 
asserted that military buildings 
were destroyed and a fuel depot 
set afire. The broadcast said the 
Japanese suffered no losses. 


SUBWAY FARE ONE WAR BOND

subway will be $18.75 next Satur- 
day.

Peter II, in Anniversary Address, 
Says Decisive Battles Will 
Be Fought Soon in Europe.

He warned 
that “it is important that you 
should not begin any activities on 
a large scale until the time is 
ripe.” 

Speaking on the second anni- 
versary of his assumption of 
power, he said: “We must pass 
from slavery to a free national 
life with as little difficulty as pos- 
sible. That is why you must be 
united around the nucleus formed 
by Gen. (Draja) Mihailovic, Await

2,000,000 POUNDS 
QUOTA FOR WEER; 
RUSH OF BUYING 
GLEARS SHELVES 


Packers Seek to Put 500,- 
000 Pounds on Market 
Tomorrow—Other East- 
ern Missouri Allotments 
Boosted. 


Point rationing of meat, cheese, 
vegetable oil and butter goes inte 
effect at midnight tonight, with 
prospects for meat supplies bright- 
ened considerably by an Office of 
Price Administration order for an 
increase of more than 1,500,000 
pounds of meat in this week's sup- 
ply for St. Louis and St. Louis 
County. 

OPA officials said the order was 
designed to provide an average of 
two pounds of meat for the week 


for each of the approximately one 
million persons in city and county 
who hold War Ration Book Two. 
Inasmuch as the previously or- 
dered quota for the week was 
500,000 pounds, the increase was 
intended to provide a total] supply 
of more than two million pounds 
for the week.

Louis retail meat dealers had been 
cleaned out of beef, veal, pork and 
lamb by an unprecedented rush of 
customers who sought to stock up 
before the start of point rationing. 

John F. Krey, president of the 
St. Louis Local Meat Packers’ As- 
sociation and vice-president and 
general manager of the Krey Pack- 
ing Co., said the OPA order should 
enable packers whose slaughter- 
ing quotas were increased to put 
about 500,000 pounds of meat onto 
the market by tomorrow. 

Schedules of day-and-night op- 
erations were put into effect for 
the week end at packing plants 
affected by the order. They are 
the Krey Packing Co., where the 
quota was increased by 400,000 
pounds; the Hunter Packing Co., 
where the quota was increased by 
250,000 pounds; American Packing 
Co., Laclede Packing. Co., Sieloff 
Packing Co., Heil Packing Co., and 
the St. Louis Independent Packing 
Co. Quotas of the latter five 
plants were not announced, but 
the allotments permit them to turn 
out a total of 850,000 pounds in 
addition to their regular quotas. 
The Wuestling Packing Co. was 
granted an increase of 40,000 
pounds. 

Crews to Work Overtime. 

“It’s a tremendous job for the 
packers to undertake,” Krey told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, “but they 
are doing so in an effort to relieve 
the meat shortage. If the receipts 
of livestock at the stockyards are 
good, then we should deliver. 
Meanwhile, we are throwing over- 
time costs to the wind and will 
operate all crews as much as they 
can stand.” 

Howard Hunter, vice-president 
of the Hunter Packing Co., said: 
“We are going to release to retail- 
ers as much meat as we can. 
There is very little activity at the 
stockyards over the week end, but 
we will get as many meat animals 
as possible. It looks as though a 
good portion of our output will be 
pork.” 

Meanwhile, Gardner urged the 
public to avoid rushing the mar- 
kets. “The public is urged to shop 
in an orderly fashion,” Gardner 
said, “and not try and get all the 
meat available the first day. If a 
run on the market is started, the 
distribution of meat will be im- 
paired seriously.”

The statement said 6820 Russians 
had been killed since Feb. 1 in the 
Orel sector. The announcement 
was issued as a denial of a Ger- 
man claim that 41 Russian in- 
fantry. divisions,-and 11 infantry 
and 18 tank brigades had been 
wiped out in the area, 

“We never had that many troops 
in this sector,” the bureau said, 
“and if so many troops have been 
destroyed who is it that is now 
grinding to pieces the German 
forces on this sector of the front?” 

Little Change In Front. 

The regular midnight communi- 
que, issued shortly ‘before an- 
nouncement on Orel, said there 
were no essential changes on the 
long front much of which is im- 
passable because of thaws which 
have flooded fields and streams. 
Apparently the coming of spring 
has made any large scale fighting 
impossible for the time being. 

Still holding the initiative on the 
Central Front one Red Army unit 
was said to have cut its way 
through barbed wire entangle- 
ments and mine fields to capture 
two populated places.

46 on ’Cropper Reclamation Tract 
Pay. $15,500 to FSA Ahead of Time 


CARUTHERSVILLE, Mo., March 
27 (AP). — Three years after the 
Farm Security Administration had 
put up $15,500 as operating capital 
for leasing of 2600 acres of farm 


land in Pemiscot County for what 
is known as the Portage Farms 
Association, a sharecropper recla- 
mation project, the 46 farmers in- 
volved have not only repaid the 
Government but have a nice bank 
account, 

By liquidating their debt, the 
farmers will be given thefr “inde- 
pendence” and permitted to main- 
tain their organization without 
FSA supervision, it was announced 
here today. The note was paid off 
two years ahead of schedule. 

The land was leased by the FSA 
in 1940 from A. B. Brinkman for 


a five-year period with option to 


buy not only the land but a cot- 
ton gin which the association now 
operates. 

Most of the families, 16 white 
and 30 negro, were either day la- 
borers or sharecroppers when they 
came into the settlement. Only two 
of them have left. 

In 1940 the association showed 
net profits of $7,456.30; in 1942 it 
was $15,513.44. The association has 
a balance at present of $24,006.50 
of which $3966 has been invested 
in war bonds. 

Officials of the Government 
agency said that when an inde 
pendent audit of the records is 
completed, the books will be turned 
over to the Association Board of 
Governors.

WASHINGTON, March 27 (AP), 
—Fruit juices will require fewer 
of your blue ration coupons start- 
ing Monday while prunes and 
raisins will take none at all, the 
Office of Price Administration dis- 
closed tonight in a rejuggling of 
the point values of processed 
foods, 

The point value of dried soups 
is being reduced 50 per cent, but 
more points will be needed for 
canned beans, catsup and chili 
sauce, tomato paste and sauce, ap- 
plesauce, fruit cocktail, peaches 
and pineapple. 


The fruit juice reductions range 
up to 60 per cent. These and the 
cuts on dried soup were made be- 
cause the products were not 
ing up to expectations, otticiahd 
said. The greatest reductions are 
one 46-ounce cans of juice. This 
size can of grapefruit juice, posted 
for 23 points in March, will take 
only 9 starting Monday. A 4- 
ounce can of tomato or pineapple 
juice will require 22 points instead 
of 32. 

Apple juice was opened to un- 
restricted sale along with raisins, 
prunes and other dried fruits. Of 
ficials explained the dried fruits 
are in danger of spoiling in the 
coming warm months, while the 
country has a surplus of apples 
that can be turned into cans or 
jugs of apple juice. 

Dried fruits were left on the 
official chart, at zero value, as @ 
reminder that they may be ra- 
tioned again when the new crop is 
packed. 

No Over-All Increase Possible. 

OPA said no over-all increase in 
rations was possible at present. 

Kenneth E. Stauffer, chief of the 
Processed Foods Division of OPA, 
explained: “This new chart repre- 
sents a shifting of point values 
from one item to another, but no 
change in aggregate point values. 
In my opinion, there is very little 
possibility of any lowering of ag- 
gregate point values.” 

The new values go into effect 
simultaneously with the inaugura- 
tion Monday morning of the ra- 
tioning of meat, cheese, canned 
fish and edible fats and oils. The 
new chart will be used in making 
purchases on any unused March 
or April fruit and vegetable 
stamps. These are the Blue A, B 
and C (March—expire March 31) 
or D, E and F (April) stamps in 
ration book No. 2. The basic ra- 
tion remains at 48 points per 
month per person. 

The meat stamps that become 
usable Monday are the red A 
stamps in the same book. The 
following week unused red A’s plus 
the red B stamps will be usable, 
accumulating until] the first four 
weeks’ meat stamps expire to- 
gether on April 30. 

Stauffer said processed food ra- 
tioning had progressed reasonably 
satisfactorily, although consumers 
and storekeepers alike were con- 
siderably confused at the begin- 
ning. 

“There has been no starvation 
because of rationing,” he asserted. 
“But we are seriously aware of 
the effect of this program on hu- 
man health and nutrition. We have 
had to make a few changes for 
persons who live in isolated places 
where they can’t get fresh fruits 
and vegetables, but we fixed the 
original points on the basis of the 
available supply of processed foods, 
and except for shifting points from 
one item to another, we are unable 
at the time to lower point values 
in the aggregrate. 

“One of the few possibilities of 
lowering point values generally 
would result if we find that any 
substantial number of people aren’t 
using up their points. Then we 
could make available to other peo- 
ple the foods those persons won't 
buy. However, the amount of the 
ration is so low we have no con- 
fidence in any large number of 
people not using up their points.

British in North Begin

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, March 27 (AP). 
-—-American troops launched a sur- 
prise offensive toward Fondouk in 
Central Tunisia today and met 
with initial success as the British 
Eighth Army, doggedly fighting 
its way into the Mareth line forti- 
fications, was reported “proceeding 
according to plan in spite of stiff 
resistance by the enemy.” 

The American push on Fondouk, 
which is north of Faid Pass and 
15 miles southwest of an important 
Axis air base at Kairouan, was 
reported making “good headway.” 

(A Berlin broadcast said British 
and American troops appeared to 
be preparing to launch offensives 
both in Northern and Central Tu- 
nisia and that detachments of 
crack British troops recently had 
reached the Medjez-el-Bab area 
from England. 

(Movements of British and 
American columns were described 
as “considerably stronger” in both 
sectors and they were reported 
bringing up heavy concentrations 
of artillery.) 

In the Maknassy area, 100 miles 
south of Fondouk, American forces 
in the hills repulsed an attack by 
a company of German infantry. 

El Hamma Zone. 

For the third successive day the 
Allies made no mention of the 
situation of the British armored 
force which flanked the Mareth 
line to the south and was reported 
to have reached a point only eight 
miles from El Hamma, Axis air 
base 20 miles west of Gabes. 
Fighter-bombers of the Western 
Desert Air Force were reported to 
have set fire to 40 Axis vehicles 
near E] Hamma in a heavy three- 
hour attack yesterday. 

However, a communique issued 
tonight by Brig. Gen. Jacques 
LeClerc’s headquarters said “our 
magnificent colonial troops have 
just carried out many offensive 
operations and have more particu- 
larly captured heights which pro- 
vided excellent observation posts 
@ver regions held by Axis troops.”

London Says’ Raiders 
Made Heavy Attack —

LONDON, March 28 (Sunday) 
Royal Air Force bombers made a 
heavy attack on Berlin last night, 
British sources said today. 


NEW YORK, March 27 (AP).— 
British bombers attacked Berlin 
tonight, the Berlin radio announced 
in a broadcast recorded by the As- 
sociated Press. 

“High explosive and incendiary 


bombs dropped by the raiders 
caused some damage, mostly in 
residential quarters,” the broadcast 
said. 

Five British planes were shot 
down, it added. 

At least two waves of Royal Air 
Force planes invaded the capital 
area, the broadcast said, but it was 
claimed that “only a few planes 
succeeded in reaching the metro- 
politan area.” 

“Although complete detailed re- 
ports are not yet available,” the 
announcer said, “it may already be 
declared that the British air 
force’s renewed attempt to attack 
the German capital almost com- 
pletely failed.” 


Rhine Port of Duisburg Pounded 
by British Bombers. 

LONDON, March 27 (AP). 
Royal Air Force bombers pounded 
the Rhine city of Duisburg, Eu- 
rope’s largest inland port, and 
other targets in the industrial 
Ruhr valley last night, breaking a 
weather-enforced lull in the Allied 
aerial offensive against Germany. 

The Air Ministry said four 
bombers were lost out of the strong 
force in the night’s operations.

LONDON, March 28 (Sunday) 
(AP).—Russian troops have killed 
28,000 Germans since Feb. 1 in 
fighting on the anproaches to Orel, 
Nazi-held hinge of the central and 
southenr fronts, Moscow’  an- 
nounced today. 

A Soviet Infcrmation Bureau 
broadcast recorded by the Soviet 
monitor said 20,000 Germans were 
killed in February and 8000 in 
March. 

This was the first information 
in weeks concerning the Orel sec- 
tor where the Red Army offensive 
had been checked within 20 miles 
of the Nazi base. 

The statement said 8600 Russians 
had been killed since Feb. 1 in the 
Orel sector, The announcement 
was issued as a denial of a’ Ger- 
man claim that 41 Russian in- 
fantry divisions, and 11 infantry 
and 18 tank brigades had been 
wiped out in the area. 

“We never had that many troops 
in this sector,” the bureau said, 
“and if so many troops have been 
destroyed who is it that is now 
grinding to pieces the German 
forces on this sector of the front?” 

Little Change In Front, 

The regular midnight communi- 
que, issued shortly before an- 
nouncement on Orel, said there 
were no essential changes on the 
long front much of which is im- 
passable because of thaws which 
hav. flooded fields and streams. 
Apparently the coming of spring 
has made any large scale fighting 
impossible for the time being. 

Still holding the initiative on the 
central front one Red Army unit 
was said to have cut its way 
through barbed wire _ entangle- 
ments and mine fields to capture 
two populated places. 

Two hundred Germans were 
killed and captives and war ma- 
terial taken, the communique said. 

In the Belgorod sector of the 
southern Donets River front where 
the Red Army was on the de- 
fensive, the communique said the 
Germans at the cost of heavy 
losses succeeded temporarily in 
driving a wedge into Russian po- 
sitions. But a Soviet counterat- 
tack hurled back the enemy to his 
original positions, and two com- 
panies of Nazi infantry were 
wiped out. 

Russian troops also beat off sev- 
eral enemy attacks farther south 
along the middle reaches of the 
Donets. 

But all these actions were minor 
and the fighting in the western 
Caucasus and south of Lake Ilmen 
northwest of Moscow also was on 
a reduced scale.

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‘Bazooka,’ U.S. Rocket Gun, Makes 
Lone Soldier “Master of Any Tank’ 


WASHINGTON, March 27 (AP). 
—A deadly new anti-tank gun dis- 
closed by the War Department 
today makes a lone foot soldier 
“master of any tank which may 
attack him,” the Army’s Chief of 
Ordnance declared tonight. 

The new weapon—dubbed the 
“bazooka” by soldiers—was _ de- 
scribed by Maj. Gen. L. H. Camp- 
bell Jr. as a “rocket gun.” De- 
parting from the text of a pre- 


pared radio address, he said the 
rocket is “built on the Fourth of 
July principle.” A soldier inserts 
the rocket into the gun, which is 
open at both ends, and sets it off. 

From there on, he said, its oper- 
ation is secret but it is too bad 
for an enemy tank. 

The War Department called the 
weapon “revolutionary in design” 
and asserted its projectile will pen- 


‘ etrate armor, drive through brick 


walls, shatter bridge girders and 
“perform other seeming miracles.” 

Gen. Campbell told of one occa- 
sion recently in North Africa, 
when an American soldier fired 
his “bazooka” at six enemy tanks. 
The shell missed the tanks, but 
it hit and demolished a large tree. 

“The tank commander, an ex- 
perienced officer, surrendered,” 
Gen. Campbell related. “The Amer- 
icans were astonished. The tank 
commander explained: ‘When you 
start firing 155-MM guns at tanks, 
it’s time to surrender.’” 

The tank officer had confused 
the gun’s shell with a projectile 
roughly the diameter of a bread 
and butter plate. 

The “bazooka” is fired by a sin- 
gle man who holds it up to his 
shoulder, aims and pulls the trig- 
ger, usually after it has been load- 
ed by another man. It is the ex- 
plosive and penetrating power of 
the projectile that makes the 
difference, 


ROOSEVELT, EDEN

WASHINGTON, March 27 (AP). 
— British-American conversations 
looking to other United Nations 
meetings to consider war and pos- 
sible peace problems were believed 
to be approaching a fruitful climax 
today as President Roosevelt con- 
ferred with Anthony Eden, British 
Foreign Secretary, and six other 
high-ranking British and Ameri- 
can Officials, 

The White House meeting, fol- 
lowing a luncheon between Roose- 
velt and Eden, lasted slightly 
more than two hours. Secretary 
of State Hull said the group went 
over a lot of details in continua- 


tion of the two-nation exchanges 
“all in a general way just to see 
each other's slant.” 

Hull added there would be some 
further conferences with Eden, 
who remained as an overnight 
guest at the White House for the 
first time since his arrival here 
March 12 at the invitation of the 
United States Government. 

Strong indications that his con- 
ferences in this country might be 
nearing an end were seen by ob- 
servers in the’ scope of today’s 
meeting. He has been seeing the 
President and State Department 
officials individually, but today’s 
get-together had all of the top- 
ranking British and American 
diplomatic officers in Washington 
in attendance, 

Besides the President those 
taking part for the United States 
were Hull, Under Secretary of 
State Sumner Welles, John G. 
Winant, Ambassador to London, 
and Harry L. Hopkins, special as- 
sistant to the President; and for 
Britain, William Strang, Under 
Secretary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs, and Lord Halifax, Ambassa- 
dor to Washington. 


RUSSIAN ATTITUDE 
ISSUE IN SENATE

Point rationing of meat, cheese, 
vegetable oil and butter goes into 
effect at midnight tonight, with 
prospects for meat supplies bright- 
ened considerably by an Office of 
Price Administration order for an 
increase of more than 1,500,000 
pounds of meat in this week’s sup- 
ply for St. Louis and St. Louis 
County. 

OPA officials said the order was 
designed to provide an average of 
two pounds of meat for the week 
for each of the approximately one 
million persons in city and county 
who hold War Ration Book Two. 


Inasmuch as the previously or 
dered quota for the week was 
500,000. pounds, the increase was 
intended to provide a total supply 
of more than two million pounds 
for the week. 

Telegrams approving local OPA 
action to replenish meat supplies 
for the week end and for Monday 
were sent from the headquarters 
in Washington to several large 
population areas throughout the 
country. Similar action was taken 
earlier this week in New York 
City, New Orleans, Miami, Boston, 
Detroit and other cities, while mod- 
ified slaughtering rules have been 
in effect for weeks in Rhode 
Island, Los Angeles, San Francis- 
co and San Diego, Cal. 

Russell E. Gardner Jr., State Di- 
rector of OPA, announced the or- 
der yesterday, at a time when the 
counters and iceboxes of most St. 
Louis retail meat dealers had been 
cleaned out of beef, veal, pork and 
lamb by an unprecedented rush of 
customers who sought to stock up 
before the: start of point rationing. 

John F. Krey, president of the 
St.. Louis Local Meat Packers’ As- 
sociation and vice-president and 
general manager of the Krey Pack- 
ing Co., said the OPA order should 
enable packers whose slaughter- 
ing quotas were increased te put 
about 500,000 pounds of meat onto 
the market by tomorrow.

WASHINGTON, March 27 (AP), 
—Fruit juices will require fewer 
of your blue ration coupons start- 
ing Monday while prunes and 
raisins will take none at all, the 
Office of Price Administration dis- 
closed tonight in a rejuggling of 
the point values of processed 
foods, 

The point value of dried soups 
is ‘being reduced 50 per cent, but 
more points will be needed for 
canned beans, catsup and chili 
sauce, tomato paste and sauce, ap~- 
plesauce, fruit cocktail, peaches 


and pineapple. 

The fruit juice reductions range 
up to 60 per cent. These and the 
cuts on dried soup were made be- 
cause the products were not sell- 
ing up to expectations, officials 
said. The greatest reductions are 
one 46-ounce cang of juice. This 
size can of grapefruit juice, posted 
for 23 points in March, will take 
only 9 starting Monday. A 4- 
ounce can of tomato or pineapple 
juice will require 22 points instead 
of 32. 

Apple juice was opened to un- 
restricted sale along with raisins, 
prunes and other dried fruits. Of- 
ficials explained the dried fruits 
are in danger of spoiling in the 
coming warm months, while the 
country has a surplus of apples 
that can be turned into cans or 
jugs of apple juice. 

Dried fruits were left on the 
official chart, at zero value, as a 
reminder that they may be ra- 
tioned again when the new crop is 
packed. 

No Over-All Increase Possible. 

OPA said no over-all increase in 
rations was possible at present. 

Kenneth E. Stauffer, chief of the 
Processed Foods Division of OPA, 
explained: “This new chart repre- 
sents a shifting of point values 
from one item to another, but no 
change in aggregate point values, 
In my opinion, there is very little 
possibility of any lowering of ag- 
gregate point values.” 

The new values go into effect 
simultaneously with the inaugura- 
tion Monday morning of the ra- 
tioning of meat, cheese, canned 
fish and edible fats and oils. The 
new chart will be used in making 
purchases on any unused March 
or April fruit and vegetable 
stamps. These are the Blue A, B 
and C (March—expire March 31) 
or D, E and F (April) stamps in 
ration book No. 2. The basic ra- 
tion remains at 48 points per 
month per person. 

The meat stamps that become 
usable Monday are the red A 
stamps in the same book. The 
following week unused red A’s plus 
the red B stamps will be’ usable, 
accumulating until the first four 
weeks’ meat stamps expire to- 
gether on April 30. 

Stauffer said processed food ra- 
tioning had progressed reasonably 
satisfactorily, although consumers

Pay $15,500 to FSA Ahead of Time 


CARUTHERSVILLE, Mo., March 
27 (AP). — Three years after the 
Farm Security Administration had 
put up $15,500 as operating capital 
for leasing of 2600 acres of farm 


land in Pemiscot County for what 
is known as the Portage Farms 
Association, a sharecropper recla- 
mation project, the 46 farmers in- 
volved have not only repaid the 
Government but have a nice bank 
account. 

By liquidating their debt, the 
farmers will be given their “inde- 
pendence” and permitted to main- 
tain their organization without 
FSA supervision, it was announced 
here today. The note was paid off 
two years ahead of schedule. 

The land was leased by the FSA

—The first prediction that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt would veto any 
“Rumi plan law” was put before 
the House by a Democrat today, as 
a bloc of members launched & 
drive to press through a compro- 
mise pay-as-you-go measure that 
would cancel a substantial part, 
but not all, of one year’s taxes. 

Representative Dies (Dem.), 
Texas, asserted the Rum! plan to 
by-pass an income tax year was 
certain of a presidential veto if 
passed by Congress. 

He pointed his finger at the Re- 
publican side and shouted, “you 
are going to be charged with cre- 
ating blood millionaires” if the 
Rum! plan, as embraced in a Dill 
by Representative Carlson (Rep.), 
Kansas, passed the House. Dies 
said he was willing to support a 
compromise that would cancel part 
of 1942 taxes in easing the conver- 
sion of 44 million income tax pay- 
ers to a current basis. 

Compromise Proposal. 

Representative Robertson 
(Dem.), Virginia, opened the com- 
promise drive on the floor, in the 
midst of the bitterest Republican- 
Democratic legislative battle of the 
Seventy-eighth Congress. 

He proposed that Congress abate 
the 6 per cent normal and 13 per 
cent first bracket surtax on 1942 
income of all taxpayers. This 
would erase the 1942 liability com- 
pletely for 90 per cent of the tax- 
payers and mean substantial re- 
ductions for others, he contended. 

By this method, Robertson said, 
$7,600,000,000 of last year’s obliga- 
tions would be canceled, as a sac- 
rifice to achieve pay-as-you-go for 
virtually all taxpayers, but he de- 
clared the price under the Carlson 
bill, which he estimated at $9,340,- 
000,000, was too: high. 

Details of Bill. 

Representative Forand (Dem.), 
Rhode Island, presented in detail 
the provisions of a bill he has 
drawn embracing the Robertson 
proposal. He said his bill provided: 

1. Forgiveness of the first 19 
units, the basic liability on all 
1942 income tax returns (6 per 
cent norma] tax and 13 per cent 
surtax). 

2. Withholding 20 per cent at the 
source on all salaries and wages 
(3 per cent Victory tax and 17 
per cent income tax). 

3. Discounts up to 6 per cent 
for voluntary advance payments 
on that part of the tax in excess 
of basic liability, because that 
would be paid currently. 

4. Increasing exemptions for 
members of armed forces to $3500 
(less personal exemptions) on com- 
pensation received for military 
service. 

5. Abatement of all taxes owned 
by a member of the armed forces 
who dies in active service. 

The bill by Carlson, the commit- 
tee bill and virtually all compro- 
mise proposals embrace provisions 
for the 20 per cent withholding 
levy against the taxable portions of 
Wages and salaries, increased ex- 
emptions for members of the 
armed forces and abatement of all 
taxes outstanding against a mem- 
ber of the armed forces who dies 
while in active service. 

Carlson, taking the floor in this 
third day of tax debate, asserted 
that opponents of the Rum! plan 
“are resorting to pure dema- 
goguery.” He said that it “is sim- 
ply nonsense to say that the Gov- 
ernment would be wiping out 10 
billion dollars of assets if we put 
the tax clock aheac. The Treas- 
ury'’s analogy is wholly false. Tax- 
payers owe the Government what 
the Government at any time 
chooses to say they owe it—no 
more and no less.” 

He said that under present tax 
law: collections will be about 10 
billion dollars, but under his bill 
they would be about 13 billion dol- 
lars in 1943. 

“As further proof of the fact 
that you will not be forgiven any- 
thing,” he added, “you as an indi- 
vidual will pay just as much tax 
money to the Treasury during 1943 
as you are paying under the pres- 
ent system, unless you have a re- 
duced income.”

“IT think Mr. Stalin is too busy 
looking after the interests of Rus- 
sia and winning the war to hold 
any conferences now .about such 
matters,” Reynolds told reporters. 
“When he gets all he wants for 
Russia, all the territory he thinks 
she is entitled to, I assume that 
he will be willing to advise with 
the other United Nations about 
keeping the peace.” 

Reynolds said he thought any 
pledges other allied nations might 
make would be of little value if 
Russia did not join in—a view that 
was not disputed in its funda- 
mental] sense by Senators who have 
urged that the United States take 
the lead in organizing the United 
Nations for co-operation in solving 
immediate problems and for col- 
laboration in establishing and 
maintaining peace. 

One of these, Senator Hatch 
(Dem.), New Mexico, said it is 
possible that Russia may not want 
to join now in shaping postwar 
policies. 

“But that doesn’t mean that we 
should do nothing,” he added. “How 
are we going to find out how Rus- 
sia feels about it unless we make 
the first move?” 

There is no better time, he 
argued, to bring the Russian atti- 
tude into the open, indicating his 
belief that action by the United 
States might help to solve the 
enigma which has surrounded 
many Soviet diplomatic moves, 

The impossibility thug far of 
forecasting Russia’s moves after 
the war has been cited frequently 
by Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, and others who have voiced 
objections to what they have char- 
acterized as attempts to blue-print 
the peace before the conflict is 
over. 

Members said there was no 
doubt this issue would receive seri- 
ous discussion within the Foreign 
Relations Committee, charged pri- 
marily with finding an acceptable 
compromise for the collective se- 
curity resolutions before it, and in 
the Senate itself when such a pro- 
posal is brought out on the floor. 


Taft Says Ball Resolution Is 
“Wrong In Principle.” 
CINCINNATI, March 27 (AP).— 
Senator Robert A. Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio, today called the Ball resolu- 
tion for a world peace organization 
“wrong in principle” but predicted 


American people would approve an 
economically sound and politically 
fair League of Nations which had 
a chance of preserving peace, 

“Under these conditions,” he said 
in a statement, “I believe the 
American people should assume 
obligations to assist in maintain- 
ing the peace of the world.” 

Declaring general disarmament 
and a world police force to be 
“beyond the political lifetime of 
any Senator now asked to pass 
upon the question,” Taft continued: 

“A more likely method of insur- 
ing peace would be a League of 
Nations in which the nations agree 
to go to war against an aggressor, 
found to be an aggressor by speci- 
fied international machinery. Such 
a plan would depend upon the 
good faith of the nations entering 
into the covenant, but... any plan 
for peace would depend upon such 
good faith.”

Wallace told the Chilean Congress 
today that mankind is in full revo- 
lution to achieve freedom from 
poverty, create international 
brotherhood and abolish the pres- 
ent significance of frontiers, 

In his first formal appearance 
in South America following his 
arrival yesterday, He predicted that 


differences among various groups 
in the Americas would disappear 
after the war and that a union 
dreamed of by such patriots as 
Gen. Bernardo O’Higgins and Gen. 
Jose de San Martin—South Ameri- 
can liberators—would be a fact. 
Delivering his address of 200 
words in Spanish, Wallace said: 
“In 1810 in Chile the first frag- 
mentary attempts at a confedera- 
tion of peoples were made, and a 
year later in 1811 this country de- 
clared itself in favor of an al- 
liance of all peoples of the 
Americas, 

“San Martin, like O’Higgins, in 
1818 aspired to a continental fed- 
eration. 

“South America, stimulated by 
the spiritual ferment in Chile, was 
a laboratory for the fusion of fa- 
therlands and the fraternity of 
peoples amid battle; their leaders 
passed to and fro over frontiers 
in the name of liberty. 

“Now the great masses advance 
toward a fuller liberty. Its people 
follow its millenary and revolu- 
tionary march to affirm this land 
as one of dignity of the human 
spirit. And this revolution should 
continue until man is freed from 
the oppression of man. 

“In that world free from misery 
the peoples will fraternize, and 
frontiers will lose their importance. 
The fusion of parties of the Amer- 
ican nations dreamed of by O’Hig- 
gins and San Martin will be a fact. 
“When the cruel war of today is 
followed by a. peace based on s0- 
cial justice, Chile will have a dis- 
tinguished place in this peace as a 
nation which showed the way.” 
Wallace entered the chamber to 
polite hand-clapping from govern- 
ment and church officials and 500 
spectators, and left 30 minutes 
later amid deafening applause. 
Wallace, who will remain in 
Chile 10 days, began his first full

DEADLINE NEAR 
FOR MEN STILL I 
LUNESSENTIAL JOBS 


Draft Boards to Begin 
Putting Such Regis- 
trants Into 1A _ This 
Week—Stay Possible. 


WASHINGTON, March 27 (AP). 
— Draft boards throughout the 
country will begin reclassifying 
next Thursday registrants still in 
non-deferable jobs despite eight 
weeks’ notice to get into essential 
work or risk induction regardless 
of whether they have wives and 
children. 

The War Manpower Commission’s 


Selective Service Bureau notice on 
Feb. 2 touched off in several cities 
a rush to get other jobs that would 
preserve deferment, but officials 
said today they lacked figures to 
show exactly how many men had 
changed jobs. 

Non-deferables with proper de- 
pendency claims who have 
switched to activities on the essen- 
tial list will be entitled to 3-B 
classification, while those who get 
jobs listed neither as essential nor 
non-deferable will remain in 3-A, 
officials said. 

Those still in non-deferable work 
will be classified in 1-A, available 
for immediate military service, but 
will get an automatic 30-day stay 
of induction if they give their 
boards proof that they have regis- 
tered with the United States Em- 
ployment Service for transfer to 
other employment. 

The non-deferable list covers all 
jobs in 19 manufacturing, eight 
wholesale and retail trade, and nine 
service activities, and 35 specified 
job-occupations in any activity. In- 
cluded are such workers as those 
in theaters, night clubs, bartenders, 
dancing teachers, gardeners, cos- 
meticians and elevator operators, 
except those for freight elevators 
in industrial establishments. 

Fathers with children born suf- 
ficiently long enough ago to be ac- 
cepted under the draft definition 
of dependents are still protected 
against induction by an instruction 
sent to draft boards last fall, un- 
less their work falls in the non- 
deferable category.

Mme. Chiang Asks If Allied Rows 
After Victory Will Lose the Peace 


Cites Example of the 


Hussites, Who Stuck 


Together Against Common Foe, Then Later 
Quarreled Among Themselves. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 27 
(AP).—Mme. Chiang Kai-shek to- 
night raised the question of wheth- 
er the Allies, after achieving mili- 


tary victory over the Axis, would 
fight among themselves and thus 
lose the peace. 

In an address at a mass meeting 
which included thousands of Chi- 
nese, the wife of the Chinese Gen- 
eralissimo cited an example from 
history—the Hussites who united 
successfully against the German 
Emperor’s attempt to subjugate 
them by armed force, but who al- 
lowed their own factional differ- 
ences to culminate in self-destruc- 
tion after victory. 

“When these two factions had a 
common enemy, they united and 
were strong against him,” she said. 
“When they had defeated the ene- 
my, they flew at each other's 
throats, 

“Will we avert similar disaster 
and gain wisdom from this object 
lesson?” 

Those willing to die to save 
their nation portray the spirit of 
service to their country, Mme. 
Chiang said. 

“We of the United Nations,” she 
asserted, “have a greater aim be- 
fore us—the advancement of man- 
kind — toward which voluntary 
service should be our deepest pride 
and vicarious pain our highest 
decoration.” 

Mme, Chiang said that while 
foolproof blueprints of a postwar 
world do not exist, we must not 
blind ourselves to the danger 
ahead. “This peril is not the win- 
ning of the war, but the winning 
of the peace after this war.” 


She asserted that one must pay 
the price of unpopularity with the 
ruling class of the time to help 
achieve the goal of advancement 
of mankind. 

“This is as true of an individual 
in his unremitting efforts to con- 
quer inertness as it is true of a 
people,” she said. 

“You and I realize that the days 
for financial and territorial con- 
quistadores are over, and that in 
their place international under- 
standing and good will must be 
exercised as the lodal star for the 
future of mankind. 

“We are aware, too, that genius 
and creative thought are not 
eliminated by race or creed... . 
The impact of truth contained in 
these words derives greater im- 
petus when we consider how dis- 
tances are now so abridged by air 
traffic that the world has shrunk 
in space and size.” 

She said China had been able to 
withstand the vicissitudes of ages 
because its thinking people learned 
to store up valuable truths which 
could be had by cultivating the 
inner self, 

“You, too, realize the importance 
of the cultivation of the mind and 
the spirit through harnessing ‘o 
your bidding the mechanical de- 
vices of the age,” she asserted, 

“Industrial development and ma- 
terial comfort need not necessarily 
imply spiritual bankruptcy; nor 
leisure for thinking be incon- 
gruent with vim and vigor for 
action. It is only when we place 
the emphasis solely on the ma- 
terial and neglect the development 
of the mind and the heart that de- 
cadence corrodes our being.” 
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FLYER IN LONDON REUNION

Maj. Joseph C. Stehlin, former 
member of the Lafayette Esca- 


drille, famous American unit which 
flew with the French in the World 
War, who was mentioned in a 
recent dispatch as having partici- 
pated in a reunion in London of 
five Escadrille men now serving 
with the American Air Forces, is 
a former St. Louisan. 

Maj. Stehlin came to St. Louis 
in 1925 as a shift superintendent 
for the Titanium Products Co., 
now a division of the National 
Lead Co. While here he met and 
married, in December, 1926, Miss 
Elizabeth Morton, daughter of 
Mrs. Robert Lee Morton, 765 West 
Kirkham avenue, Webster Groves.

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ALLIED BOMBER 
HITS JAP VESSEL 
OFF NEW GUINEA 


Planes Strafe Enemy 
Positions in Lae and 
Salamaua Areas, Raid 
Tanimbar Port. 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
AUSTRALIA, March 28 (Sunday) 
(AP).—A Liberator bomber scored 
a hit with a 500-pound bomb on 
an 8000-ton cargo vessel Saturday 
in Bogia Harbor, midway between 
Madang and Wewak on the north 
coast of New Guinea, the Allied 
command said today in its noon 
communique. 

The bomber sighted three ships 
in the harbor, and braved heavy 
antiaircraft fire in diving on the 
largest vessel, with its gunners 
strafing the decks. 

Besides the direct hit, two bombe 
landed within 30 feet of the cargo 
ship, near enough to cause dam- 
age. 

Nearly 200 miles to the south- 
east, Allied long range fighters 
and light bombers continued to 
bomb and strafe the area of Laa, 
New Guinea, striking at installa- 
tions near Malahang airdrome. 

Below Lae at Salamaua, attack 
planes, escorted by fighters, caused 
explosions and fires among build- 
ings. Fifteen miles south of Sala- 
maua at Mubo, positions of Japa- 
nese troops in a dry creek area 
were bombed. 


Army Bombers Raid Nauru Near 
Gilbert Islands. 

WASHINGTON, March 27 (AP). 
—Army bombers ranging far afield 
heavily damaged enemy installa- 
tions on Nauru Island near the Gil- 
bert group while American raid- 
ers continued pounding Kiska 
Island in the Aleutians, the Navy 
reported today. 

The raid on Nauru Island was de- 
livered Friday and aroused con- 
siderable interest here over 
whether it might be the beginning 
of a series of long-range attacks 
against the strong line of enemy 
fortifications several hundred miles 
north of the American air field on

out a total of 850,000 pounds in 
addition to their regular quotas. 
The Wuestling Packing Co. was 
granted an increase of 40,000 
pounds. 


Crews to Work Overtime. 

“It’s a tremendous job for the 
packers to undertake,” Krey told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, “but they 
are doing so in an effort to relieve 
the meat shortage. If the receipts 
of livestock at the stockyards are 
good, then we should deliver. 
Meanwhile, we are throwing over- 
time costs to the wind and will 
operate all crews as much as they 
can stand.” 


Howard Hunter, vice-president 
of the Hunter Packing Co., said: 
“We are going to release to retail- 
ers as much meat as we can. 
_ There is very little activity at the 
stockyards over the week end, but 
we will get as many meat animals 
as possible. It looks as though a 
good portion of our output will be 
pork.” 

Meanwhile, Gardner urged the 
public to avoid rushing the mar- 
kets. “The public is urged to shop 
in an orderly fashion,” Gardner 
said, “and not try and get all the 
meat available the first day. If a 
run on the market is started, the 
distribution of meat will be im- 
paired seriously.” 

Huge crowds of shoppers made 
a rush for dwindling meat sup- 
plies in almost every large city 
yesterday. At Columbus, O., lines 
formed as early as 1:30 a, m. and 
police were called out to control 
them at one market. In Cleveland, 
people jammed around three large 
markets and delayed street _car 
traffic from 20 minutes to an hour. 
Despite their eagerness tq buy 
meat, many went home sap- 
pointed in all cities, because, of- 
ficials said, there just wasn’t 
enough meat to go around. 


Increases for Other Areas.

Just before the increased allot- 
ment was announced, J. D. Luken- 
bill, secretary of the St. Louis Re- 
tail Meat Dealers’ Association, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that most 
association members had only 
Sausage and scraps of meat on 
hand. 

Most restaurants reported they 
hel ample supplies of meat to 
carry them over the week end, 
however. 

“Meatless Wednesday” in Hotels. 

Nevertheless, the Hotel Associa- 
tion of St. Louis announced that 
each Wednesday hereafter will be 
a “meatless Wednesday” in dining 
rooms operated by association 
members. The city’s large hotels 
are members of the association, 

The OPA notified A. H. Marien- 
feld, president of the Metropolitan 
St. Louis Meat Dealers’ Associa- 
tion, that amendments to OPA 
price regulations are being con- 
sidered to correct existing in- 
equalities. Such notifications was 
in response to a letter that Marien- 
feld had sent to the OPA head- 
quarters in Washington. 

Unrationed horse meat went on 
gale at 10 St. Louis retail meat 
stores yesterday and another 40 
placed orders and expect to have 
it on their counters this week. 

H. A. Powell, secretary of the 
St. Louis Livestock Exchange, Na- 
tional City, Ill., said that he ex- 
pected livestock receipts at the 
yards tomorrow to be as follows: 
4000 head of mature cattle, 1500 
calves, 14,000 to 15,000 hogs and 
2500 sheep. 

“That is about 10 per cent more 
than normal,” Powel] explained, 
“but marketing conditions are fa- 
vorable and that should bring the 
increase.”

SOLDIERS’ FURLOUGH RATION 
POINTS ANNOUNCED BY ARMY 


Seventh Service Command head- 
quarters at Omaha, Neb., which 
has jurisdiction over the St. Louis 
area, has announced that every 
soldier on furlough may obtain 
ration certificates for food during 
absence from his post. 

By taking his furlough papers 
to the ration board where he is 
visiting, the soldier can get cer- 
tificates good for coffee, sugar 
and canned goods. Each soldier 
is entitled to one pound of coffee 
for each ration period, one-half 
pound of sugar and 16 points for 
processed food for each week or 
fraction thereof of his furlough. 

For the rationing of meat, cheese, 
fats or oils and canned fish, each 
soldier is entitled to eight points 
for each three days or fraction 
thereof of a furlough.

sible, processed foods rationing 
will be liberalized, but it may also 
become necéssary to tighten up 
the rations if the paramount de- 
mands of war s0 require.” 


Other Changes. 


Among the lesser changes in the 
new chart were these: 

Some large-size packages of 
frozen’ foods were increased 
slightly in point values, although 
the cost of most popular size pack- 
ages were unchanged. 


Canned tomato soup was put in 
a separate classification without 
any change in point’ values. 
Stauffer said this meant a pos- 
sible differential between tomato 
and other soups in the future, 


Another new classification is for 
canned or frozen corn on the cob, 
priced at 2 points per ear. 


The chart, which will be posted 
Monday in all stores, also lists 
the things that are not rationed, so 
as to lessen confusion on some 
borderline items.

nut butter, soft drinks and spices. 


Explaining why some _ items 
drew higher point values, OPA 
said: 

“Those items that are given 
higher point values for April (ac- 
tually effective March 29) sold in 
Magch at a rate faster than the 
supply situation could support un- 
der rationing. For example, ap- 
plesauce was selling 128 per cent 
faster than scheduled in relation 
to other items; salad fruits and 
fruit cocktail were moving 50 per 
cent ahead of schedule; peaches, 
34 per cent; pineapple, 25 per cent, 
and lima beans, 100 per cent. To- 
mato catsup and chili sauce were 
other items that were reported to 
be selling very fast, and hence nae 
their values increased.” 


Although point values of all 
juices were cut, the heaviest cuts 
were made on the 46-ounce size, 
in which size about two-thirds of 
the annual pack is canned. Sales 
of this size had been at virtually 
a standstill, in spite of former 
popularity. 


Dry soups also had been selling 
slow. Canned soups started the 
month slow, but picked up at the 
end of the month and values were 
left tentatively unchanged.

‘Senatorial Courtesy’ Maneuvers 


Some Unwilling to Learn Practices by Which 
Old Guard Has for Years Stifled 
or Delayed Bills, °

JEFFERSON CITY, March 27. 
—The age-old practice of senato- 
rial courtesy, usually used to stifle 
or delay legislation, is gradually 
disappearing in the Missouri Sen- 
ate. 

Many of the new Republican 
Senators, who came here with the 
curious idea of getting something 
done, didn't know a thing about 
senatorial courtesy, and most of 
them have exhibited a disinclina- 


‘ition to learn. 


This is galling to some of the 
old guard who remain, those who 
quietly acquiesced when Senator 
Michael Kinney of St. Louis asked 
that a bill be’ laid over because 
Senator Michael Casey of Kansas 
City was not in his seat and “was 
very much interested in the legis- 
lation.” 

Committees are reporting bills 
over the protests of some of the 
old guard, who have sought to use 
the personal request and the power 
of the so-called courtesy to hold 
indefinitely bills they opposed. 

Battling It Out on Floor. 

Until this year, no Senator would 
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venture to take up a Dill on the 
floor if any Senator objected or 
requested delay. Now new Sen- 
ators stand up against the old- 
timers and battle it out on the 
floor. 

There have been many evi- 
dences of the ch- nged order. When 
the educational 
Wednesday night, Senator Francis 
Smith of St. Joseph, one of the 
older Senators who, however, had 
been a member of the combine, 
decided the committee had held 
the St. Joseph teachers’ pension 
bill long enough. It had been in 
the committee for several weeks 
without action, and the report was 
that it was being delayed at the 
instrnce of Senator Kinney. 

Smith made a vigorous and per- 
sonal appeal to the committee. 
When the committee went into ex- 
ecutive session, Kinney: is reported 
to have taken Smith to task for hie 
remarks, and Smith talked right 
back. The committee reported out 
the bill. 

The making of a motion to put 
the previous question has been vir- 
tually unheard of in the Senate. It 
was considered very bad form. 
There is no limit to debate under 
the Senate rules and Senators have 
talked as long as they pleased 
without protest from any other 
Senator. But it is different now. 

New Senator Upsets Decorum.” 

Senator Roy D. Miller of Colum- 
bia, one of the new Republicans, 
became impatient a few days ago 
at a prolonged colloquy between 
Senator William M: Quinn of Lew- 
is County and Senator E. R. Cald- 
well of Ralls County. Miller, to 
the astonishment of nearly every 
Senator, moved the previous ques- 
tion. Recovering from his sur- 
prise, Senator Frank P. Briggs of 
Macon, who was presiding, sug- 
gested that “that is rarely done” 
in the Senate. Others whispered 
to Miller, who after a few mo- 
ments withdrew his motion, but it 
served to stop the prolonged argu- 
ment. 

Senator H. B. Hart of Camden- 
ton, author of the labor union 
regulation bill, one day sought to 
call up his bill. Senator Kinney 
asked him to defer it because Sen- 
ator Anthony M. Webbe of &t. 
Louis was absent. Hart insisted 
for a time that the bill be taken 
up, but finally consented to lay it 
over. However, when he called it 
up the next day there was no fur- 
ther attempt to delay it. 

The presence in the Senate of 
the newcomers has the old guard 
worried. Its members know that 
on a showdown now there are not 
over eight or 10 who can be 
counted upon to stand together on 
the tricky maneuvers through 
which they have controlled the 
legislation through many years. 

New Blood in Senate. 

The Republican landslide 
brought in men like Frank M. 
Frisby of Bethany, Miller of Co- 
lumbia, Hart of Camdenton, H. R. 
Williams of Cassville, Jasper Smith 
of Springfield, M. C. Matthes of 
Hillsboro, Arthur Leonard of Jop- 
lin and Claude B. Ricketts and 
William J, Studt of St. Louis; and 
one or two others, who probably 
would stand with them, but who 
have not had occasion to make a 
showing so far on the floor. 

On the Democratic side there 
has been the nucleus of an anti- 
old guard group for several years, 
Smith of St. Joseph, Paul C. Jones 
of Kennett and L. D. Joslyn of 
Charleston. Then a few others, 
like Phil M, Donnelly of Lebanon 
and Briggs of Macon, though ob- 
servers of senatorial precedent, 
never were members of the ob- 
structionist group. 

After the 1944 election it is gen- 
erally believed the Republicans 
will control the Senate, Among 
those elected in 1942 and who will 
be holdovers in the 1945 Legisila- 
ture are several who are Alevelop- 
ing as leaders, Senator Jasper 
Smith of Springfield and M. C. 
Matthes of Hillsboro are two who 
have come quickly to the front in 
showing their grasp of State prob- 
lems and their abilities on the 
floor. Senator Joseph A. Falzone 
of St. Louis County has handled 
important legislation effectively. 

Frisby Shows Strength. 

Senator Frisby, though infre- 
quently taking part in debate, has 
shown strength in committee work 
and an independence of thought. 

For some reason the Mepublican 
floor leader, Senator George H. 
Miller of Sedalia, has not clicked 
with his Republican colleagues, 
probably because of his failure in 
some instances to take them into 
his confidence in advance on his 
moves. It is likely that in the next 
Senate either Smith of Springfield 
or Matthes will be the President 
Pro Tem if the Republicans con- 
trol the Senate, and the other of 
the two will be majority floor 
leader. 

When that time comes there 
will be less of Senatorial courtesy 
and more of legislation on its 
merits instead of on the whims of 
a few combine leaders.

employment compensation rates by 
Missouri employers to create a 
cushion for the anticipated wide- 
spread unemployment at the close 
of the war. 

Regardless of whether there will 
be a business slump or prosperous 
times when the war ends, the 
employers’ association expects 
that a large number of persons 
now employed will be out of jobs 
during the period of conversion 
from war industry to normal 
peacetime operation. 


93-Million Fund Now. 


Its estimate is that this year 
there will be 1,125,000 employed 
persons in Missouri who would 
have claims against the State un- 
employment fund if they became 
unemployed, The fund now 
amounts to approximately 93 mil- 
lion dollars, but it must be ex- 
panded far beyond that if it is to 
remain solvent under pressure of 
the potential claims against it. 

If 300,000 workers covered by 
the law should be unemployed 
for a period of 16 weeks and draw 
the maximum benefits, the drain 
on the fund would be $86,400,000 
leaving little leeway for a larger 
number out of work. It is possible 
for a person covered by the law 
to draw a maximum of $288 in 
16 weeks, the maximum period 
for which unemployment compen- 
sation may be paid. 

Recognizing the possibility of 
the development of this situation 
with the chance that the fund 
might be exhausted and become 
bankrupt and that as a result the 
Federal Social Security Board 
might take ever direct operation 
of the fund with much higher 
rates to be paid by employers at 
a time when they could least af- 
ford it, the Associated Industries 
worked out its plan. It was writ- 
ten into a bil introduced into the 
Legislature by Senators Francis 
Smith of St. Joseph and M. C. 
Matthes of Hillsboro. 


Tax Based on Payroll Rise. 


The maximum tax now paid by 
employers is 3 per cent of the 
payroll. The bill would increase 
this rate to 3.6 per cent on in- 
creases in payroll in excess of 
50 per cent of the average payroll 
for the years, 1939, 1940 and 1941. 

Because of merit rating, based 
On an employer’s record of main- 
taining steadiness of employment, 
many Missouri firms now pay a 
tax much lower than 3 per cent, 
many of them as low as nine- 
tenths of 1 per cent. Regardless 


of the rate now paid, the special| 


emergency rate would be 3.6 per 
cent on payroll increases of more 
than 50 per cent. 


Example Is Cited. 


Here is an example cited by 
the Associated Industries: of 

A company with a 1.8 per cent 
experience rate with an average 
payroll of $100,000 for the years 
1939, 1940 and 1941 will use $150,000 
as its yardstick to determine if 
additional] taxes are due. Accord- 
ingly, the payroll must exceed $150,- 
000 before additional taxes are due, 
If its payroll for the period July 1, 
1943, to June 30, 1944 was $200,000, 
taxes at the rate of 3.6 per cent 
would be assessed on the excess of 
$50,000. Since the experience rate 
of this company is 1.8 per cent, the 
tax at the rate of 3.6 per cent 
would amount to an increase of 
$900. 

Provision is made, also, for as- 
sessing the 3.6 per cent on new 


companies which did not have pay- 


rolis for 1939-41. 

Because of the fact that under 
the law, a separate fund within the 
total is set up for each. employer 
and the claims of his employes are 
charged against that fund, it was 
recognized that some employers, 
such as plants entirely devoted to 
war work, might desire to create 
even a greater backlog, and provi- 
sion is made for voluntary higher 
payments than the 3.6 per cent. 
Under the terms of the act, volun- 
tary additional taxes ranging from 
nine-tenths of 1 per cent to 4.5 per 
cent are authorized, 


Service Men May Have Claims. 


In addition to the present em- 
playes in industry, those who have 
left their jobs to enter the armed 
services will have a claim against 
the fund at the end of the war if 
they are unable to obtain employ- 
ment. They have benefit rights 
which have been frozen and to 
which they will become entitled if 
they are jobless. 

In working out the plan and de- 
termining the effect on employers, 
the Associated Industries divided 
them into three classes, new indus- 
tries engaged wholly in war pro- 
duction on a cost-plus basis, old 
industries with greatly expanded 
operations as a result of war pro- 
duction, and old industries whose 
employment has not been mate- 
rially changed or has decreased as 
a result of the war effort. 

New war industries, it is held, 
would not be adversely affected 
by the increased tax because it 
would be included as part of Pro- 
duction cost. 

As to old industries with weil 
expanded war prodiiction opera- 
tions, the Associated Industries 
holds: 

“It may be assumed*that these 
companies with greatly increased 
payrolls and substantial volumes 
of business are in a better position 
to pay a premium rate now than 
face the possibijity of being as- 
sessed a penalty rate for many 
years after the close of the war 
as a result of benefit payments to 
former employes. If a company 
is in this class, it may now be en- 
joying a reduced rate of nine- 
tenths of 1 per cent or 1.86 per cent. 
If after the war substantial bene- 
fits are paid its employes, its rate

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MILLER ASSAILS 
RESOURCES BOARD 
PLAN AS FASCISIIC 


‘A Fantasy Born of a 
Fourth Term Longing,’ 
Congressman Asserts in 


Radio Talk. 


The economic-social report of 
the National Resources Planning 
Board, recently presented to Con- 
gress by President Roosevelt, was 
assailed as “a ground plan for an 
American state which will closely 
resemble Fascism” in a radio talk 
last night by Congressman Louis 
E. Miller of the Eleventh District. 

The plan is “state socialism in 
refined form,” Miller said at an- 
other point in his speech. “It is 
a dream and a fantasy born of a 
fourth term yearning. It is the 
doctrine of Karl Marx as expound- 
ed by the social eeonomists who 
now have the run of the White 
House. 

“Under it, no man or woman 
would know what would become of 
his or her property, capital, sav- 
ings or life insurance. No busi- 
ness, no industry, no investment 
would be secure.” 

The function of the national gov- 
ernment, he went on, is to govern 
our economy, and not to operate it 
unless the intention is to create 
national] socialism here “as we find 
it in Germany and Italy.” To talk 
of a scheme of socia] security to 
people whose sons and husbands 
are being killed, or are likely to 
become casualties in battle, is a 
mockery, he continued. 

The nation now is spending and 
giving at a rate which, if long con- 
tinued, will “bleed it white,” said 
Miller. “When the war is over 
we must face the basic truth that 
we will be poorer than when it 
started—poorer in lives lost, bodies 
crippled, billions of tons of oil and 
coal burned, billions of. tons of 
metal shot away. 

“War is the most extravagant 
destroyer of human and material 
resources, and this is the most ex-. 
travagant of all wars. To have a 
decent standard of living, to say 
nothing of security, the American 
people in the post war days will 
have to work and work hard. Any- 
one who tells them that a govern- 
ment can concoct a scheme that 
will save them from the rigors be- 
fore them cruelly and almost ma- 
liciously misleads them. 

“Like all schemes socialistic in 
their inception and fascistic in op- 
eration, the plan fails to point out 
where we are going to get the 
money to finance this unbounded 
bliss, this incomparable plan of 
abiding earthly ecstasy. It sim- 
ply blueprints a perfect picture for 
all Americans and tosses the blye- 
print to the President, who in 
turn tosses it to Congress.” 


A. P. Kaufmann Makes Plea For 
Slum Clearance. 

A plea for slum clearance was 

made last night by A. P. Kauf- 


mann, Republican candidate for| 


president of the Board of Alder- 
men, in a speech at the North 
Shore Yacht Club 10129 Riverview 
Drive.

Only 67 Pct. Pledged in St. Louis and County 
Campaign, While Other Cities Have 


Exceeded Their Quotas.

Contributions totaling $1,289,415 
have been received by the St. Louis 
chapter of the American Red Cross 
at the close of the fourth week 


of the War Fund campaign, Sidney 
Maestre, chairman, announced 
last night. The amount is $625,585 
short of the goal of $1,915,000 set 
by the national organization for 
St. Louis and St. Louis County. 

“Tt is unthinkable that this com- 
munity should fail to support the 
minimum needs of the American 
Red Cross in the present crisis,” 
Maestre said. “The obligation to 
give should be generously shared 
by every citizen, but unless the rate 
of giving materially increases dur- 
ing the next few days we will not 
reach our minimum goal. 

“The response that continues 
from employes of commerce and 
industry is encouraging,” he con- 
tinued, “but many of the contribu- 
tions from those who are in posi- 
tion to subscribe substantially to 
the Red Cross have been most dis- 
appointing.” 

He pointed out that the present 
contributions are only 67 per cent 
of the goal here, In a compari- 
son with other cities, he cited ex- 
amples, as follows: Milwaukee, 
with a goal of $1,096,500, sur- 
passed that sum in the first week 
of the war fund campaign and now 
collections there total $1,455,000; 
Pittsburgh, where the goal was 
$2,250,000, collected $2,273,285, and 
Baltimore, with a quota of $1,538,- 
000, obtained $1,687,234. 

“St. Louis,” Maestre declared, 


needs of decent human living is 
delayed only by our own wills, 
and not by our ability to do the 
job.” 

Kaufmann quoted a 1936 report

2000 NAZIS, TANKS; PLANES 


LONDON, March 27 (AP).—Be- 
tween 50 and 100 Germans were 


killed in a pitched battle between 
Polish peasants and 2000 German 
S88 and SA troopers aided by tanks 
and planes, the Polish telegraph 
agency reported today. 


The agency said people of the 
districts of Krasnobrod, 60 miles 
northwest of Lwow, and Luszczacz 
fled to the forests to escape depor- 
tation to German factories and 
farms, fought off searching parties 
and finally resisted for several 
days a force of 2000 Germans. 

In reprisal, the agency said, the 
Germans executed 60 Poles at near- 
by places, massacred the popula- 
tion of the village of Hamernia, 
then burned every building and 
ploughed over the sites of several 
towns.

Action in North. 


While the main battle thundered | 


through its seventh day in South- 
ern Tunisia without any sign of a 
decisive break, the British First 
Army in the north was reported 
beginning what the Allied com- 
munique called “reconnaissance in 
force.” 

In the Maknassy-E] Guetar re- 
gion, where Lieut. Gen. George 8. 
Patton Jr.’s main concentrations 
of men and armor is probing for 
a passage through the rugged hills 
to the Mediterranean, only local 
activity was reported yesterday as 
rainstorms swept across Tunisia. 


At Guetaria Pass, 12 miles south-/|t 


east of Gafsa, a German counter- 
thrust gained footholds on Djebel 
Derba, a height on the south side 
of the pass, but front-line dis- 
patches said Americans retained 
control of the road running to- 
ward the coast. 

A delayed field dispatch from 
the El Guetar zone, telling of the 
heavy fighting there earlier this 
week when the Americans turned 
back a German armored division, 
quoted Lieut. Charles N. Munn of 
Jackson, Mich., as saying that his 
battery of four 75-millimeter guns 
had knocked out nine German 
tanks, including 52-ton Mark VI, 
before his unit was enveloped and 
forced to fall back on foot. 

“Three of our guns had been hit 
or were put out of action when the 
order came for us to get out or 
get under cover until darkness,” 
Munn said. “We could not hold 
them off with one gun, so we de- 
stroyed it ourselves to keep it from 
falling into their hands and made 
our way back to the lines.” 


Aerial Attacks. 

It was estimated that between 
80 and 100 Axis vehicles were de- 
stroyed from the air yesterday as 
the Allied command threw every 
plane it could muster, from fight- 
ers to four-motored bombers, into a 
blistering, continuous assault on 
German and Italian troop concen- 
trations, gun positions, tank parks 
and air fields, 

In one destructive night attack 
Allied light bombers were said to 
have dropped almost 200 tons of 
high explosives on enem: camps 
and troop concentrations, setting 
off violent explosions athong oil 
storage tanks and starting 15 huge 
fires which burned all night. 

Altogether 10 enemy planes 
were shot down in air battles up 
and down the front and over Al- 
giers last night during an enemy 
raid. Against these, the Allies 
suffered one plane lost, the com- 
munique said. 

Full reports: of the Flying Fort- 
ress raid Monday on Palermo 
showed that it was one of the 
most damaging of the campaign. 
One large ship, believed to have 
been loaded with ammunition, blew 
up and several small ships disap- 
peared. Two small ships were blown 
out of the water onto the quay and 
a number of nearby buildings were 
demolished. 

Aerial photographs revealed that 
the Palermo waterfront and har- 
bor were blanketed by bomb 
bursts, 

(The German communique said 
the Allies had launched new and 
heavy attacks in central and south- 
ern Tunisia, but that every thrust 
had been repelled in severe fight- 
ing. 

(The Paris radio said Axis 
troops in Tunisia were engaged 
in defensive fighting of “great in- 
tensity,” while the Algiers radio 
declared that Gen. Montgomery 
“has not yet thrown into battle the 
bulk of his force.’’)

WITH AMERICAN FORCES IN 
SOUTHERN TUNISIA, March 26 
(Delayed) (AP)—When 21 Ger- 
man tanks threatened to break 
through their flank during the

C. Powell Fordyce and 
Former Wife, Both 
Since Remarried, Seek 


to Gain Full Care. 


Custody of the young son and 
daughter of C. Powell Fordyce, a 
lawyer, and his former wife is at 
stake in an unusual court proceed- 
ing which is set for hearing April 
5 before Circuit Judge Fred E. 
Mueller of Clayton. 

Both parents have remarried 
since the mother was divorced by 
Fordyce in the fall of 1940 and 
she now has the children, an eight- 
year-old girl and a five-year-old 
boy, under the divorce decree 
which put them in her care during 
each school year and gave custody 
to the father during the summer 
months, He had had them for 
several months until last Jan. 19 
when he returned them to their 
mother at her demand, Fordyce 
says. 

Both Seek Full Custody. 

Each parent is seeking to have 
the decree of custody changed. 
The father is asking full-time cus- 
tody on the ground the decree 
provided the mother, now wife of 
Henry B. Hosmer of Boston, 
should have the children during 
the nine-month periods only if 
she continued to live in St. Louis 
or St. Louis County. The mother 
is asking for elimination of the 
residential restriction on the 
ground it was inserted without 
her knowledge and contrary to 
an agreement with Fordyce. 

The lawyer says that when she 
left Missouri soon after the di- 
vorce she turned the children 
over to him but she insists that 
this merely was a temporary ar- 
rangement for that winter, while 
she was establishing a suitable 
home for them. She was remar- 
ried in April, 1041; Fordyce the 
following ‘October. 

Her rental of a house in Clayton 
recently was only temporary, For- 
dyce alleges. Her formal answer is 
that her loca] residence is within 
the médaning of the decree and she 
expects to stay here at least until 
June, the annual end of her cus- 
today under the decree. By that 
time, she hopes, the residential re- 
striction will be removed. 

Loved Her Present Husband Then, 

At the time of her marriage to 
Fordyce in 1928, she relates in 
her court pleadings, she had “feel- 
ings of affection and respect” for 
him but did net love him as a wife 
should and in fact was in love with 
her present husband. She sets 
forth that she told all this to For- 
dyce but that he persuaded her to 
marry him anyhow, stating that he 
was willing to take the risk that 
the marriage might not be success- 
ful. 

Although she made a sincere ef- 
fort to change, she goes on, she 
continued to be in love with Hos- 
mer during the 12 years of her 
marriage to Fordyce, notwithstand- 
ing the fact she had not seen the 
Boston man from the time of her 
marriage to the St. Louis lawyer

FUNERAL TOMORROW 


Services in St. Charles for 
101-Year-Old Veteran 
of Civil War. 


Funeral services for Dr. George 
Washington Tainter, retired den- 
tist and centenarian veteran of the 
Civil War, who died of infirmities 
of age Friday night at his home 
at 315 Jefferson street, St. Charles, 


will be tomorrow at 9 a. m. at 8&t. 
Charles Borromeo Catholic Church, 
in St. Charles, Burial will be in 
the parish cemetery. 

Dr. Tainter, who celebrated his 
10lst birthday last July 26, was 
known to his friends by the cour- 
tesy title of “Colonel,” although he 
preferred to be called “Ensign,” 
because, he once explained, “I got 
that the hard way.” 

Born in Boston, Dr. Tainter en- 
listed in the Union Army at the 
start of the Civil War. He was 
severely wounded in-the second 
Battle of Bull Run and was left 
on the battlefield for dead, Later, 
however, he was picked up and 
taken to a hospital. After months 
of convalescence he was honorably 
discharged from fhe Army. 

He immediately enlisted in the 
Union Navy and earned for him- 
self the rank of Ensign while 
serving on the gunboat Choctaw in 
the Mississippi River and on the 
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U. 8S. S. Sampson in the Red River 
expedition. 

Following the war, he received 
a dentistry degree at Indiana Den- 
tal College and established a prac- 
tice at Linn, Mo. On his birthday 
in 1868 he and Miss Mary A. 


1 Weinert were married. She died 


in 1939, five months after they had 
celebrated their seventieth wedding 
anniversary. ieee, 

From Linn, Dr. Tainter moved 
to Union, Mo. and in 19 he 
moved again, to St. Charles, and 
started anew hig practice, which he 
maintained until he was 85. 

Although he was hard of hearing 
and was almost sightless, he kept 
abreast of the times by lisening to 
his daughter, Miss Mabel Tainter, 
read daily newspapers. He was an 
ardent patriot and took part each 
year in Navy Day ceremonies at 
St. Louls. When his grandson, 
George Washington Tainter III, 
joined the Navy Feb, 15, 1942, Dr. 
Tainter was present, dressed In his 
faded old Union Navy uniform. 

Surviving, in addition to his 
daughter, are three sons, Dr, 
George W. Tainter Jr. a dentist 
of St. Charles; Dr. Frank J. 
Tainter, physician of St. Charles, 
and Dr. Walter Tainter, dentist of 
Union.

PACKERS TO SIGN CONTRACT 
WITH C10 AND AFL THURSDAY 


A new master contract between 
the “big four” meat packing com- 
panies and the CIO and AFL un- 
ions, which represent the majority 
of the 64,000 packing house work- 
ers in the country, will be signed 
Thursday in Chicago, John Pow- 
derly, business agent of the East 


St. Louis AFL Packinghouse Work- 
ers’ Union, Local 78, announced 
yesterday. 

The new agreement provides for 
the elimination of wage differen-

tials in plants and between plants. 
It brings all packing house work- 
ers in St. Louis and East St. Louis 
under wage minimums of 72% 
cents an hour for men and 64% 
cents for women. This represents 
an increase of 2% cents for men 
and 5% cents for women over the 
rate that prevoiusly prevailed in 
St. Louis. Since there was a dif- 
ferential in wages of 2% to 11 cents 
between the East St. Louis and St, 
Louls workers, with Bast Side 
firms paying less, the increase in 
wages is substantially more for 
East St. Louis workers,

The Irish piled up 39% points as 
against 24 for Indiana, which fin- 
ished second, 


Miami University of Oxford, O., 
ran away with the team title in 
the college division by amassing 
29% points, compared with 16 for 
Michigan Normal, which finished 
second. 


The anticipated close fight be- 
tween Notre Dame, Central Inter- 
collegiate Champions, and Michi- 
gan, the Big Ten kings, failed to 
develop when Michigan sent only 
its undefeated two-mile relay team 
and a couple of shot putters to the 
meet, 

The Irish would have been hard 
to beat in any league, however. 
Their four-mile relay team cracked 
the American indoor record for 
that event, Jim Delaney did the 
best job of shot-putting he ever 
has done in his collegiate career 
and Notre Dame copped the dis- 
tance medley relay. 


Only a series of tough breaks 
kept its crack mile-relay team 
from finishing better than fourth. 
Bill Jones, running first leg, fell 
and the anchor man was shoved 
badly on one turn. 


Notre Dame’s brilliant time of 
17:31.1 for the four-mile relay 
clipped 18.7 seconds off the listed 
American indoor mark for that 
distance—and it was a ong-team 
show. The Irish jumped into a 
long lead over Indiana and Purdue 
at the start and never let up. 


Ollie Hunter, brilliant Notre 
Dame distance star, lapped Indi- 
ana almost as soon as he had 
started his anchor leg and he com- 
pleted the job by lapping Purdue 
just before he hit the tape. 


Matching that brilliance was 
Michigan’s unbeaten two-mile re- 
lay team. The Wolverines rushed 
here from Cleveland, ,where last 
night they won a race in 7:49.5 
and tonight they did it almost five 
seconds faster to turn in the best 
dirt track time of the season for 
the distance.

HIDDEN WEALTH 
OPENS THS WEEK 


Assessing of Intangible 
Property to Be Dis- 
cussed by State, County 
Tax Officials. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 27.— 
How to get more of the intangible 
property owned by residents of 
Missouri—such as notes, bonds and 
cash—on the tax books is a prob- 
lem the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion will take up next week in a 
series o* conferences with local 
assessors. Much such property 
now escapes taxation. 

Gov. Forrest C. Donnell, presi- 
dent of the State board, announced 
today that means of discovering 
and assessing intangible property, 
not now returned for taxation by 
the owners, would be discussed in 
each of the sectional conferences. 
Members of the board believe it 
is possible to reach this unreport- 
ed property and subject it to taxa- 
tion, under existing laws, and that 
it would not be necessary to rec- 
ommend new legislation to the 
Legislature, Donnell said. 

There has been controversy for 
years over methods of assessing 
and taxing money, notes and 
bonds, and it frequently has been 
contended that the present laws 
do not provide an equitable means 
of taxing such property. 

Donnell said he would not at- 
tempt to estimate the total amount 
of intangible property now unre- 
ported for taxation in Missouri. 
Private survey agencies have esti- 
mated the total at “hundreds of 
millions of dollars,” he said. 

Under constitutional provisions, 
intangible property such as money, 
notes, mortgages and bonds, must 
be returned for assessment and is 
subject to taxation at the same 
general rate as real estate. In 
many instances the combined state 
and local genera] tax rate is 
greater than the rate of interest 
paid on securities, and owners re- 
porting such property would be re- 
quired to pay more in taxes than 
the income yielded by the invest- 
ments. This has resulted in wide- 
spread evasions through failure to 
report such property. 

For 1942 the total of money, 
notes and bonds reported in Mis- 
souri was $77,576,995; the grand 
total assessed valuation for all 
classes of property, including real 
estate and personal property, was 
$3,978,890,388. Money, notes and 
bonds reported for 1942 taxation in 
St. Louis totaled $22,171,230. 

Conference dates announced by 
the Governor were as follows:

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BRITISH BOMBERS

Small-scale raids were made on |, 


Germany and Holland in daylight 
today. A lone Mosquito bomber 
raced over northwest Germany, 
covering more than 600 miles and 
attacking barges and supply trains 
without encountering any opposi- 
tion. Typhoons of the fighter 
command also attacked barges and 
a train in Holland and set fire 
to a destroyer off the Dutch Coast. 

The first report ot Gérman 
planes over England in more than 
36 hours came, meanwhile, in an 
announcement that an enemy air- 
craft was destroyed off the south 
coast this afternoon. 

The raid last night was the fifty- 
seventh on Duisburg, one of the 
largest railway junctions in the 
Ruhr, which was attacked last on 
Dec. 20. It also was the first night 
raid on Germany since the deluge 
of more than 1000 tons of bombs 
hit Essen March 12, leveling or 
damaging 196,000 square yards of 
shops and buildings among the 
giant Krupp armament works at 
a cost of 23 bombers. 

The last previous night raid by 
the R. A. F. was on St. Nazaire, 


German submarine base on the 
coast of France, when one bomber 
was lost. In recent days, however, 
Whirlwinds and Mosquitos have 
kept up day attacks on enemy tar- 
gets in France and Belgium. 

The Duisburg attack apparently 
was directed at further disrupting 
Hitler’s already crippled trans- 
portation system. The railway cen- 
ter, which also offers such targets 
as a power station, blast furnace, 
coke ovens and airdromes, is con- 
nected with Germany’s North Sea 
ports by canals.

WASHINGTON, March 27. 


HERE was a new crop of American millionaires after the last 
war Will there be another crop after this war? The answer is 


NO, and for two reasons: First, 


the high income and excess profits 


taxes; second, the new contract renegotiation law. 


Fabulous profits were made out 
of the last war. J. P. Morgan 
& Co., who floated loans for the 
Allies and acted as the purchasing 
agent for Great Britain and France 
in the United States, made 30 mil- 
lion dollars in the latter capacity 
alone. There is no remotely com- 
parable opportunity for profits 
open to the international bankers 
of today. 

The du Pont Co. paid a dividend 
of 100 per cent on its common 
stock in 1916; its average earnings 
for the four war years were more 
than 58 million dollars; as com- 
pared with six million dollars for 
the four preceding years. Bethle- 
hem Steel paid a stock dividend 
of 200 per cent in 1917. The United 
States Steel Corporation reported 
earnings for 1916 greater by 70 
million dollars than the combined 
earnings of 1911, 1912 and 1913. 
General Motors averaged $21,700,000 
for the four war years, as com- 
pared with seven million dollars 
for the four previous years. The 
examples of colossal earnings 
could be multiplied. 


Some of them, the Federal Trade 
Commission said, were the fruit of 
“inordinate greed and barefaced 
fraud.” 


Profits Show No Rise. 


What is the case today? 

The latest report on profits from 
the United States Department of 
Commerce is significant. From the 
data now available, the department 
says, it appears that corporate 
profits after taxes were about the 
same in 1942 as in 1941, when the 
total was $7,668,000,000. Profits, 
that is to say, have remained sta- 
tionary despite the enormous in- 
crease in production, 


The renegotiation law is the Gov- 
ernment’s new anti-profiteering 
club behind fhe door—and it is not 
being kept behind the door. Passed 
in April, 1942, the law requires re- 
negotiation provisions to be writ- 
ten in all] war contracts exceeding 
$100,000. That means that when- 
ever the heads of the respe-tive 
agencies covered by the law—War, 
Navy and Treasury departments 
and the Maritime Commission— 
believe that excessive profits are 
being or are likely to be realized, 
they can require the contractor to 
scale down his price or make a 
cash refund. 


The law is being firmly admin- 
istered, and with spectacular re- 
sults. 

The War Department’s adjust- 
ment board has re-examined con- 
tracts in the amount of §$8,600,- 
000,000. About 23 per cent of this 
amount has been given “clearance” 
with no refund or other adjust- 
ment. The balance has been whit- 
tled down, either through price 
changes or cash refunds, by $1,045,- 
000,000, or roughly 12 per cent of 
the total examined. 


Some Concrete Results. 


Here are some of the concrete 
resulta of renegotiation from the 
adjustment board's files: 

Company A under its original 
contract stood to make $1,183,000, 
after taxes, on its 1942 business. 
After renegotiation, it made 
$496,000. , 

Company B would have cleared 
$5,964,000. The amount was cut 
to $1,500,000. 

Company C would have made 
$1,454,000. It was permitted to 
make $839,000. 

Among the cash refunds to the 


Government on 1942 contracts was 
one for $76,000,000. There have been 
refunds of such amounts as $24,- 
300,000; $13,500,000; $12,200,000; $9,- 
150,000; $8,700,000; $6,500,000. 
Adjustments are of two kinds: 
cash refunds, of which the fore- 
going amounts are samples, and 
price changes. When a manufac- 
turer starts making a new and 
unfamiliar item, he is likely to 
have only a rough idea of his 
costs. He protects himself in his 
contract. As he gains experience, 
he finds, in many instances, that 
he can cut his costs below his 
estimates. His profits soar, and 
renegotiation steps in and read- 
justs the price to the Government 
on the basis of the lowered unit 
costs. 


General Motors is relating pride- 
fully that through price reductions 
in 1942, the result of its manu- 
facturing skill, it saved the Gov- 
ernment $169,178,141, or the equiva- 
lent of 450 interceptor planes, 1000 
medium tanks, 200 torpedo boats 
and 2000 37-millimeter anti-aircraft 
cannon. 


Western Cartridge Co. 


The experience of the Western 
Cartridge Co. of East Alton, II1., 
is typical. It received the first 
contract for manufacture of the 
Garand rifle in a commercia) plant. 
As the company got the knack of 
making this type of rifle, it found 
its unit cost dropped materially 
below estimates. Accordingly, it 
offered to return to the Govern- 
ment $1,500,000 which it regarded 
as excess profits made on the 
manufacture of Garand rifles in 
1941. There was no actual refund 
of cash, but the matter was ad- 
justed by lowering the unit price 
of the rifles in subsequent renew- 
als of the original contract, with 
the result that the unit cost to 
the Government, under the cur- 
rent contract, is substantially half 
that of the original contract. 


Comparable to the Army’s sav- 
ing of over a billion dollars on its 
contracts is the Navy’s saving, up 
to Feb. 28, last, ef 785 million dol- 
lars, about a third of this béing 
due to cash refunds and the balance 
to price changes. Both the serv- 
ices expect further large savings 
on 1943 business, the Army esti- 
mating that on its contracts alone 
there will be a reduction, through 
refunds and price changes, ap- 
proximating four billion dollars. 


Saving of 158 Millions. 


Maritime Commission savings 
through renegotiation are esti- 
mated to run 158 million dollars 
for this and the next fiscal year. 

Eighty-five per cent of the re- 
negotiated contracts have been 
handled by the Army, 13 per cent 
by the Navy, 2 per cent by the 
Maritime Commission. These fig- 
ures leave out the Treasury, which 


has been covered by the renegotia-|* 


tion act only since October; the 
Treasury's interest is in contracts 
under lend-lease. 

Incidentally, all cost-plus-fixed- 
fee war contracts are being 
changed over as fast as possible 
to a straight fixed-fee basis. No 
new cost-plus-fixed-fee contracts 
are being made except on new jobs 
where it is impossible to arrive at 
an accurate estimate of costs.

N my opinion, this war is different from 
| any ever fought before. For the first time 

the fate of every race on the globe is in- 
volved. The future of ALL mankind is at 
stake. The question of what “‘we’’—mean- 
ing the 28 Allied Nations—are fighting for is 
thus of supreme import. Its answer charts 
the course of humanity for perhaps long cen- 
turies to come, 

We may help to define it first negatively. 
Not one of us is fighting, as in so many old 
and iocalized wars, for either dynastic or 
national ambition; for mere glory or love of 
war; for additional territory, loot or trade; 
for vengeance, Then what? 

There is no doubt. In the hundred and 
odd pages of quotations from the leaders of 
all those peoples fighting against the Axis 
Powers, there is an extraordinary unanimity 
of opinion, as shown in the pamphlet, ‘‘War 
and Peace Aims.” We are all fighting to 
save our severa! lands from ruthless invasion 
and the kind of tyranny we have seen in 
every conquered |country. The peoples who 
have joined together are determined that 
they shall not become, even temporarily, the 
helots and slaves of a brutal domination. 
More Than That—‘Life, 

Liberty, Pursuit of Happiness.’ 

But there is more than that. We are all 
looking toward the future, not only of our 
own several and differing nations, but the 
future of humanity as a whole. All of the 
freedom-loving peoples demand the rights of 
“life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness.’”’ 
Life is the same for all. The idea of liberty 
is largely the same. The exact method of 
pursuing happiness may differ locally, and 
there is some danger that blueprint-minded 
world planners may try to impose their 
parochial views on all the globe, as is the 
habit of national planners in failing to take 
note of varieties in human natufe. But there 
is no doubt that what all the Allies are 
fighting for is the right and opportunity to 
work out their own destiny in their own 
way, in freedom. 

Moreover, they are united in a still deeper 
common understanding. That is the under- 
standing which has been slowly disclosed 
throughout all the long story of man’s ascent 
from the brute up to modern civilization— 
the fact that he can progress, mentally, 
spiritually and in his standard of living, 
only if his mind and soul are free. In other 
words, there must be freedom of thought, 
speech, religion and action, or there can be 
no advance. Nothing stands still, and when 
advance and growth stop, then retrogression 
and decay follow. In so complex a life as 
that of the modern world, the failure to 
advance would mean crash and chaos, sud- 
den and catastrophic. 

The Axis Powers have clearly shown that 
they are bent not only on conquering and 
looting but on destroying the very souls and 
minds of the conquered peoples. The re- 
ligious and racial mass massacres, the holo- 
causts and banning of books, the destroying 
of universities and schools, the killing off of 
the spiritual and intellectual leaders in every 
country which the conquerors enter to rule, 
have burned the truth into the minds of all 
free peoples. 

What I am saying is no hymn of hate, no 
mere war propaganda. The words of Hitler’s 
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AMES TRUSLOW ADAMS was a business

‘‘Mein Kampf” and of Axis leaders in Ger- 
many and other countries are the evidence. 
Those leaders stand convicted of trying to 
destroy civilization and all the elements of 
possible progress, not from the words of 
their enemies but from those of their own 
tongues and pens. 


What we are fighting for, thus, is no less 
than the chance for the entire human race 
to continue to rise, the chance for every 
child and man and Xetesa of every race the 
world over—yes, even those in the Axis coun- 
tries themselves—to develop in freedom to 
the full extent of their individual capacities 
It is the old American Dream dreamed for 
the world. 


I do not mean by that that we Americans, 
or the citizens of any other of the Allied 
Nations, should try to impress local ways of 
thought or government on any other. Ap- 
proaches to problems, even meanings of 
words—such as democracy—may well vary. 
They are not the same in America, China, 
Mexico, France, England and all the rest, 
but in the world now divided against itself 
there is unmistakable difference in broad 
opinion between the free nations who know 
what freedom, means to both themselves and 
the future df the race, and the tyrannical

Each of the Allied Nations 
For Preserving Its Own Way. 


Each of the Allied Nations is primarily in- 
terested in maintaining its own ways and 
ideals. Let us make no mistake. National- 
ism is not dead nor has it suddenly evapo- 
rated in a haze of mystical good-will. The 
American is ardently devoted to his “Ameri- 
can Way” and his own ideals of what it may 
be in the future. Neither he, nor the Aus- 
tralian nor the Chilean nor the Chinese, will 
‘want to make the world over in the image of 
any one particular people. Nevertheless cer- 
tain vastly important points are emerging 
from the intellectual ferment of this titanic 
struggle, which is gripping us in its venomous 
coils as the serpents crushed the bodies of 
Laocoon and his sons. 

One is that the gulf between the Axis 
Powers and the Allied Nations has yawned 
so wide and so deep that we have come to 
see, as perhaps never before, the real dif- 
ference between liberty and tyranny. We 
have learned the difference not from rhetori- 
cal rodomontade but from murder, lust, 
blood, destruction of centuries of accumu-

That lesson has been so 
seared into our deepest understanding, that 
we have come to realize that whatever local 
differences there may be between us and our 
Allies are nothing as compared with those 
which divide the free nations from the mod- 
ern barbarians of Europe and the Orient 
alike. 


Nationalism Still Strong 
But Nations Must Co-operate. 


A second point, which in part follows from 
the first, is that though nationalism is still 
strong, each nation, as it has been drawn 
into the conflict against its will, and in most 
cases after trying to remain neutral and 
“safe,” has learned that even if its chief 
concern is to live its own life and go its own 
way in a world where freedom and progress 
shall be possible, it cannot do so without co- 
operating with the others. 


Had we free peoples stood together in- 
stead of isolating ourselves, after the last 
war, this new horror might not have come. 
There is no use discussing water which has 
flowed over the dam, but I do think it has 
become apparent.to a large majority of the 
inhabitants of the whole earth today, for the 
first time in history, that if our part of man- 
kind, that part which will NOT be made 
serfs and slaves, are to pursue,Our own ways 
to our own aims, we must somehow work 
together, or this thing will happen again. 


Finally, I think also that we have al] come 
to realize, in Europe, North and South 
America, in Asia, Africa and everywhere, 
that this has been no ordinary war, the 
wreckage and scars of which can be repaired 
and healed in a few years, and the world go 
back to its old ways. It has not been just 
another war. It has been the first world 
revolution, the first universal uprising of 
humanity. 

There is no return to “normalcy” this 
time. Individuals, classes, nations, will all 
have to yield somewhat of their old “sov- 
ereignty’”’ in order to retain a happy and 
satisfying life. Just as nations have learned 
some lessons about nationalism and isola- 
tionism, so have those within each nation.

State Legislatures this vear, 
A check, as of the week which 
has just closed, shows that 16 of 


meet this year have completed their 
business and adjourned, not to re- 
assemble unless called in special 
session. Only one of the ad- 
journed 16, Indiana, has indorsed 
the two-term resolution, which is, 
in reality, a movement to block a 
possible fourth term for President 
Roosevelt. 


This leaves 26 Legislatures now 
in session and two—those of Ala- 
bama and Florida — to convene 
later in the spring. Three of the 
26—Illinois, Iowa and Michigan— 
have approved the resolution. Thus, 
omitting special sessions, there are 
only 25 Legislatures meeting or yet 
to meet this year which might ap- 
prove the two-term limitation. 

If every one of these approved 
the resolution, which seems out- 
side the realm of reason, that 
would make a total of 29 indorse- 
ments in 1943. Even so, the first 
step, that of petitioning Congress, 
would fall short, since Article V of 
the Constitution sets the minimum 
number of States participating in 
such an action at two-thirds, or 32. 


Before the Convention. 


About a half dozen legislatures, 
including those which meet an- 
nually, as does New York's, will 
be in regular session next year. 
Thus a few more indorsements 
could be added in 1944 to the 
number obtained this year. Still 
other indorsements might come in 
special sessions of legislatures now 
adjourned, 

But after all such allowances 
are made, it still appears most 
unlikely that 32 states will have 
applied to Congress before the 
June, 1944, national conventions. 
In any case, it would seem to be 
an utterly safe prediction that the 
petitioning process and the sub- 
sequent ratification procedure, 
which would require favorable ac- 
tion by three-quarters of the states, 
will not be finished by that time. 


But as this writer has previously 
pointed out in the Post-Dispatch 
in discussing the tenure limita 
tion movement, it would not be 
necessary for an amendment to 
be submitted and ratified, or even 
asked for by two-thirds of the 
states, for the agitation to have 
far-reaching political consequences. 


Effect of Agitation. 

If the Legislatures of a dozen 
or 15 of the more populous states 
(and hence states important in 
terms of electoral votes) should 
petition Congress to submit a 
maximum tenure amendment, the 
present agitation could have a de- 
cided bearing on the 1944 Presi- 
dential situation. It might appear 
so strongly to suggest the inad- 
visibility of a fourth-term candi- 
dacy that President Roosevelt's 
political counselors would recom- 
mend against hig running to suc- 
ceed himself. 

A more immediate result could 
very well be the embarrassment 
of the President both as a national 


large share of the electoral votes 


Roosevelt’s domestic leadership 
and his utterances to the world 
on matters of war and peace each 
would be lessened in force if not 
seriously impaired. 


No one can be sure how the reso- 
lution, as it now proceeds, will be 
received by the legislatures still in 
session or soon to convene. But 
political conditions are ripe for 
adoption in a substantial number 
of electorally important states. 

As noted above, there are 25 
State Legislatures which might ap-

For the 14 includes such polit 
cally important States as New 
York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Massa- 
chusetts, New Jersey and Call- 
fornia; which represent a large 
share of the electoral votes. The 
others in the 14 with Republican 
majorities in each chamber are 
Colorado, Conmecticut, Delaware, 
Kansas, Maine, New Hampshire, 
Vermont and Wisconsin.

Against the Drafting of Labor. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ALTER LIPPMANN and William 
Green are arguing the question of 
drafting labor. Mr. Lippmann says that 
Mr. Green doesn’t object to having men 
drafted into the Army and put to work 
loading transports and that that isn’t 
slavery, but that when those same men 
are drafted as laborers to load those sup- 
plies they are made slaves thereby. 

Mr. Lippmann then proceeds to define 
slavery, carefully avoiding the true and 
simple definition that a slave is one who 
is forced to labor for another's benefit 
or profit. His two phony definitions 
are: “Slavery is an institution under 
which some are compelled to work for 
the benefit of others who have the priv- 
ilege of not working. The essence of 
slavery lies in the inequality of rights 
and duties between some men and other 
men.” What sophistry! 

Exploitation in any form or degree im- 
poses a measure of slavery, and any law 
that forces men to work for an employ- 
er who profits by his work is a slave 
law. Only in a co-operative state where 
men are economically equal may men 
submit to labor-draft laws, democratical- 
ly imposed upon themselves for the com- 
mon good, and with special benefits to 
none, only then can men submit to draft 
laws without becoming slaves. 

Messrs. Green and Lippmann, together 
with those $10,000 a year legislators who 
are so anxious to force $5 a day men on 
to their jobs, are proponents of capital- 
ism, which they argue has worked so 
well because it rests squarely on the 
principle of reward for initiative. If this 
be true, why not apply this principle to 
the problem of reducing absenteeism and 
keeping the laborer on the farm? 

Exploitation and profit-making have 
us in chains. When we «hain these 
demons and fully reward the laborer for 
his initiative, free men will need no draft- 
ing but will leap to the opportunity of 
giving themselves completely.

FOR LIFTING THE IMMIGRATION BAR 
AGAINST OUR ORIENTAL ALLIES. 


The Post-Dispatch favors and will support the 
current movement to repeal the various immigra- 
tion acts which forbid entrance into the United 
States of all Orientals. It favors legislation now 
being sponsored by Representatives Kennedy, Magnu- 
son and Judd to permit entrance on a quota basis of 


Orientals from countries now allied with the United - 


Nations, such. as China and India. 

Our immigration laws, in making a distinction 
between the peoples of Europe-and the peoples of 
the Orient, constitute an open affront to our gallant 


| allies, the Chinese, and one which they have bitterly 


resented for many years. To retain this distinction 
in this war is to bring into question the sincerity 
of stated war aims and objectives. 

‘To retain the distinction gives our enemies, the 
Japanese, one of the most powerful arguments 
against Oriental co-operation with us. Jap propa- 
gandists are busy, by radio and by the printed word, 
in telling the Chinese and other Oriental peoples 
that it is proof of our feeling of superiority and 
our desire for racial domination, and that it is of 
a piece with the whole course of “white imperial- 
ism.” The Japs tell the Chinese that although 
they are dying in the United Nations’ cause, they 
are treated as inferior beings by the immigration 
laws of this country. 

If the offensive acts were repealed, it would mean 
that 105 Chinese could be admitted each year, since 
under the 1924 law the annual quota is fixed at 
2 per cent of the population of the nation residing 
here in 1890. Where the 2 per cent amounts to 
less than 100 persons, the law says the quota shall 
be 100. So that, in the case of India and the Philip- 
pines, the quota would be 100. Altogether the num- 
ber of Orientals admitted, if they were put on the 
same basis as other peoples, would be very small, 
probably a smaller number than those which were 
smuggled in before the war. 

Representative Kennedy’s bill, which he intro- 
duced while Mme. Chiang Kai-shek was in Wash- 
ington, applies only to the Chinese, Representative 
Judd, who spent 10 years in the Orient, thinks 


) that the lifting of the bar should not be limited 


to Chinese, but should include all Orientals ex- 
cept the Japs and others who are warring against 
us. “If we make it merely for the Chinese,” says 
Mr. Judd, “they will see that this is an effort to 
bribe them at this time. They will not be taken 
in by it. The important thing is to remove the 
bar against people of a certain race and with skins 
of a certain pigmentation. That will really impress 
the peoples of the Orient.” 

The original reason for the Oriental exclusion 
acts was the mass importation of Chinese coolies 
for work on Western railroads because of their 
willingness to work for wages far below the Ameri- 
can standard. American workers protested against 
this unfair competitive situation, and with excellent 
reason, since they were being victimized by employ- 
ers’ greed. But today CIO unions are advocating the 
repeal of the exclusion acts, and President Murray 
says he will speak against them at the proper time. 
It is quite possible the AFL will take a similar 
stand. : 

If Mme, Chiang Kai-shek’s magnificent and en- 
thusiastic reception by the American people is any 
indication of public opinion, and we believe it is, 
the country would welcome the end of a discrimina- 
tion which is regarded as a slur and an insult 
by our Chinese allies. Rarely has any foreign visitor, 
man or woman, so captivated the hearts and minds 
of the American people as has the wife of the 
Generalissimo. Yet our immigration laws would bar 
her not only from citizenship but from entering our 
country as a resident. Is not this a supreme irony? 

Just as our voluntary relinquishment of extra- 
territorial rights in China warmed the hearts of 
our Chinese allies and offered them an earnest 
of our good faith.and honorable intentions, so, in a 
more fundamental way, would the lifting of the 
exclusion cement the bonds between the Chinese 
and ourselves. 

It is said that what the Chinese want from us 
now are tanks, guns and planes, and certainly they 
shall have them as soon ag we are able to supply 
these engines of war. But there are other things 
in war which make men’s arms strong and one 
of these is the feeling of human brotherhood among 
those who fight in the same cause. 

It is not the mathematician, but the meta- 
physician. who could measure the value to the 
United Nations cause of a forthright declaration 
from the Congress and the President of the United 
States that no longer will our Oriental allies be 
branded by law as inferior beings. 

What better proof of our sincerity could Mme. 
Chiang Kai-shek take back to the Chinese people 
than such a declaration?

OFF FOR THE END OF THE RAINBOW. 

The State Board of Equalization has launched a 
gallant expedition to the end of the rainbow, where 
It confidently expects, according to its announce- 
ment, to find “hundreds of millions” in hidden 
wealth which now escapes taxation. This is in the 
form of personal property, such as savipgs ac- 
counts, stocks, bonds, notes, etc., which are not de- 
clared by their owners in making tax returns. The 
board is going to hold a series of meetings over the 
State, dig out the secreted riches, slap on the proper 
tax levies and presto!—Missouri’s coffers will be 
filled. At least that’s the program. 

The illusion about this rainbow has been explained 
so often that it is amazing to find a responsible State 
board still deceived by it. The illusion is this: Since 
the Constitution requires a uniform tax rate for all 
forms ‘of property, the levy on intangibles is exorbi- 
tant. Thus, a $1000 City of St. Louis bond yields 
$16.50 a year, but under the local tax rate, would 
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be subject to a levy of $27.40 a year, As the Gov- 
ernmental Research Institute said in a bulletin on 
the subject last April: “This tax is so utterly unfair 
that taxpayers have no scruples about resorting to 
successful evasion.” 

Intangible property should bear a tax, of course, 
but the job of collecting it is first of all one of 
amending the Constitution to provide for a reason- 
able rate. The State Board of Equalization should 
call off its trip to the rainbow, and write a memo 
to the coming Constitutional Convention. 
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MR. EDEN SPIKES A RUMOR. 

In his fine address at Annapolis, Anthony Eden 
took occasion to spike an absurd war rumor that 
has been making the rounds recently. It is that, 
once Hitler is beaten and the European phase of 
the war is over, Great Britain will place upon us 
the burden of defeating the Japs in the Orient. 

The rumor-mongers who have been passing this 
one about seized. upon Mr, Churchill’s speech of last 
Sunday to give further color to it because the Prime 
Minister intimated there wotld be a partial de- 
mobilization after Hitler is beaten. What Mr. 
Churchill undoubtedly had in mind was that the na- 
ture of the war in the Pacific is quite different from 
that in Europe, where great land armies oppose 
each other. The Pacific war is largely aerial and 
amphibious, and it may never develop a major land 
theater comparable to the German-Russian strug- 
gle, unless it eventually has to be won in China. 
In that case, Chinese man power, supplies by the 
United Nations, would probably make it unnecessary 
to transport millions of men from the United States 
and England. 

Addressing himself to the rumor that Britain 
may throw the burden of the Far Eastern war on 
the United States, Mr. Eden said that Britain, “no 
less than you and our partner, China, have a score 
to settle with the Japanese; nor: shall we cease 
fighting until that evil growth in the Pacific has 
been cut back. We shall be with you in this to 
the end.” 

A mere look at the map should have been suf- 
ficient to dispel the notion that Britain would leave 
the Far East to us. That would be tantamount to 
saying that Britain would throw overboard her own 
fellow-members of the Commonwealth, Australia and 
New Zealand, that she would forget India, which 
Churchill refers to as the brightest Sewel in the 
Empire's crown, that she would leave it to us alone 
to avenge and reconquer Singapore, Malaya, Burma 
and Hongkong. Britain’s stake in the Far *East 
is immensely greater than our own, and it is incon- 
ceivable that she will not be with us to the death 
in the war against Japan. 

Mr. Eden’s assurance is one that would have been 
unnecessary if the rumor it dispels had been ex- 
posed to simple analysis and the impact of com- 
mon sense. 
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A CHECKUP ON MUSSOLINI’S WORDS. 

When 40 Italian soldiers attempted to surrender 
to American troops in Tunisia, and were promptly 
fired upon by their German comrades, the episode 
furnished a basis for weighing parts of Mussolini's 
latest public address, that of Dec. 2, 1942. 

On that occasion, Mussolini said: “People say 
Italians are not now so enthusiastic for war. No 
people continues to be enthusiastic from morning 
until night. That would be a sign of weakness.” 

Il Duce called the turn on that one, 

He also said: “We shall march side by side with 
the Germans. Our comradeship with Germany be- 
comes every day deeper and more intimate. It is 
becoming our common .way of life, the fusion of all 
interests.” 

Ask Giuseppe, who dodged the Nazi bullets when 
he left the line near Maknassy, what good comrades 
the Germans turned out to be.

N October, 1937, the British Minister of 

War, Leslie Hore-Belisha, addressing the 

House of Commons, announced solemly, 
“Col. Blimp is dead.” 


In February, 1942, the leader of the House 
of Commons, Sir Stafford Cripps announced 
solemnly, “Col. Blimp is dead.” 


Is Col. Blimp dead? Did some sudden 
purification of the political atmosphere 
strike his lungs with a fatal chill? Was 
his passing a sign that our national con- 
duct and leadership no longer merit the 
discouragement of being championed by a 
buffoon? 


His Creator Explains Blimp. 


During the eight years since I first in- 
troduced Col. Blimp to public life, his char- 
acter, habits and parts have been defined, 
denounced and defended by so many pub- 
licists, philosophers and politicians the 
world over that I feel it is my turn. 


Views of what and who Blimp is vary 
considerably. Apparently on the strength 
of his having been born a Colonel in a 
British newspaper, he has become widely 
understood to typify the inefficiency and 
ineptitude of British military authority. 
Damn it! This misapprehension pains me, 
his creator. 


I now rise to make revelations, I con- 
ceived and sustained Col. Blimp as a sym- 
bol of stupidity. Not particularly of mili- 
tary stupidity. (I have always resented 
the implication that the military have an 
exclusive monopoly of stupidity.) Not of 
any one particular national stupidity. 
Blimp is not especial- 
ly a British posses- 
sion. We have Blimps 
in Britain. You have 
them in the United 
States, I met several 
in Soviet Russia. Ger- 
many and Japan are 
veritable heights of 
Oblimpus. 


Consider the out- 
look of a Blimp. I 
will make this sam- 
ple British because I wish and am request- 
ed officially to be polite to our American 
allies. 


The supreme virtue to Blimp is loyalty. 
Democracy, decency, liberty and civiliza- 
tion are all very well, but loyalty comes 
first, duty to one’s side. “Gad, sir, even 
when the Government is going over the 
edge of the Abyss, the nation must march 
solidly behind them.” 


On Fascists and Reds. 


His judgment of passing events in the 
outside world is somewhat cockeyed be- 
cause of confused ideas about what he is 
being loyal to. “Hang it, our policy was 
safety first. That is to say, neutrality and 
down with the dashed Reds. We had no 
quarrel with Hitler or Mussolini. They 
are obviously the sort of people to whom 
if one offered one’s hand, one would take 
dashed good care to get it back again. In 
short, cads. But in common fairness, you've 
got to admit that they cleaned up the 
dashed Reds. And there’s no doubt that 
Hitler did a lot for German youth—phys- 
ical training, open-air life and all that. Pity 
they all have to be killed.”

And now you ask me, fs Col. Blimp dead? 
That, I reply, is too much to hope for. It 
is unlikely that Blimp will ever die while 
the human species survives. But in Brit- 
ish public life, he has become of less im- 
portance as cruel experience has taught 
us the comparative values of warm emotion 
and cold reason. His voice ig heard, but 
only faintly, amid the rising chorus of 
awakening new Britain; it is heard, more- 
over, with a grin. Listen to him today. 


“Hang it sir. We're at war! Yet some 
people are agitating about Aims! ‘What 
are we fighting for?’ They pretend to be 
doing it for the troops, but in my opinion 
it isn’t likely to encourage the troops to 
know that people at home are thinking 
about what they’re fighting for. Gad, sir, 
the troops are fighting for Civilization, not 
for sordid ideals. 


“T am all for the Atlantic Charter, of 
course, except as regards the British Em- 
pire. Gad, sir, what we have we'll hold, 
if we can get it back. Self-determination. is 
all very well. The difficulty is that these 
natives don’t understand Patriotism. Give 
‘em an inch and they want to run their 
own countries. After all, we're fighting 
this war to protect the rights of small peo- 
ples, so there must be no monkeying with 
the liberty of the natives to do as they are 
dashed well told.” 


His Views on Economics. 


Economics is the Colonel's pet inspira- 
tion nowadays. “With a colossal national 
debt, our invisible exports vanished, our 
overseas investments sunk, all our maf- 
kets gone, trading conditions after the war 
are going to be practically impossible. This 
is no time for planning. We must stand 
by the traditions and practices that saw 
us safely up to the slump. No Government 
interference. 


“True, postwar conditions may involve 
some reorganization for efficiency. But the 
best people to handle all that dre the big 
industrialists. It stands to reason that pri- 
vate people know more about what is good 
for the country than the M. P.’s, because 
private people are inspired by the Profit 
Motive., which is the spirit of service.” 


Col. Blimp made a “powerful” speech last 
week—I forget whether it was in the House 
of Commons or the American Congress. 


“It appears certain now,” he said, “that 
victory will be won as soon as we have 
defeated the enemy. But I'll never sheathe 
the sword until freedom is restored and 
all those who disagree with me are locked 
up. Let us put our backs to the wall with 
stiff upper lips, all pull together against col- 
lectivism, and the future will be before us.”

It is an inseparable part of the author's 
approach that he should advance his mean- 
ing while seeming to deny it. This is not 
against it, for Mr. Fleming was not writing 
a tract or a lead editorial, A possible in- 
ference that the old Southern noblesse 
oblige has no effective modern equivalent 
is more questionable. 

Apathy on the part of the public and 
the over-sensitive pocket nerves of the 
“best people” are not peculiarities of Soyuth- 
ern communities. Nor are the remedies to 
be sought in the honorable practices of 
the past. 

But having said that Mr. Fleming’s book 
is not a tract, it is unfair to treat it as 
such, Aa it stands, it is a novel of superior 
quality, both in its structure and its flavor.

It was on this ship that were first 


preceded by raking machine-gun 
battle swept Japanese destroyers, 


transports and freighters free of ack-ack, killing their gunners be- 
fore lethal bombs struck the vessels. This wreck should be historical 
in American aviation, for it was here that were formed self-taught 
lessons which have made American bombers feared equally by day 
or night in the Solomons and Bismarck Sea. 


“Well, are we going?” asked 
Lieut. Jack Taylor of Canton, III. 

Taylor is a tall, thin, tanned 23- 
year-old, of cheerful manner and 
great intellisence. I had first met 
him as he climbed out of his cock- 
pit on the second morning of the 
Battle of Huon Gulf, which has 
been called the Battle of the Bis- 
marck Sea. Taylor was tired then, 
but now he is fully rested. 

Our mission was a part of reca- 
pitulatory bombing exercises that 
day to make a simulated attack on 
the Vattered “schoolroom” freight- 
er with me as rear gunner and ob- 
server. There were no other crew 


members. 

The plane Taylor actually flew 
in the Bismarck Sea is named Ken- 
tucky Red, after its regular boss, 
W. T. Givan of Louisville. The 
plane being under repair, our two- 
motored monster—much the big- 
gest, fastest two-place attack plane 
in the world todav—was the one 
called War Bond Special. 

Ip the Bismarck battle, our 
plane, flown by Lieut. Charles 
Mayo of Greenville, N. C., cleaned 
a big Japanese freighter’s decks 
with 50-caliber slugs, then put two 
bombs in its body, one at dead 
center and the other in the stern. 

Wearing a seatpack parachute 
and yellow lifebelt, I climbed up 
through the aperture under the tail 
and into the rear cockpit, facing 
backwards. The headphones were 
nearby, with the hand microphone. 
Immediately the straps were locked 
and I sat with my head projecting 
Above the fuselage, protected by 
the sliding cowling of the plexiglas 
and with the gun nearby. 

Taylor’s voice sounded raucously 
in the headphones and, removing 
the mechanic’s cap which is my 
customary headgear, I pulled on 
the headphones. 


400 Miles an Hour. 

“One of the reasons I asked to 
get in the A-20’s,” said Taylor, 
“was because I wanted to fly some- 
thing that went well above 400 
miles an hour. Will you be sat- 
isfied if we go well over 400 in a 
dive today?” 

I replied that I had nothing ex- 
cessive in mind and that 400 miles 
of diving speed—which is no mil- 
itary secret because almost any 
speedy plane can attain it vertical- 
ly—would meet cequirements nice 


We romped rapidly down to the 
runway’s end, whirled around and 
started immediately. It seemed at 
first that we took an extra long 
time to reach the grass hut where 
the operations officers were watch- 
ing. But when it was reached, it 
went past like a smudgy brown 
postage stamp with transfixed 
dolls standing in front. They start- 
ed to lift their hands to wave but 
their Motions seemed excessively 
slow and we were gone too soon. 


Flies Through Notch. 


At the runway’s end was a green 
notch in the hills partly blocking 
the takeoff, We left the gray 
metallic strip obliquely and just 
angled through the green notch 
with one wing lifted, All .pilots 
must take off from this field that 
way. It is said that this notch 
matures them quite as quickly as 
low-level strafing missions against 
the Japanese in Salamaua and 
along Mambare river. It is like 
making 100-yard dashmen leap 
from a crouching start through a 
hoop before they get running. 
That is New Guinea topography— 
runways are just places between 
hills. 

Climbing rapidly with a great 
sense of evenness, stability and 
solidity, this large plane — known 
to the British as the Boston — 
quickly reached 6000 feet. The 
wreck, like an old nail, lay on the 
gea’s green floor, far ahead. 

“First, we're only strafing with- 
out bombing,” said Taylor. 

I pressed the mike’s button, 
muttered, “Okay, Jack,” and re- 
leased the button. 


The Sky Tips. 


Then the sky tipped up and we 
started down. We were such a 
distance away that the glide was 
not very oblique and the water 
seemed quite far away, for several 
seconds. There was no vibration 
except that of the motors; it was 
like falling inside a barrel. 
Through the open aperture in the 
floor, through which I had been 
fnstructed to drop if anything hap- 
pened and where I had seen the 
gray strip and then the green hills 
-unroll, I now saw far across the 
sea, toward Port Moresby. Then 
suddenly the waves got toothier 
and white, and we flattened ‘out. 

I knew then that we were head- 
fng in for the attack. It was im- 
possible to look ahead and ‘ascer- 


tain how near the freighter was. 
Suddenly, the whole plane shud- 
dered with the staccato roll of the 
powerful machine guns. Instantly, 
the smell of smoke entered. The 
plane shuddered again, then again. 
Then suddenly, the freighter ap- 
peared, dead astern, falling away 
and with a whole line of what ap- 
peared like little fires along its 
chewed, old decks. I saw for the 
first time that it had only one 
mast and was brown with rust 
and tortured with thousands of 
bullets. 


Flashes Indicate Hits. 


As we climbed again, another 
A-20 could be seen sweeping across 
the water toward the freighter. 
Then suddenly, at a distance from 
the ship that was impossible to 
estimate, bright. orange flashes ap- 
peared all along its deck and dot- 
ted its shattered superstructure. It 
was as though many matches were 
all scratched simultaneously, or as 
though some great hand had 
drawn a single enormous flint the 
whole length of the corpse, causing 
scores of momentary orange 
sparks. 

It was thus that A-20, Beaufight- 
er and B-25 attacks were witnessed 
by Flying Fortresses and B-24s 
above them in the Bismarck Sea 
battle. 

As the A-20 pulled high again 
and the sea became an unmarked 
blue, my earphones squawked 
again and Jack said: “‘Smel] that 
smoke?” 

By this time the constant rush 
of clean air had swept the powder 
smell out again, 

Then he said: 

“This time we'll do a bombing 
attack. This ship has not been 
bombed up yet so I’ll just go down 
to do a strafing job and open the 
bomb bay doors at the moment of 
attack.” 


Plane Stands on a Wing. 


Suddenly the plane stood on a 
wing, peeled off and started down, 
This dive was stiffer and you had 
to keep swallowing faster to keep 
your ears clear of the invisible cot- 
ton which kept blocking them up. 
In general, it was strangely quiet. 
Again we approached the water, 
again flattened out and sped along. 
Everything shook. Smoke came 
in. Everything shook again. Then 
suddenly, there was a tremendous 
rush of air jumping up through 
the big square skylight in the floor. 

The mechanic’s cap leaped loose 
and ran like a squirrel around the 
compartment while I tried to loos- 
en my safety belt in order to 
stamp on it before it escaped 
through the hatch. I was just in 
time to see something brown snap 
underneath, apparently about two 
feet below my nose. Peering down, 
I could see the old cadaverous 
freighter so far gone that the wa- 
ter, visible through the Plimsoll- 
line stitches, made waves above the 
reef supporting the corpse. We 
had been *o close that we were 
certainly below the level of the 
single remaining mast. By the time 
I had climbed again on the seat, 
weighted down with the burden of 
my chute, the freighter was di- 
rectly below and looked like a 
burned-out match fallen on a blue 
floor. 

The microphone ccratched again 
and I donned the phones, tossed 
aside in the scramble. 

“See those ships over there?” 
said Taylor. “Suppose that’s a Jap 
convoy—it’s just about the dis- 
tance we were when we sighted 
the Japs and the same height. Now 
I'll show you the approach Rog and 
I made.” 

Rog is Capt. Roger Dunbar of 
Portland, Me., on whose element 
Taylor flies a wing. 

“Hang “on.” 

The sky disappeared and some- 
thing blue and sealike, with things 
floating on it, appeared overhead. 
Then we started down. 

This Is “It.” 

You could tell immediately that 
this was the business. The hori- 
zon’s rim went away and the 
waves got whiter and faster and 
the coral reef greener. 

This was all-out. You could feel 
soft but very powerful fingers 
pressing in your ears and it was 
impossible to swallow fast enough 
to keep ahead of the pressure. 
Then you felt a strong downward 
push into your seat. It was an 
effort to struggle upward and get 
a look over the rim and finally 
you saw the boat, healthy and un- 
harmed, go by right off the wing

When we reached the ground we 
slipped down, into the notch of 
green hills and raced the length 
of the great strip, hauled up on 
the brakes, and finally reached 
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94.500 Tons of 
Bombs Fell on 
Reich Up to ‘43 
This Compares With 
Only 69,000 Tons 


Dropped on Britain 
in Same Time.

WASHINGTON, March 27. 

HE Royal Air Force has 
T dropped a greater weight of 

bombs on Germany than the 
total dropped to date by the Luft- 
waffe on Britain and _ reports 
reaching Washington from confi- 
dential sources indicgte this is 
having a pronounced effect on 
Germany’s war effort. 

If the total for enemy-occupied 
countries is included, the British 
attack to date far exceeds that of 
the Nazis. Estimates from British 
sources show that the R. A. F. up 
to the end of 1942 dropped a total 
of 94,500 tons of bombs which com- 
pares with an estimated total 
dropped on Britain of 69,000 tons. 

The comparison for 1942, when 
Germany was deeply involved in 
the Russian war, is especially strik- 
ing. The Nazi total dropped on 
Britain last year was estimated at 
3000 tons, the British total at 60,- 
000 tons. 

Telling Effect of Bombings. 

There have been two recent signs 
that the weight of the R. A, F. 
attack was being felt in Germany. 
One was the threat by the Ger- 
man-controlled Paris radio that 
British and American prisoners 
would be shot as hostages if the 
bombing of German cities con- 
tinued. The other was the report, 
unverified as yet, that the Nazis 
had approached the Vatican with 
the hope of obtaining an agree- 
ment against the bombing of “open 
towns.” 

This last was, of course, a right 
that the Nazis reserved for them- 
selves so long as they had complete 
air superiority; in 1940 they 
dropped 42,000 tons of bombs on 
Britain as compared with 13,000 
which the small R. A. F. bomber 
command could let loose on Ger- 
many. 

British Face Bigger Task. 

While the signs multiply ‘that 
the bombings are definitely imped- 
ing the Nazi war effort, observers 
caution against undue optimism. 
They point out that the task of the 
R. A. F. is a much greater one 
than the assignment the Luftwaffe 
took on in September of 1940, the 
number of military targets in Ger- 
many being far greater than the 
number in Britain. 

British sources insist that R. A. 
F. night bombing is not merely 
an indiscriminate dumping of 
bombs just to try and destroy 
civilian morale. Attacks are di- 
rected at strategic targets only, 
according to the British. Some 
raids do, of course, have a psy- 
chological by-product such as the 
recent large-scale attack on Ber- 
lin which was intended to de- 
stroy the heart of the capital 
where all principal government of- 
fices are located and thereby 
cause delays and confusion, 

One incidental result of the 
bombing may be to hasten Ger- 
man inflation which all Germans, 
remembering the last war, dread. 
Bombs destroy cogsumer goods 
and the means of making more 
goods. But they do not destroy 
an equivalent amount of purchas- 
ing power, Therefore after every 
raid there are fewer things to 
buy with more money.

ALLIED PLAN BEGINS UNFOLDING IN AFRICA.

HE United Nations’ program 
Tec: carrying the war to 

Europe in 1943, as charted at 
Casablanca, began to unfold in 
southern Tunisia last week, It 
emerged from the silent, . secret 
phase of preparation and logistics 
to the open field of battle, where 
it could be watched by all the 
world with varying reactions of 
hope, pride, confidence, fear. 

If it did not produce an im- 
mediate triumph to set the bells 
ringing in Allied lands, neither 
did it disclose anything to dis- 
turb the underlying conviction ex- 
pressed by Allied leaders that the 
United Nations are on the high- 
road to ultimate victory. 

The Russians gained at least a 
standoff in their struggle with 
what still ig the major part of 
Hitler’s war machine, not yet di- 
verted from its Eastern objectives 
by the growing threat of Allied in- 
vasion of Europe. 

The Pacific war cofftinued the 
pattern of unremitting American 
and Allied air attacks on Japan’s 
outermost fingerholds. 

An ominous silence was noted in 
the Battle of the Atlantic, on 
which the progress of all the other 
battles depends. The world had 
little chance to learn what goes 
on behind the secrecy screening 
that bitter conflict against U-boats. 
There were hints, however, that 
the expected spring increase in 
the tempo of submarine attacks 
was well advanced. Allied spokes- 
nien were grimly noncommittal in 
the face of extravagant German 
claims. 

Mareth Line—Attack. 

All else in the week’s news was 
secondary to the announcement 
that the British Eighth Army, in 
co-ordination with the Americans 
under Lieut. Gen. George 8S. Pat- 
ton Jr., at last had opened its at- 
tack against Marshal Erwin Rom- 
mel’s forces in the Mareth Line. 

The Americans, at least three 
divisions strong, already were driv- 
ing eastward toward the Gulf of 
Gabes when the Eighth Army 
struck and the advance was con- 
tinued satisfactorily, Maknassy 
was taken by a column that con- 
tinued to within artillery range of 
Mezzouna, in the coastal plain. A 
second American column, farther 
south, pushed east from El Guetar, 
Both were consolidating their po- 
sitions at the week's end, having 
beaten off heavy counterattacks, 
They were on the last crests be- 
fore reaching the coasta] plain 
through which runs the road link- 
ing Rommel with Col. Gen. Jurgen 
von Arnim in the north. 

Yesterday an extension north- 
ward of the American attacks was 
reported, an advance toward Kali- 
rouan, further imperilling Rom- 
mel’s communications, 

The Eighth Army’s first assault, 


moon, dented the Mareth Line to 
a depth of about a mile, establish- 
ing a bridgehead across a difficult 
defile. But in midweek Rommel 
concentrated his best units for a 
mighty counterblow that com- 
pelled the British to abandon this 
gain, 


Temporary Setback. 

Bernard L. Montgomery's vet- 
erans had to give ground for the 
first time since they turned on 
Rommel in those dark days of last 
summer when, Egypt and Suez 
seemed doomed. But there was 
confidence that this setback was 
only temporary. The final com- 
munique of the week recorded 
“satisfactory results” for the 
Eighth Army and declared that 
operations were going according 
to plan. 

A factor in the Tunisian battle 
was the heavy Allied concentra- 
tion of air power, greater than any 
before in Africa. American and 
British squadrons hammered the 
enemy from his front, all along his 
supply lines back to the ports and 
to the sea lanes beyond. Boxed 
in a narrow area between Mont- 
gomery, Patton and the sea, the 
Axis forces were taking heavy

Reds Hold on Donets. 

The cardinal fact about the Rus- 
sian campaign was that the Red 
Army stood firm along the line 
of the Donets River in the Uk- 
raine, _The Germans, who had 
boasted nearly a month ago that 
they had reached the river on a 
broad front, still were balked there. 
Despite continuing Nazi pressure, 
the Red Army was able to strike 
back in small local actions. In- 
dications were that the German 
counteroffensive had just about 
run its course. 

Toward Smolensk the Russians 
continued their advance, but at a 
slower pace. Thawing streams 
and mud came to this sector west 
of Moscow as they had come in 
the Ukraine a month before, to 
drag at the heels of the Russian 
war machine, German resistance, 
set in lines apparently long estab- 
lished for Smolensk’s defense, was 
stiffer. 

Spring quagmires also handi- 
capped Red Army offensives be- 
low Leningrad and in the West 
Caucasus, where the push to rub 
out the smal] Axis bridgehead on 
the Sea of Azov coast was re- 
sumed. 


War in Pacific. 


A feature of the war in the 
Pacific was the intensification of 
the air bombardment of the Jap- 
anese on Kiska in the Aleutians, 
perhaps indieating that the Ameri- 
can command had something in 
mind for the North Pacific as well 
as the south with the coming of 
spring. The average of a raid a 
day during March was maintained. 

In an extension of the range of 
Allied air attacks in the South Pa- 
cific, the Japanese base on Nauru 
Island, just below the equator, 
was bombed by American heavy 
bombers which made a 1350-mile 
roundtrip flight from Guadalcanal. 
The attack pointed up the possi- 
bility that that stronghold in the 
lower Solomons might be the start- 
ing point for spreading operations 
against Japan’s whole formidable 
chain of baseg across the equa- 
torial Pacific. 

There was no letup in the ham- 
mering of Japanese positions in 
the island fringe above Australia. 
Rabaul was given special attention 
and late in the week Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur’s flyers turned to We- 
wak, on New Guinea’s northern 
coast, where the Japanese have 
been building new military installa- 
tions.

“Finnish troops continue to oc- 
cupy Soviet territory,’ it contin- 
ues. “They are actively partici- 
pating in Hitler’s war against the 
Soviet people. The occupied dis 
tricts of Karelia are officially re- 
garded as Finnish territory. The 
Finnish press is continuing its 
campaign of lies and slander 
against the Soviet Union. Add to 
this the statement made by Risto 
Ryti upon his re-election to the 
presidency (of Finland) that ‘the 
war will go on and will demand 
all our attention,’ and the war pol- 
icy of the Finnish ruling clique 
remains as clear as ever.”

Real Struggle After War. 

The air secretary evidently has 
in mind the development of British 
postwar civil aviation and knows 
that there must be many long ne- 
gotiations between the United Na- 
tions on the international aspects 
of this problem.

SLAVE LABOR FOR 
WAR MACHINE OF 
~NAQS, OWI SAYS 


New Decrees Reportedly 
Aimed at Barring Able- 
Bodied Men From Help- 
ing Any Allied Inva- 
sion Force. 


WASHINGTON, March 27 (AP). 
--The Nazis’ search of Europe for 
labor for the German war machine 
was characterized by the Office of 
War Information today as “one 
of the biggest manhunts in his- 
tory” which to date has put five 
million foreign civilians and pris- 
oners to work for the Axis. 

A study of what OWI called the 
“vast slave labor society” is based 
on information reaching OWI and 
other Government departments. 

A new series of labor conscrip- 
tion decrees in occupied and satel- 
lite countries this year marked, 
OWI said, “an apparent effort by 
the Nazis to drain the occupied 
countries of all able-bodied men 
to prevent them from joining the 
Allies once Europe is invaded.” 

That Germany’s quest for farm 
and factory toilers is far from 
over was indicated by the esti- 
mate that Germany’s working pop- 
ulation has dwindled by more than 
eight million since mid-1939, a loss 
not nearly offset by the five mil- 
lion imported prisoners, labor con- 
scripts and volunteers. 

Tricked and Exploited. 

Foreign workers are underpaid, 
overworked, tricked and exploit- 
ed, OWI charged, observing that: 

“It is a primitive, brute-force 
society in which the bayonet and 
concentration camp have replaced 
the free labor market; in which 
men, women and children are 
shifted about forcibly from one 
end of Europe to the other, and 
in which millions of captive peo- 
ples are exploited by a ‘master 
Tace’ under an economic ‘blood 
hierachy’ based on Nagi racial 
myths.” 

The captives under the “new 
order” work 72 hours a week or 
more, OWI said. 

The lower in the Nazi racial 
scale, the worse the treatment and 
the wages. Workers from coun- 
tries having Axis ties or labor 
agreements, including Italy, Spain, 
Hungary, Bulgaria and Rumania, 
come next; then the scale runs 
down through “Nordics,” or Hol- 
Janders, Danes and Swedes; the 
French and Belgian “Western Eu- 
ropeans”; and the “Ostland” work- 
ers—Estonians, Latvians, Liths— 
and Czechs, Serbs and Croats. At 
the bottom are Russians and Poles. 
Poles must wear a diamond-shaped 
badge over the heart bearing the 
letter “P.” 

Heavy Penalties, 

Heavy penalties enforce the new 
forced-labor decrees of the puppet 
governments and occupation au- 
thorities. Arthur Seyss-Inquart, 
the Reich commissioner of the 
Netherlands, recently announced 
that attempts to evade conscrip- 
tion would be regarded as “sabo- 
tage,” punishable by death. 

Although Germany has encour- 
aged the entry of “volunteers” 
from neutral countries, since they 
are likely to be the most reliable 
and efficient workers, an exten- 
sive propaganda campaign has 
produced an “almost negligible” 
number of volunteers, 

The recruitment schemes range 
from cajolery to mass arrest, as 
practiced in Poland. OWI cited an 
instance in Warsaw, in which 
storm troopers drew a cordon 
around a public square, corraling 
1000 workers to be shipped to Ger- 
many. 

OWI said that “Italian industry, 
in particular, has been hard hit 
by the loss of a large number of 
skilled workers sent to Germany.” 
There have been reports that 
Italian industrialists have com- 
plained of inability to fulfill war 
contracts because of a skilled-labor 
shortage. 

_Living Conditions Bad. 

Foreign workers are herded to- 
gether in camps, barracks and 
unused factories. The food was 
described as bad, the heating 
meager. The cost of upkeep is de- 
ducted from wages. — 

In theory the foreigner is paid 
the same as the German, but OWI 
said he actually is “cheated out of 
a large part of his wage through 
special taxation, deductions and 
other forms of trickery, and the 
lack of economic privileges en- 
abling him to spend his pay.” 

The “socially inferior” Russians 
and Polgs are subjected to an ad- 
ditional heavy tax, called “social 
equalization tribute.” This is, in 
other words, a penalty designed 
to bring their wages down °* to 
match their station in the Nazi 
“blood hierarchy.” 

Dr. Robert Ley, described as a 
man who combines “a passion for 
ruthless efficiency with an un- 
quenchable thirst for hard .iquor,” 
preserves order among the for- 
eigners with the help of the 
Gestapo, storm troopers, and Ger- 
man foremen and workers belong- 
ing to the Labor Front cell.

War Department’s purchases di- 
vision, under which contract re- 
negotiation is handled. Men who 
have dealt with him call him a 
“tough cookie.” Immediately in 
charge of renegotiation, as head of 
the department’s price adjustment 
board, is a civilian, Maurice 
Karker, formerly president of the 
Jewel Tea Co. On Karker’s staff 
are 25 officers, all drawn from ci- 
vilian life. 
On Constant Watch. 


The members of this adjustment 
board—and equally their confreres 
in the Navy and the other inter- 
ested departments — are on con- 
stant watch for signs of- excessive 
profits on war contracts. They are 
business men themselves, and they 
know the ropes. Say they have 
reason to believe that a manufac- 
turer of gun mounts is getting 
more than reasonable profit. They 
ask him for a breakdown of his 
contract—how much of his work 
is for the Navy, how much is for 
the Army. If the Army proportion 
is the larger, the Army takes over 
and tells him to put his cards on 
the table. This may be done at the 
home office of the company, or 
Col. Browning may telephone the 
president and other officers and 
ask them to cal] on him at a given 
hour on a given day at his office 
on the fifth floor of the Pentagon 
Building for a check-up of their 
profits. 


They may protest, they may even 
write angry letters to their Con- 
gressman, but they show up, and 
if Browning thinks they are mak- 
ing an excessive profit, the con- 
tract is rewritten. 


Two or three arguments are 
used by the adjustment boards in 
talking to a contractor whose prof- 
its appear excessive. One is the 
argument of his self-interest. It 
is suggested to him that he may 
want other contracts in the future. 
Again, he is made to understand 
that nothing could be better calcu- 
lated to wreck the whole private 
enterprise system than a belief on 
the part of the public that a few 
favored individuals were getting 
rich out of the war. There is 
finally, the appeal to patriotism. 


97 Pct. “Reasonable.” 


In 97 per cent of the cases dealt 
with, say members of the adjust- 
ment boards, the contractors have 
proved “reasonable.” And _ the 
trouble-makers have been or will 
be brought around in the end, for 
the contract adjustment law has 
plenty of teeth. If any profiteers 
escape the ministrations of the 
boards, it will be because of the 
successful concealment of fraud. 


Karker made it clear at the out- 
set that he would be guided by the 
that he would be guided by the 
determination of Congress, with 
which he was in complete sympa- 
thy, “that no one shall be allowed 
to make an excessive or exorbitant 
profit out of this war.” 


Karker’s opposite number on the 
Navy’s adjustment board is K. H. 
Rockey, a New York business 
man. For the Navy, the top man 
in charge of renegotiation, doing 
the work that Col. Browning does 
for the Army, is Frank Folsom, 
who, like Browning, came from 
Montgomery Ward.

The annual reports of corpora- 
tions for 1942, now coming out, 
show the effect of the new tax 
rates. Under the revenue act of 
1942, corporations pay a combined 
normal and surtax rate of 40 per 
cent; this compares with 6 per 
cent for 1917 and 12 per cent for 
1918. In the last war, the excess 
profits tax was graduated up to 
60 per cent for 1917 and 80 per 
cent for 1918, as compared with 
the flat 90 per cent imposed by 
the act of 1942. Against the 90 
per cent there is a 10 per cent post- 
war rebate, making the net excess 
profits tux 81 per cent. 

No More in '’42 Than {In ’41. 


Corporations. generally, despite 
a tremendous expansion of pro- 
duction, made no more in 1942 than 
in 1941. They may have made less. 
Seven hundred and ten leading cor- 
porations, with aggregate capital 
and surplus of $12,585,000,000 at the 
beginning of 1942, had a combined 


net income in 1942 of $1,210,000,000 


after taxes, as compared with §$1,- 
397,000,000 in 1941. There was thus 
a decrease in their earnings, after 
taxes, of 13.4 per cent from 1941 
to 1942. Taxes took 48.5 per cent 
of net income in 1941, 66.4 per cent 
in 1942. (Excess profits taxes are 
figured here with the postwar 
credits deducted). 

Taxes were one great factor in 
holding down net income; another 
was increased labor costs. Manu- 
facturing industries as a whole 
reached new heights last year both 
in employment and payrolls, the 
respective increases over 1941 being 
13 per cent and 42 per cent. 


Redistribution of Income. 


Redistribution of the national in- 
come is being accomplished at what 


the Department of Commerce calls, 


Taxes Cancel the Profits 


conservatively, a “striking” rate. 
A huge-increase in the national in- 
come between 1941 and 1942 
brought it to $119,300,000,000. The 
largest percentage increase went 
to farm owners, whose gain was 
55.5 per cent over their net in- 
come of 1941 and more than 100 
per cent over that of 1939. Salary 
and wage payments, including the 
pay of the armed forces, increased 
382 per cént over 1941 and 80 per 
cent over 1939. The increase in 
payments by private enterprises 
alone was 27 per cent between 1941 
and 1942. At the same time, the 
department says, total corporate 
profits after taxes remained about 
the same. 

There are doubtless wage in- 
equities that remain to be cured, 
as there always are; there are 
doubtless industries here and there 
that made more money after taxes 
in 1942 than in 1941; there are 
doubtless instances where corpo- 
rate accounting practices have been 
used to reduce profit showings; 
but the over-all picture can leave 
no doubt that this is neither a 
bankers’ war nor an _ industrial 
profiteers’ war. No semblance of 
justification exists ‘or such charges 
as that by John L. Lewis, in seek- 
ing a wage increase for his coal 
miners, that the Government is 
permitting “cost-plus millionaires 
to continue to loot the _ public 
purse.” 

A Few Examples. 


A few examples will show the 
trend: 

Though the sales of the Douglas 
Aircraft Co. rose in 1942 to $501,- 
781,985, from $180,940,110 in 1941, 
its net earnings were down 39.7 
per cent. Net profit for 1942, after 
taxes and a $3,500,000 deduction for 
contingencies, was equal to $18.32 
a share, as compared with $30.29 
the previous year. 

Earnings of the Monsanto Chem- 
ical Co. per share were $3.75 in 
1942 as compared with $4.90 in 
1941. Out of a net income of $16,- 
588,738 Monsanto paid income taxes 
of $11,001,000; these taxes were the 
equivalent of $8.75 a common share 
as compared with $7.71 in 1941. 

The report of the United States 
Steel Corporation, issued Thurs- 
day, shows that it received $1,865,- 
951,692 from the sale of its prod- 
ucts and services in 1942. Of this 
sum, employment costs were $782,- 
661,701, or 25 per cent higher than 
the previous year, and taxes were 
$203,755,157, or 21 per cent higher. 
Dividends to stockholders remained 
the same.

The railroads, with mounting 
profits, are in a special category. 
Their operating revenues (revenues 
before payment of fixed charges) 
rose from $683,000,000 in 1940 to 
$1,481,000,000 in 1942—an all-time 
high record. But only a third of 
the 136 Class I roads paid dividends 
on preferred or common stock in 
1941, and the number of dividend 
payers in 1942 was still less than 
half. 

In preparation for the lean days 
after the war, the railroads are using 
their present profits, in large 
measure, to buy up their bonds 
and provide funds for new equip- 
ment. About one-fourth of the 
Class I roads, representing 27 per 
cent of all railroad mileage, are 
stil] in receivership or trusteeship. 

To repeat: There won't be a new 
crop of millionaires after this war. 
The country has gone a long, long 
way toward taking the profit out 
of war—a goal which, as the Pres- 
ident has pointed out, is in accord 
with the “solemn pledges” of both 
the Republican party and the 
Democratic party in their plat- 
forms. The conclusion with re- 
spect to profits applies to industry 
generally, and not alone to that 
part of it which is doing war work. 

Taxes Doing the Job. 

Primarily, the job is being done 
through taxes. The corporation 
rates tell their own story. And 
apart from the corporation taxes,

HUGE U. §. DEPOT 
IN INDIA HANDLES 
TONS OF SUPPLIES 


Many Buildings, Airport 
Constructed in Few 


Months—Part of Ma- 
terial Going to China.

AMERICAN SUPPLY DEPOT 
IN INDIA, March 27 (AP).—Tons 
of vital war material are flowing 
into Eastern India and China 
daily from this big American sup- 
ply maintenance depot which less 
than a year ago was only 4 gleam 
in Uncle Sam’s eye. 

It will be some time before quan- 
tities of supplies large enough for 
an all-out offensive against the 
Japanese flow forward, but that 
time is coming. The stream of war 


essentials including planes, trucks, 
motor parts, ammunition and food- 
stuffs is becoming wider, deeper 
and swifter. A few months ago it 
was only a trickle. 


‘Getting Into the Groove.’ 


Col. John L. M. Des Islets of 
Berkeley, Cal., commanding offi- 
cer of the depot, said in an inter- 
view: 

“We are getting into the groove 
after months of tedious prepara- 
tions and hard work. Our engine 
maintenance production is already 
six times what it was scheduled to 
be by now—and four times what I 
thought it would be.” 

When Des Islets first came here 
in June, 1942, he could see noth- 
ing but cows, grass, sand and na- 
tives. Now there are many hun- 
dreds of buildings (including bar- 
racks and smaller structures) and 
a fine airport with runways long 
enough to accommodate the larg- 
est planes. Thousands of skilled 
workers are on the job day and 
night. Already one of the largest 
depots outside the United States, 
its facilities are being expanded 
constantly. : 

Caste System Abolished. 


The Americans started the de- 
pot from scratch. The caste sys- 
tem was abolished. If an Indian 
did better work than others higher 
on the caste ladder, he was put in 
charge of the construction crew. 

Construction was begun during 
the monsoons. Capt. Francis R. 
Fee of Tulsa, Ox., quartermaster, 
said he traveled from one place to 
another by raft and frequently 
found water a foot deep under his 
bed. 

Thirteen native villages had to 
be removed. The Indians balked 
at cutting down sacred trees, but 
when told they would be helping 
to win the war tHey closed their 
eyes and swung their axes. 

The men in the maintenance 
shops overhaul about one-sixth of 
all the planes in the China-Burma- 
India theater. If they don’t have 
certain parts in stock, they turn 
out substitutes on machines.

This does not mean, to me, either 
“red revolution” or a complete loss 
of all the old landmarks and foot- 
paths. It means rather a reasoned 
and concerted effort to retain the 
best of the progress man had al- 
ready made, and to map new roads 
toward a still better future, hold- 
ing fast to the things which were 
good, 

What I have said would seem to 
call for two footnotes. One is that 
we cannot win the things we are 
aiming at unless we win the war. 
Obviously that is the first essen- 
tial. 


The Problem of How. 


HOW to win it is clearly the 
task of the leaders, military and 
other, who have to plan its grand 
strategy. We men and women in 
the street, or even in the study, in 
London, New York, Chungking or 
elsewhere, cannot have a worth- 
while opinion to offer. Most of 
the facts about operations, and 
often even the results for months 
after, must remain unknown to us. 
There is nothing much more futile, 
or even dangerous, than an ama- 
teur strategist trying to tell what 
ought to be done, without train- 
ing and with wholly inadequate 
facts at his command. In that 
respect about all we can do, and 
what we have the right and duty 
to do, is to paint to shortcom- 
ings on the home front on the one 
hand, and, on the other, contribute 
our utmost to united effort. If all 
of us, in all the Allied Nations, do 
those two things, honestly and 
modestly, I believe there is no 
doubt as to the outcome. 


There is, however, another task 
for the ordinary citizen. What we 
are fighting for is, as I have tried 
to show, of infinite worth not only 
to ourselves but*to the future of 
every one of our nations, The war 
aims are probably today: clearer to 
people everywhere than they have 
ever been in any other struggle. 
Even in.our Civil War, the aims 
were confused for a couple of years 
or more to many in the North. 
Were they fighting to free the 
slave, to maintain the Union, or 
what? The private letters of the 
time show that, but there is no 
doubt about what we are trying 
for in THIS fight. ° It MUST be 
won, or we all go down to slavery, 
depravity and barbarism together. 


What “Winning Peace” Means. 


We have not only to win the war. 
We must somehow, in the common 
phrase, also win the peace. What 
do most of us, “from China to 
Peru,” mean by that? I think we 
mean, first, that we must free our- 
selves from the danger of being 
made the slaves of the gangs who 
are now ruling the Axis Powers 
with the avowed purpose of enslav- 
ing the “inferior races,” among 
whom they number all those of the 
Allied Nations, including France. 
Second, most people think of some 
means of preventing this thing 
from happening again in a genera- 
tion or a century on a vaster scale 
even if we do win this time. Last- 
ly, people are fearful of what the 
conditions may be after winning. 

Most of us do not believe in 
grandiose gchemes for abolishing 
all poverty, disease, accidents of 
life of one sort or another over- 
night, but we do want to lay the 
foundations for a better order of 
society in which the individual 
will be free to work out his own 
life to the limit of his ability, and 
in which artificial barriers to his 
rise, or the results of purely un- 
avoidable disaster, may be mini- 
mized. We want the chance to be 
our complete selves, whether Amer- 
icans, Chinese, British, Jews or 
Gentiles, or what-not. We want a 
world, not in which all property 
existing at a given moment shall 
be distributed for one sudden joy-

er of general social breakdown, 
but a world in which everyone 
shall have a better chance than in 
the former world, much as Amer- 
ica gave the poor of Europe a bet- 
ter chance than they had had in 
their old homelands, 


Great Deal of Thought Q: quired, 


Now all this—the ordering of tne 
world for a while, the organizing 
for peace and prevention of ftu- 
ture war at least for a long time, 
a certain amount of socia] reor- 
ganizing — calls for a great deal 
of thought. It is probably the 
biggest mental job the world has 
ever been called on to rerform. 
It is said that the middle of a 
was, which no one aas yet won, 
is no time to think about such 
things. I do not agree. Obvious- 
ly we do not know who will win. 
If WE do not do s0, we need do 
no thinking. The Axis will do it 
all for us. But we hope to win, 
and it is time we did some think- 
ing for ourselves, even though we 
cannot tel] what political, economic 
and social conditions everywhere 
may be when it is all over, for 
much will depend on iow long it 
lasts. 


Most of us are incapable of 
planning a world organization, or 
even a national reorgaiization, but 
that is no reason why ideas to 
meet various situations «hould not 
be made and discussed. No blue- 
prints can be drawn iu detail, but 
more is needed than those. We 
shall need a certain spirit and at- 
titude. We shall have, in each 
nation, to consider what for us in 
each are fundamental ‘alues in 
life, and what, as shown hy our 
past, have made us what we are. 
There will be no unlimited tims 
after cessation of hostilities (which 
might be sudden) to start to think 
about it all. 

Against Hoover’s Sug estion. 

My own, experience at the last 
Peace Conference, Paris 1918-19, 
taught me that. I simply cannot 
see Hoover’s suggestion of a 
“breathing spell” of sev2ral years 
to reorganize the worid. In Paris 
it was not a matter of years but of 
months, ag famine, disease, misery, 
revolution, spread by the minute 
over whole countries, and rifles 
had even to be brought into the 
hotels where the various peace 
commissions were housed tn Paris 
itself. One of the great problems 
will be the taking back into civil 
life of the millions of men in the 
armed forces. How will business 
men provide employment if they 
are left for years nanging in the 
air while specialists and planners 
discuss what sort of world they 
will have to do business'iu? Many

Realty Transfers 
Continue to Drop 


For the second time since 1928, 
when the Research Bureau of the 
St. Louis Chamber of Commerce 
began publishing its monthly re- 
port of business activities in the 
St. Louis industrial district, no 
new industries were reported in 
a month. 

Wartime restrictions on non- 
essential building and censorship 
of news of war plant construction 
and expansion limit the scope ot 
the report, 

Nine expansions of established 
enterprises are shown in the re- 
port, 

Last month, realty transftrs to- 
taling 1777 were 25.36 per cent 
fewer than the 2381 total in Febru- 
ary, 1942. The number of building 
permits dropped from 306 to 154 
for a loss of 49.67 per cent. 

The valuation of building per- 
mits in February, however, was 
$768,193, a gain of a little less 
than 1 per cent over’ the $761,786 
total in the same month of last 
year. F. W. Dodge Corporation 
construction contracts reports 
show a decrease of 50.24 per cent 
in value from $4,787,000 to $2,383,- 
000 


An increase of 30.94 per cent in/|* 
street car and bus revenue is shown 
with a February, 1943, total of $1,- 
847,427, compared with $110,410,- 
855 in the corresponding month of 
last year.

Since 
the bureau opened a year ago at OCD headquarters in the Civil 
Courts Building, not one question has gone unanswered. 


While these Information Aides 
have become walking encyclo- 
pedias on matters pertaining to 
Civilian Defense, it is not their 
task to originate information, but 
to give out information of pub- 
lic interest which emanates from 
an authorized source. To make 
this possible, 
chiefs and heads of various com- 
mittees keep the bureau supplied 
with copies of up-to-the-minute 
reports of all organizational ac- 
tivities and training programs so 
that facts and figures may be 
quickly absorbed and intelligent- 
ly relayed. 


Qualifications for Aides. 


N choosing the staff of In- 
] formation Aides many quali- 

fications are kept in mind. A 
volunteer for this service must 
have the ability to meet and 
deal courteously with the public. 
She must have a pleasing per- 
sonality and voice, plus patience, 
tact, sympathy, intelligence, ini- 
tiative and imagination. 

In addition to all these person- 
ality traits this volunteer must 
have a background of commun- 
ity service and some previous 
training in personnel work. She 
must also have special training 
for the job. In the control room 

an Information

Birds Sent From Planes to Summon Help 
When Submarine Is Sighted—Serve With 
Other Air Branches Also. 


By HAMILTON FARON 


WASHINGTON, March 27 (AP). 
—Pigeons are. helping to fight 
Axis submarines off the coasts of 
North and South America. The 
birds, which can fly hundreds of 
miles a day, also are saving lives 
and winning decorations. 

Despite the mechanization of 
modern war—in fact, because of it 
—pigeons are again prominent in 
the picture. Radio for a_ time 
threatened to push them aside. 
Walkie-talkies took their place for 
short-distance communications. 
Short-wave radio handled messages 
over longer distances more gpeed- 
ily. 

But there were hitches. Radios 
could go out of order and repairs 
couldn’t be made on the _§ spot. 
More important, the enemy always 
could pick up radio signals, May- 
be he couldn’t read the codes, but 
he could tell a message was being 
sent. . 

Pigeons Aboard Planes. 

Silence is all-important in anti- 
submarine work. A plane flying 
high over the seas can spot a 
submarine well beneath the sur- 
face. But the pilot isn’t always 
ready to dump bombs. Sometfmes 
he has to call for'help or has al- 
ready used his bombs. When he 
radioed the submarine’s location 
to his base, the submarine heard 
his signals and headed away— 
fast. 

Now, when a submarine is sight- 
ed, the pilot doesn’t have to open 
his radio key. Instead he opens 
a hatch and releases a pigeon. The 
bird heads for home at more than 
40 miles an hour—some with favor- 
able winds have done close to 100 
—and deliver the information on 
the latitude and longitude of the 
submarine. Other planes arrive 
without radio silence being brok- 
en. They'll get the submarine. 

Just how many times pigeons 
have played a part in sinking sub- 


marines can’t be disclosed. Air 
force men merely smile and say, 
“They're doing their work.” 
Under the recently established 
program to use pigeons in the air 
forces, pigeons also are working 
in the ferry command, the trans- 
port command, with aerial troop 
transports, with paratroopers and 
in the big bombers that are smash- 
ing at Axis industry and shipping. 
Perhaps they'll soon fly with the 


SUBSTITUTES FOR MEAT 
DESCRIBED TO PHYSICIANS 


Beans, peas and lentils eaten in

A message 
attached to the leg of a pigeon 
would bear the latitude and longi- 
tude of the disabled plane and 
help can speedily be dispatched.

There’s no secret about the man- 
ner of release, he says. The birds 
will get along all right so long 
as they are put out of a plane 
nose forward and downwagd, They 
drop like a bullet for a time, then 
begin soaring and head for home. 

There’s one big secret—the two- 
way birds of the Air Corps. Capt. 
MacClure has developed a method 
of training birds to fly, for ex- 
ample, from headquarters behind 
the lines to paratroopers in enemy 
territory, deliver a message, pick 
up.a reply and return. 

“Nobody. else has that, and how 
it is done is very much of a mili- 
tary secret,” he said.

Soldier, War Correspondent, Orator, Painter, Singer, Churchman, 
Wit, Epicure and Aristocrat, He Is Still Winnie to the British 


This is the first of a series of eight articles on Winston 
Churchill, a man who, whatever future judges may have to say 
about his shortcomings and mistakes, has clearly earned a lasting 
place in history. It is, in no sense, an attempt to assay his political 
career, but rather is intended to portray, as the title implies, the 
personality of “This Man Churchill.”—Editor’s note.

erished youngef son of the seventh Duke of Marlborough, 

strolled down a London street with a sturdy, red-headed lad 
at his side. To a passing acquaintance he said, with a wave 
of his hand: 


“This is my son. He’s a troublesome boy. He is at the 
bottom of his form at Harrow. He has failed in Latin and Greek. 
He’s really not much yet,” and here the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer smiled at the silent youngster, “but he’s a good ’un.” 


It was many years before Lord Randy's off-hand judgment of 
his 12-year-old hopeful was concurred in by more than a handful 
of people, mostly relatives. Winston Churchill was a troublesome 
boy. He was a troublesome young man. Tradition loving Britishers 
looked at him with a doubtful eye. They weren’t so sure he was a 
good ‘un. Through all his evolution from soldier, adventurer, 
writer, lecturer, politician and strategist into the dominating figure 
on the troubled stage of the world, he was a troublesome man. 


“You have done well,” a crusty old general once told him, “and 
you owe it all to the fact that you are Lord Randy’s son.” 

“Sir,” said the brash Winston, “the time is coming when Lord 
Randolph Churchill will be chiefly remembered as Winston 
Churchill's father.” 

That time is at hand. 


Author of two dozen books, veteran of five wars, President 
of the Board of Trade, First Lord of the Admiralty, Minister of 
Munitions, Secretary for War, Secretary for the Colonies, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, Prime Minister, bricklayer, landscape 
painter and bon vivant, Winston Leonard Spencer Churchill, in his 
sixty-eighth year, is the living symbol of his embattled country, 
@ modern, improved but deeply traditional John Bull. 


He is stooped. His figure bulges. His red hair is thin and 
faded, but in the square, uncompromising cut of his bulldog face, 
with jutting cigar, and in the bright blue eyes one reads all the 
solid virtues of the British people and the hope, the sure hope, of a 
broadened future for miflions of men. And when hé speaks, the 
years have enriched his voice, he speaks for the democratic way of 
life for all peoples of all creeds who are engaged in a war to

It is next to impossible to isolate the ingredients in this strange 
man’s life that give him the stature to stand as the embodiment of 
the unbeatable British Empire. He is an aristocrat whose blood is 
not only blue, but practically purple, yet he speaks the language of 
the masses. He is an intellectual who understands the virtues of 
violence. He is a leader with the knack of inspiring the last degree 
of devotion. He is a politician who has survived incredible 
catastrophies. But above all he is a tough, practical, crafty, stout- 
hearted old battler who kicked the bewildered British to their feet, 
told them it was their finest hour, made them believe it, and is 
about to bring them home a winner when they were all but down 
and out. And they love him for it—for that and any number of 
other things, for Winston Churchill is an intensely human man. 


He likes good Scotch whisky, silk underwear and cream- 
colored pajamas, smokes 60-cent cigars, tells a fine story, sings a 
booming baritone, collects old hats and canes, and, before rationing 
cut off all the frills, was a trencherman of astounding capacity. 
As one of his aides told a hotel manager when~making arrange- 
ments fora visit: ; 

“You will have no trouble with Mr. Churchill. He is easily 
satisfied with the best.” 


But despite his Puckish wit and affable manner, he has an 
explosive temper and a tendency to blame the person nearest at 
hand when things go wrong. In calmer moments he is heartily 
ashamed of both failings and to illustrate the injustice of such 
outbursts often tells the story of his second visit to the United 
States, during his enforced retirement from British politics. He 
was, and is, quite fond of champagne, It was during prohibition 
and he would not violate the niceties by bringing any liquor into 
this country so his American lecture manager, at great trouble, 
procured three bottles. In a Mid-Western city the party came 
across Baron Richard von Kuhlmann, who was in charge of the 
German Foreign Office during the last year of the World War. 
Churchill knew Kuhlmann, and the American manager arranged 
a meeting. At the end of a convivial evening, Churchill in an 
excessive burst of generosity, gave one of the precious bottles to 
Kuhlmann. Two or three days later he demanded some champagne. 

“There is no more, sir,” said his manservant, “You gave the 
last of it to Baron Kuhlmann.” ' 


Churchill's face purpled. He shook with rage. “You,” he 
roared at the terrified American manager, “Introducing me to 
Baron Kuhlmann, that God-damned Hun!”

Where you 
have been least resisted there you have been the most 
brutal. It was you who began the indiscriminate bombing. 
We remember Warsaw in the first days of the war. We 
remember Rotterdam. We have been newly reminded of 
your habits by the hideous massacre of Belgrade. We 
know too well the bestial assaults you are making on the 
Russian people. We will have no truce or parley with you, 
or the grisly gang who work your wicked will. You do 
your worst—-and we will do our best.” 


But what makes him good, this many-sided man, {s that he 
could turn from those brave, bitter, defiant words and on 
Christmas eve say: 


“This is a strange Christmas eve. Almost the whole 
world is locked in deadly struggle and, with the most 
terrible weapons that science can devise, the nations 
advance upon each other. Ill would it be for us this 
Christmastide, if we were not sure that no greed for the 
land or wealth of any other people, no vulgar ambition, no 
morbid lust for material gain at the expense of others had 
led us to the field. ... Therefore, we may cast aside for 
this night at least the cares and dangers that beset us and 
make for the children an evening of happiness in a world 
of storm. ...

“Let the gifts of Father Christmas delight their play. 
Let us grownups share to the full their unstinted pleasures 
before we turn again to the stern task that lies before us, 
resolved that, by our sacrifice and daring, these same 
children shall not be robbed of their inheritance or denied 
the right to live in a free and decent world. And so, in 
God’s mercy, a happy Christmas to you all.” 


Who could imagine Hitler, Mussolini or Tojo saying anything 
like that? 


Yet even his polished greatness as an orator represents another 
stubborn fight by this bull-headed man.

born with an impediment in his speech that has caused a life-long . 


difficulty with the letter “s.” Years ago when he was captured by 
the Boers and escaped they printed a circular, describing him 
as follows: : 

“Wanted, dead or alive, Englishman, 25 years old, about 5 feet, 
8 inches tall, indifferent build, walks with a forward stoop, pale 
appearance, red-brownish hair, small and hardly noticeable 
moustache, talks through his nose and cannot pronounce the letter 
‘s’ properly.” 

With the passing years the moustache vanished, the indifferent 
figure became portly, the red-brownish hair retreated but

N FEB. 1, 1932, St. Louis had its first and only taste of the 
(0 Churchill charm. Speaking before an evening-dress gathering 

of more than 400 at the St. Louis Woman’s Club, just a little 
more than 11 years ago, a “middle-aged, heavy and nearly bald” 
Winston Churchill was then urging Anglo-American unity as a way 
to world harmony. 

Already a soldier of several wars, he bore on his forehead his 
first scar—a souvenir of « New York taxicab accident a few weeks 
earlier. He wore spectacles to read the introductory matter of 
his address, but discarded them when he warmed to his discussion, 
which included everything from American prohibition to the possi- 
bility of a sort of “lend-lease” exchange of British statesmen for 
American captains of industry. 

Said Churchill: “You should pay more attention to politics, 
we should pay more attention to business. As you have an election 
coming on, perhaps we could lend you some of our public men, 
in return for some of your captains of industry. I have seen the 
suggestion that you might ask Lloyd George to come over and help 
you. Now, don’t be in too great a hurry to make a choice among 
our public men; look around; there are others. I sometimes think 
that the affairs of any country might be managed better by out- 
siders, who could see more readily what was wrong.” 

In true Churchill fashion of illustrating his points with homely 
anecdotes, Churchill told the story of England’s attempt to destroy 
the deadly cobra in India by paying bounties for cobra skins. It 
was soon found, he said, that many cobra farms were being 
started. He told also of the old-time British patriot who went 
about planting acorns so that England would not run out of oak 
for the building of battleships. Before the trees which he planted 
were grown, the British Navy was built of steel.

He 
looked over the desert situation, conferred with King Farouk, who 
gave him a 12-inch cigar; talked to Gen. de Gaulle, flew out to the 
very front and had to be argued out of riding through No Man’s 
Land in a tank. As he reviewed a regiment of dusty Australians, 
Pvt. Stanley Collins, carried away by the great event, shouted: 
“Hey, Winnie, have you got a good cigar?” 


Winnie solemnly forked over a 60-cent Hoyo de Monterrey. 


In Moscow, Churchill spent four days in the ancient Kremlin, 
conferring with Stalin, W. Averill Harriman, representing 
President Roosevelt, and their military advisers, At the conclusion 
of these parleys, Stalin gave a great banquet in the famous 
Catherine Hall.

DEAR MRS, POST: Please tell me which was correct of the 
following: A lunch fork and a salad fork both were provided for 
a creamed chicken pattie and a salad served on the same plate.

Answer: Correctly, one fork is sufficient unless two imple- 
ments are required.

OME of the happiest guys in 

Hollywood today are a small 

group of far-sighted gents in 
the restaurant business who sold 
out their palaces of mastication 
before the current California meat 
shortage took the film city cafe 
business like, to coin a phrase, 
Grant took Richmond. One of 
these far-sighted boys is Alan 
Ladd. 

Unlike the other gentlemen who 
laid aside their skillets and ran 
like mad to the nearest airplane 
manufacturing plant, Ladd sold out 
his place, invested his profits in 
some expensive, actorish clothes, 
and went out to the Warner Bros. 
studio in Burbank and applied for 
a job. They put him to work im- 
mediately—as a laborer. 

Thus Ladd, who wanted to be- 
come an actor, became a member 
of a studio electrical gang and 
Hollywood again lived up to its 
reputation for playing ironical 
tricks of fate on those seeking 
fame within its boundaries. 

Not that Ladd needs any sym- 
pathy. He is today just about the 
hottest name in pictures with both 
“The Glass Key” and “Lucky Jor- 
dan” hitting the box office bull’s- 
eye in long runs after he had 
made his bow in a single big role 
—that of the killer in “This Gun 
for Hire.” He is likely to remain 
in the limelight for some time to 
come, despite the fact that he is 
now working for Uncle Sam as a 
private in the Air Force, since he 
still has a much-ballyhooed film, 
“China,” still to be released. 

No, one should not feel sorry for 
Ladd. He’s a big star. In his pri- 
vate life he’s a pretty happy boy, 
having married the gal who helped 
him get to the cinematic ladder— 
Sue Carol, who was his agent. 

When Ladd did reach the top 
Hollywood again played its tricks 
on him in that he gained his out- 
standing success in a character 
that is as foreign to him as is 
the comprehension of the current 
income tax situation to John Q. 
Public. He’s been playing a tough 
fellow who isn’t afraid to shoot a 
man down or swing a mean fist, 
although in recent pictures he’s 
been able to be heroic as well as 
hard, ~ 

All this type is a strange thing 
for Alan. He never played that 
kind of person on the screen be- 
fore. At.the same time, none of 
his other dramatic roles ever got 
him very far. In real life he sup- 
ports the press agent’s cliche that 
he hasn’t a speck of toughness 
about him and would rather read 
a good book than attend a wres- 
tling match. 

Yet it isn’t so mysterious. If 
Ladd can be tough on the screen 
today, it’s because life itself took 
him over a lot of tough hurdles. 
As a boy in Glendale he knew how 
to work, and work hard. He de- 
livered papers, mowed lawns, 
washed dishes and sacked potatoes 
in a market. After high school 
he picked fruit with a gang of 
Okies, jerked sodas, sold vacuum 
cleaners, worked as a life-guard, 
became a poor but honest res- 
tauranteur and finally got his 
first view of a studio’s innards by 
working as a laborer. 

The turning point in most ca- 
reers hinges upon a single unusual 
event.

to change Alan from a studio

The manner in 
which these four events wove a 
pattern practically spelled out for 
Ladd the message, “Get out of this 
job and try to be the actor you've 
always dreamed of being.”

UT for those four happenings, 

Ladd today might be contented- 

ly working for a comfortable 
sliving salary as a member of a 
movie crew. Instead they drove 
him to a point of quitting his good 
job and stepping out into some- 
thing which forced him to go hun- 
gry a few times and to earn far 
less money than he had as a la- 
borer. 


When he was going to Glendale 
High School Alan went’ through 
the usual routine of school dra- 
matics and even then began to 
think of acting as a career. When 
he finished school, though, he 
went to work on a small North 
Hollywood newspaper as a report- 
er. Eventually he became the ad- 
vertising manager—losing the job 
after a few months when a fi- 
nance company truck drove up and 
took away the press for want of 
the sixth payment. 

Looking around for something 
else to do, Alan drove out Ven- 
tura boulevard and found a small 
beanery for sale. He bought it 
with his savings, hired a cook and 
a waitress and opened up for 
business. Business was good. Alan, 
as we related earlier, made a lit-

tle money and sold it at the right 
time. Then he went to work on 
the Warner grip gang. 


The first day the foreman sent 
a group of the men to the top 
catwalks of a set to pull up a back- 
drop and tie it off. Studio grips 
use a certain knot when tying off 
an object. Alan didn’t, and his 
part of the drop sagged almost to 
the stage. The foreman called the 
novice stagehand down and fired 
him on the spot. 

While he was in the locker room 
changing his clothes a friend went 
to the foreman and told him young 
Ladd might be valuable eventually, 
since he used to dive from the 
33-foot board at Glendale swim- 
ming meets. The foreman relent- 
ed and put Alan back to work. 
For the next few months he did 
nothing but the high work—after 
a short course .in knotting from a 
nephew who was an Eagle Scout. 

This meant that the young man 
who had ambitions to become an 
actor never once worked on a set 
while a company was working, as 
some grips do. Instead he either 
helped build or “strike” a set with 
a small group of grips on an other- 
wise deserted sound stage. Alan 
figures now that he would have 
gone on being a grip all his life, 
excepting for the four related 
events. They came within one 
week after he had given up hope 
of ever doing anything in the 
thespian line. 

The first was a meeting with a 
high school friend who had been 
in plays with Alan in school. The 
friend was now working in bit 
parts in pictures and renewed 
Alan’s interest in acting by paint-

Two days later one of the grips 
working high aloft with Ladd 
missed his footing and plunged 
60 feet to the ground. He wasn’t 
killed, but Alan knew the man 
would never work again.

IKE clock-work, the third event 
L came two days later. It was a 

letter from the drama coach at 
the high school, who had just hap- 
pened to hear what Ladd was 
doing. She said she was sorry to 
hear that Alan was in the wrong 
end of show business. Why hadn’t 
he kept up his acting ambitions? 

“Two days later,” says Alan, “the 
clincher to these arguments was 
thrown right in my face. I was 
working 25 feet off the ground, 
when a slip of a chain threw me 
off the rafter on which I was 
working. I fell onto the flat side 
of a setting and rode with it to 
the floor. 

“When I found I could walk I 
limped to the time office and quit. 
The next day I signed up for a 
dramatic course in a Hollywood 
school of the theater.” 

Alan didn’t do any too well after 
receiving his diploma in histrionics. 
He had spent all his money paying 
for the course and, as a conse- 
quence, became the _ traditional 
starving actor in search of a job. 
Turing to anything which would 
earn him coffee and doughnuts 
he joined the cast of a radio show 
which netted him $2 or $3 a day. 

Finally he began to pick up ex- 
tra work around the studios, slow- 
ly graduating to bit parts. Then, 
a virtual unknown, he stepped 
into his killer role in “This Gun 
for Hire” and suddenly found him- 
self on top of the ladder. 

Now that he is at the top, like 
hundreds of other young fellows 
in hundreds of other induStries, 
he finds himself temporarily out 
of the game while he does his part 
in a job in which he has no wor- 
ries whatsoever concerning the 
shortage of food. While hundreds 
of his fellow actors are wondering 
where their next lamb chop is 
coming from, Ladd is eating G., I.

How to Grow More Tomatoes in St. 


Louis Area 


= 


HE best “fruits of victory” for 
T home front gardeners are to- 
matoes 


The dieticians, the 
cooks and the agricultural experts 
agree that tomatoes should be 
“tops” on our garden lists. Plan 
to have six to 10 plants for each 
one in your family—for plenty of 
ripe, juicy fruit for the table and 


‘an abundant supply for canning 


for next winter’s meals. 


A little more “know-how” on to- 
mato growing can mean a great 
many more tomatoes from each of 
the vines in your garden. And se- 
lecting the best variety to grow is 
of first importance. 

Marglobe is my first choice, Its 
full large vines help against “sun- 
scorch”; it bears full, well-shaped 
clusters of red fruit up and down 
the vines all summer, Next on the 
list come Pritchard and Rutgers. 
Break o’Day, another very good 
“disease resistant” yariety doesn’t 
always stand up ‘so well in a 
scorching summer, 3 

For variety, you, may want to 
try just a few plants of the 1943 
All-American Bronze Winner, 
“Golden Jubilee.” It’s an orange- 
tinted yellow tomato, very firm, ex- 
cellent for slicing and pleasant 
tasting for juice. 

There’s still time to start your 
tomato plants indoors in “flats” if 
you have the time for the care that 
a good start requires. Also, to- 
mato seedlings demand plenty of 
sunshine and temperatures from 70 
degrees to 75 daytime—and not 
more than 10 degrees less at night. 
If you are planning to buy your 
plants, make arrangements imme- 
diately with a reliable seed com- 
pany or nursery—this year the de- 
mand will surely get ahead of the 


supply, 


A small wooden box about three 
inches high with holes in the bot- 
tom for drainage will do for your 
tomato flats. Good, rich garden 
loam—get some from a florist if 
yours is “clayish”—should be mixed 
with sand and peat moss, two- 
thirds soil and one-third sand and 
peat. Sift it into the flat over a 
drainage layer of gravel, small 
coal ash or broken flower pot bits. 
Firm the sqil down evenly against 
the sides of the box and straight 
on the surface, before you go on 
to the next step. 

Now you can measure off the 
rows, two inches apart and make 
the seed furrows about three- 
eighths of an inch deep. 

“Bottom watering,” by setting 
the flat in the kitchen sink, a 
large pan-—-whatever is most con- 
venient—comeg next. Let the flat 
soak up water until it begins to 
show dampness on the surface. 


The books say 10 to 15 tomato 
seeds to the inch, in the rows. I’ve 
found that six to 10 seeds per inch 
make plenty thick seedling rows 
and less spindly ones. Cover the 
seeds with sifted sand and soil 
and cover fhe box with glass and 
newspaper or a dampened cloth. 
A warm black-out promises quick- 
est germination for the seeds—so 
set the flat where the temperature 
will stay between 70 and 75 de- 
grees. 

Just as soon as the plants start 
up through the soil, off with the 
covering and give them a place in 
the sun. 

The worst enemy of sturdy seed- 
ling growth is too much water. 
And the best ally is sunshine, 
Use a small knife or pencil to 
scratch about three-eighths of an 
inch below the surface of the flat. 
It should be dry on top, and moist 
at that depth. Watering, by the 
“bottom watering” method, will 
probably be necessary only once a 
week. 

We'll keep thumbs crossed for 
sunshine, and in 10 to 15 days 
our seedlings should have their 
first true leaves and be ready for 
their first transplanting. Three or 
four square inches of space for 
each plant promise best results for 
sturdy, continued growth. Pint or 
quart-size berry boxes, paper pots 
or another flat, filled with rich 
loamy soil, should be made ready. 
Then moisten the soil in your seed- 
ling flat and carefully scoop out 
the seedlings. Never pull—for it 
is best to have as much goil as 
possible stay on the roots as we 
transplant. Set the seedling’s root 
straight down and a bit deeper 
than it was before, and be gentle 
as you firm the soil around the 
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root. Now water, just as much 
as the soil will quickly soak up, 
and your tomato plant is on its 
way to continued sturdy growth. 


Start preparing your plants for 
the outdoor battle field about a 
week before planting time. The 
first time, set the plants outside in 
a sunny spot for about an hour. 
Gradually increase the time out- 
doors to a full day. Another im- 
portant part of this “hardening” 
program is—no watering so that 
the plants will be eager for their 
drink when: they are set in the 
garden.

OOD rationing will force more 
F of us to get our full share of 

vitamin C, in spite of having to 
cut down on canned tomato juice 
and canned grapefruit juice. 

Oranges and. grapefruit, rich 
sources of this vitamin, are abun- 
dant, and are not rationed. 

‘Every daily diet should contain 
foods that furnish an adequate 
amount of.vitamin C. A moderate 
deficiency of vitamin C may pull 
the general’ health down to a 
below-par status. Vague symp- 
toms of ill health, a run-down feel- 
ing,*may be associated with lack 
of vitamin C, 

An adequate amount of vitamin 
C in the diet is thought to Increase 
resistance to and recovery from 
infections; it is said to hasten heal- 
ing of wounds guch as after tonsil 
or tooth removal or other opera- 
tions. It is believed to be essential 
to the maintenance of aoe 
teeth and gums. 
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ADULTS and older children 
should receive every day the 
amount of vitamin C that is repre- 
sented by a full-size glass of un- 
diluted orange juice. If you drink 
an ordinary fruit-juice glass of 
orange juice and eat other fruits 
and vegetables during the day, you 
will usually get enough vitamin C. 

Here are foods that are good 
sources of vitamin C: Oranges, 
lemons, grapefruit, tangerines, 
strawberries, raspberries, canta- 
loupe. Smaller amounts of vitamin 
C are in bananas, peaches, apples, 
avocados, cherries. 

Vitamin C is also supplied by 
the following .vegetables: Turnip 
greens, mustard greens, spinach, 
broccoli, green peas, radishes, kale, 
dandelion greens, brussels sprouts, 
raw cabbage or quickly cooked 
young cabbage, cauliflower, toma- 
toes, collards, sweet peppers, 
kohlrabi. 

Small amounts of vitamin C are 
in potatoes, cucumbers, onions, rhu- 
barb, green beans. 

But remember that vitamin C is 
the vitamin that is most easily de- 
stroyed by cooking. Quickly bring 
vegetables to a boil, using no more 
water than is necessary, and don’t 
over-cook. Keep vegetables covered 
while cooking, and don’t add cook- 
ing soda,

Madame Chiang Kai-shek Has Everything It Takes to Make Her One of World's Ranking Women.

EN ROUTE TO WEST COAST, 

. March 27. 
HINA’S Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek once said of his wife's 
worth to him in the war: fI 

would rather have her at my side 

than 20 divisions of troops.” It 
was a great tribute to a great wom- 
an. Perhaps today, after learning 
of the new millions of American 
friends Madame Chiang has made 
for China, the Generalissimo would 
agree that 20 divisions is too low 

a figure. 

I have been with Madame Chiang 


Kai-shek and her party on their . 


trans-continental tour, and in the 
short time between that memor- 
able day in Washington when she 
stirred the American Congress as 
no visiting foreigner ever has done 
before, until she spoke to cheer- 
ing thousands in Chicago’s huge 
stadium, I have seen the admira- 
tion and appreciation for this slen- 
der, beautiful woman wax constant- 
ly greater. In the beginning she 
was spoken of as “China’s First 
Lady.” Later, as her talent and 
ability became more and more ap- 
parent, speakers referred to her 
as “one of the great women of our 
times.” At Chicago she was loud- 
ly cheered as “the First Lady of 
the World.” 

To those of us who have followed 
her words and her works since her 
arrival in the United States late 
last year there is no exaggeration 
in that title, sweeping though it 
be. Madame Chiang has been 
blessed by beauty, charm and one 
of the fine intellects of the earth. 
There is a depth and musical grace 
to her voice which lends appeal to 
her radio appearances. There is a 
simple elegance to her dress that 
hints. both of queenliness and 
common clay. 

‘A woman of such wealth as even 

we in America, land of wealth, 
seldom know,. she has only one 
personal maid, and her demands 
upon her are simpler than those of 
any upstart chorus girl. She is 
making: her coast-to-coast tour ac- 
companied by two American 
nurses,, but that is because she 
undertook the journey at a time 
when her physicians would much 
rather she had remained in quiet 
convalescence. 

Nearly two years ago Mme. Chie 
ang was severely injured in a mo- 
torcar accident in China. The in- 
juries should have been given ex- 
pert care at once, but China is a 
land at war where injury is but 
an incident and death itself a mere 
commonplace, Medical competence 
is at a premium in China, where 
in six years of war of resistance 
more than two milion Chinese 
children have been orphaned by 
the heartless cannon of the Hiro- 
hito hordes. 
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HE could, of course, have had 
Gene best of attention merely at 

the beck of her finger. Instead, 
she carried on, the pain of her body 
not nearly as severe as the ache 
in her heart for her country and 
her people. 

The neglected injuries were ag- 
gravated by her indifference to 
them. At last came a time when 
the insistence of her husband and 
close advisers grew too strong for 
her to ignore. She came to Ameri- 
ca a sick woman, The prayers of 
China—Christian prayers and 
prayers to Buddha—lent strength 
to the surgeon's knife and to the 
freil victim of pain. For weeks she 
recuperated in one of America’s 
largest hospitals in New York— 
the same hospital, indeed, in which 
lay John B. Powell, the American 
editor who for years in his paper 
in Shanghai had warned against 
the treachery of Japan. It was 
Powell, a native Missourian, whose 
torture in a Japanese prison camp 
before his eventual release on an 
exchange ship drew attention to 
the barbarity of the power-hungry 
islanders of Nippon. : 

After eight weeks’ hospitalization 
Madame Chiang seemed strong 
enough to continue her American 
itinerary. Her first visit was to 
Washington as the guest of Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt. Every 
effort was made there and subse- 
quently on her tour to spare Mad- 
ame Chiang as much as possible 
from the fatigue that is an un- 
avoidable concomitant of speech- 
making and meeting people; but 
even with all the efforts taken, the 
strain has been severe and -the 
First Lady of China has not been 
able to meet as many Americans 
as she would have wished had her 
health been stronger. 

Madame Chiang’s memory for 
names and faces is a cause of con- 
stant wonder and astonishment to 
those of us traveling with her. An 
instance of it occurred upon Mad- 
ame Chiang’s arrival at Chicago. 
The Union Station was thronged, 
so that police had to bore a path 
through the crowd for Madame 
and her party. Above the shout- 
ing and cheering, which Madame 
Chiang acknowledged with bows 
and smiles, there arose a womanjs 
ery: “Mayling! Mayling! Yoo- 
hoo! Mayling!” 

Few persons paid particular at- 
tention, but Madame Chiang cast 
an inquiring glance over the crowd 
until it fastened upon a woman, 
hatless and with hair slightly dis- 
hevelled from bucking the crowd. 
Prompt recognition lighted Mad- 
ame's eyes. There was a delighted 
smile on her face as she waved and 
called back: “Rommie! Hello, 
Rommie!”

not only had recognized her but 
had also been able instantly te call 
her name, 


That was all, for the party 
moved swiftly ov; but it left be- 
hind there in the station a woman 
delirious with happiness. She had 
come down from her home in Mil- 
waukee, she said later, “just to 
catch a glimpse of Mayling.” 


“T didn’t want to talk to her,” 
she explained, “I realize how much 
greater matters now are on her 
mind, But I felt that if I could 
catch a fleeting sight of her it 
would be more than worth the jour- 
ney. When I saw’her approaching, 
somehow it was like those long-ago 
‘years when we were in school to- 
gether, and it was the most natural 
thing in the world for me to call 
out to her by name—and I guess 
you might say it was natural for 
Mayling to call me back by name. 


Somehow I had felt that now she 
must have put away her schoolday 
memories under the weight of her 
work for her country.” 

To Madame herself it does not 
seem strange that she should re- 
member her ‘teen-age friends. 
Most of us, she was once over- 
heard to remark, change but little, 
except perhaps that the years have 
a tendency to round out the figure. 
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HE years have been kind to 
Madame. A woman of 44, she 
is petite, lithe and could pass for 
10 years younger. Her smile still 
holds the spontaneity of youth, en- 
nobled by a dignity born of her 
culture and position, The simple 
Chinese-style dresses she wears be- 
come her, and there is no need for 
the beautician’s artifices of which 
American women are so fond, 
In the 10 years of her American 


schooling she was known simply 
as Mayling Soong. Sometimes the 
name is spelled’ Mai-ling or Mae- 
ling, but Madame herself always 
signs it as an un-hyphenated word 
with a y. Schoolmates usually 
called her May. 

There was a social club, Mme. 
Chiang recalls, among the girls— 
the “Rommie” of Chicago’s Union 
Station incident was a member— 
which met once a week, each time 
at a different member’s home. “We 
played parchesi,” Madame remem- 
bers, yet today she smilingly con- 
fesses she hasn't the slightest no- 
tion how the game is played. 

There has been little time for 
playing games in her adult years. 
She returned to China when her 
schooling here was ended, ready 
and eager to take her place in the 
future of her native land to which 
the family of Soong, often called 
the most remarkable family in the 


history of the world, already had 
contributed so much. 

“To my surprise,” she related the 
other day, “my parents insisted 
that as I had been away for so 
long, I should spend my time study- 
ing Chinese history and literature. 
They pointed out that until I 
learned more of the history and 
culture of my people, I could not 
understand the intricacies of 
China’s problems.” 

She studied. Trouble beset China 
—trouble spawned by the greedy 
islanders of Japan who coveted the 
lands and richness of China. The 
future of Mayling Soong was blue- 
printed for her. She met and mar- 
ried the brave, brilliant and popu- 
lar young Chiang Kai-shek. The 
match surprised some, for they 
seemed to be of such opposite tem- 
peraments. But it was a union for 
which China and the world have 
had good reason to be everlastingly 
grateful. 

The union has been childless, but 
Madame Chiang has been mother 
to more than 30,000 Chinese or- 
phans, Her thoughts rarely wander 
far from them, even while she is 
in America, and they will find how 
much and how well she has thought 
of them when they learn how 
Americans have contributed to 
plans for their betterment.

ITTLE children are a constant 
L concern of Madame Chiang. Be- 

fore leaving Chicago for the west 
coast one of her final acts was to 
instruct that all the flowers which 
banked her hotel suite be sent to 
the Children’s hospital. One of the 
few persons privileged to meet her 
in Chicago was 10-year-old Abigail 
Ann Oleson who sent her a note 
saying she wished to give Madame 
Chiang a doll to take back “to 
some poor little Chinese orphan.” 

In the hurry to reach the Chi- 
cago Stadium where 18,000 had 
gathered to hear her speech, 
Madame Chiang still was not too 
hurried or pre-occupied to pause 
and listen to the child’s modest 
presentation speech. “I thank you 
very much,” said the First Lady 
of the World to the little girl in 
pigtails from Downer’s Grove, IIL, 
whose thoughtfulness for China’s 
orphans touched her. 

The doll, complete with home- 
made wardrobe, was named Ca- 
melia, after China’s national flower; 
and-in the box with the doll were 
two fresh and delicate camelias. 

Madame Chiang wears little jew- 
elry. Her high-collared, ankle 
length dresses are dark, usually 
black, of brocaded silk from Free 
China, She invariably wears ear- 
rings, and sometimes a jeweled 
brooch. Usually the only relief on 
her dress is piping about the col- 
lar and along the slip of the skirt. 

Madame writes her speeches 
mostly in bed and shows ea pref- 
erence for American cigarettes, 
although she does not smoke a 
great deal. She is a precisionist 
with the written word, going over 
her speeches again and again be- 
fore she is satisfied. She remains 
in seclusion with only the mem- 
bers of her official party while 
touring, not through, any lack of 
sociability but because she re- 
quires all the rest she can possibly 
get and a minimum of excitement. 

When relaxed, she is an easy, 
pleasant companion, completely 
American in her speech and her 
viewpoint. She is fond of flowers 
and knows them well, She has 
written books and her knowledge 
of music is greater than that of 
many professionals, She is a 
Methodist. As she remarked to 
one of a group of Czecho-Siqvak- 
ians who addressed her “as one 
Christian to another”: “I’m afraid 
I’m not a very good Christian.” 

But the world, viewing her 
work, knows she not only is. a 
good Christian but also is a great 
one,

Perhaps you 
will be growing your own tomatoes 
this summer, so keep this little 
recipe handy: 


STUFFED TOMATO SALAD 


Four medium sized tomatoes, 
one cup cottage cheese, one table- 
spoon finely cut chives, sour cream 
or mayonnaise, lettuce. 

Scald tomatoes with boiling 
water and let stand one minute. 
Carefully remove skin and blossom 
end. Cut a thin slice from rounded 
part of tomato and carefully re- 
move enough pulp for cheese stuff- 
ing. Season cheese with a little 
salt and pepper and add finely cut 
chives, mixing them through the 
' @heese. If chives are not obtain- 
able use a scant tablespoon of fine- 
ly chopped onion. Fill tomatoes 
with cheese and place tomato slice 
on top to form a cap. Serve on 
bed of lettuce and dress with sour 
cream or mayonnaise. Dilute 
dressing so it covers entire to- 
mato. 


T cheese stuffed with cottage 
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Here is a spot to use a ham 
bone to evolve yourself a bowl of 
hearty soup. Yes, you’ve guessed 
it—bean soup. For a change we 
will use the black bean. 


BLACK BEAN SOUP 

Two cups dried black beans, two 
quarts cold water, ham bone, one 
opion, sliced; one-half cup celery, 
diced; butter or ham fat, one tea- 
spoon salt, one teaspoon mustard, 
one-fourth teaspoon pepper, one- 
fourth teaspoon celery salt, two 
tablespoons butter, two tablespoons 
flour, two hard-cooked eggs, thin 
slices lemon, finely *‘ chopped 
parsley. 

Cover beans with cold water and 
let soak overnight. Drain; add two 
quarts of fresh cold water and 
ham bone and start to cook over 
low heat. Meanwhile put a table- 
spoon of butter or rendered ham 
fat in skillet and cook onion and 
celery colorless until softened, Add 
this to the bean pot, cover tightly 
and simmer three or four hours. 
Add additional water to the bean 
pot every hour as beans swell and 
absorb the water. At the end of 
the cooking period, discard ham 
bone and strain soup through a 
sieve, pressing the bean pulp into 
the soup. Then add the seasonings 
and bring to the boiling point. 
Thicken with butter and flour 
which have been blended together 
and let boil two minutes. Add 
chopped eggs and serve in a soup 
plate with a slice of lemon floating 
on top. Sprinkle a pinch of finely 
chopped parsley on top of lemon. 


OLD-FASHIONED BEAN SOUP 

One ham hock or knuckle, one 
cup dried pea beans, one onion, 
three quarts water, salt and pepper 
to season. 

Wash beans and let soak about 
two hours; drain. Put beans in 
soup pot, add water, ham hock, 
onion and seasoning. Let simmer 
for three hours. Add more water 
if it cooks away and skim top if 
needed. Thicken soup by pressing 
half the beans through a strainer 
or sieve, and the other half ve A 
be added to the soup half crushed 
with a fork or potato masher, then 
put back into the strained liquid. 


SHAD ROE, SAUTE MEUNTERE. 


Carefully wash shad roe, remove 
bits of membrane, taking care not 
to cut thin skin over roe while 
separating. Dip lightly in flour 
and saute in clarified butter over 
moderate heat until nicely 
browned. Arrange roes on a hot 
platter, squeeze a little lemon juice 
over them and sprinkle finely 
chopped parsley on top. Add two 
tablespoons of butter to pan and 
just as it turns a light brown, re- 
move from heat and pour it over 
the roes, Serve with creamed po- 
tatoes. 


CUBAN HAMBURGERS. 


One pound hamburger, three ta- 
blespoons tomato ketchup, one tea- 
spoon salt, one-half teaspoon poul- 
try seasoning, one-eighth teaspoon 
garlic salt, one-eighth teaspoon 
celery salt, two firm yellow ba- 
nanas, butter, four slices freshly 
made toast. 

Hamburger may consist of all 
beef, or half beef, one-quarter veal 
and one-quarter shoulder of pork. 
If veal and pork are mixed with 
the beef the patties must be well 
cooked, as both these meats re- 
, quire thorough cooking. Mix ham- 
burger with ketchup and season- 
ings and form into four patties. 
Fry slowly in hot beef fat or any 
shortening you prefer until 
browned on both sides. While 
hamburgers are frying prepare the 
bananas by peeling, cutting in 
halves crosswise and then in 
halves lengthwise, making eight 
pieces. Saute in butter until 
browned. To serve place the pat- 
ties on a piece of freshly made 
buttered toast (crusts removed) 
and garnish each pattie with two 
pieces of bananas. Serves four. , 


ZUCCHINI PROVENCAL, 


Zucchini is a baby squash which 
resembles a small cucumber. They 
are picked from the vine before 
they attain full growth and they 
really are a delicacy. 

To prepare them scrape lightly, 
leaving a little of the green on the 
vegetable. Cover with boiling wa- 
ter, lightly salted, and cook until 
tender, or about 10 minutes. Drain 
thoroughly and serve with hot 
melted butter which has been sea- 
soned with a crushed clove of gar- 
lic. Also serve these tiny squash 
whole, one or two to a portion.

Makers 


Wanted: 
A Genius

OME years ago, 
G samarots-stokowsk: expressed 
the opinion that the tempered 


diatonic scale was a worked out 
mine. Creation of new and power- 
ful music demanded new instru- 
ments of expression. By this, of 
course, she meant that the com- 
poser with new and powerful 
thoughts to express would inevi- 
tably free himself from the char- 
acteristic turns of musica] speech 
that derive from the great masters 
of the classic and romantic periods, 

Even as she spoke, a whole con- 
gregation of composers were writ- 
ing music that could claim the vir- 
tue of not sounding like Bach, 
Beethoven or Wagner. That is to 
say, a number of striking advances 
had been made. The shackles of 
tonality had been loosed, the de- 
mand for rhythmic symmetry had 
been increasingly ignored, the 
clear differentiation between dis- 
cord and concord had been blurred 
and the uses of instrumentation 
had been vastly extended. 

In the more than 10 years that 
have elapsed since Mme. Samaroff- 
Stokowski gave that interview to 
the Post-Dispatch, the number of 
innovations have not been nearly 
as numerous as those of the pre- 
vious 15 years. Indeed, it is pos- 
sible to say that the composer of 
the early 1940s can command no 
greater resources, so far as the 
general language of music is con- 
cerned, than his colleagues of the 
late 1920s.

Nevertheless, advances have 
been made—but chiefly in build- 
ing up a toleration for the new 
devices in the minds of the audi- 
ences. It is possible that the im- 
portant psychological difference 
between dissonance and conson- 
ance still prevails. By that I 
mean, that the average listener 
whose ear has been disturbed by 
a particular combination of 
sounds, still unconsciously awaits 
some resolution. Even so, his 
ear will stand almost any sort of 
chord without flinching too 
much. He may not like it, but 
it doesn't hurt quite as much as 
it used to. Moreover, a clever 
composer can bombard him with 
a whole succession of such 
chords, can even omit the ulti- 
mate resolution without paying 
the penalty of being damned and 
rejected. 


x « * 
@ ALL THIS adds up to the fact 
that a new and extended musical 
language has been evolved in the 
twentieth century and that the 
public ear has become habituated 
to it. True enough, the diatonic 
scale is still with us and the many 
experiments in subdividing this 
scale, have not achieved a wide ac- 
‘ceptance. But the composer of to- 
day certainly cannot claim that he 
fs cribb’d, cabined and confined 
by the inflexible language of his 
artistic forbears.

But has the new freedom pro- 
duced a twentieth century Mo- 
zart? To answer this question, 
one has only to pass in quick re- 
view those contemporary com- 
posers whose works are most 
often played. The name which 
comes first to mind is that of 
Dmitri Shostakovitch, who is a 
lineal descendant of Tschaikow- 
sky and Rimsky-Korsakoff and 
who shows it. If Shostakovitch 
is a great composer, which is 
certainly debatable, it is because 
of his musical thought, for he is 
more conservative in his lan- 
guage than a great many of his 
older contemporaries.

@ BUT IF the interest in Shosta- 
kovitch may be attributed partly 
to certain non-musical associa- 
tions, there is Stravinsky, who is 
assuredly non-political. The con- 
tinuing pre-eminence of Stravin- 
sky, is in fact a significant com- 
mentary on the status of contem- 
porary music. He was just as 
pre-eminent 20 years ago, and as 
most experts would not agree that 
he has made any considerable 
progress during the intervening 
years, it must follow that no one 
has arisen to challenge him. 

Stravinsky, Schoenberg, Hinde- 
mith, Darius Milhaud and numer- 
ous lesser talents have done for 
the potential genius of the Twen- 
tieth Century what Christian Bach, 
Johann Stamitz and others did for 
Haydn. They have added new re- 
sources to the general musical 
speech. They have provided the 
means ready at hand whereby the 
modern .equivalent of Mozart, 
Haydn or Beethoven can unloose 
the full measure of his creative 
energy and thought. But so far 
there are no takers. 

The innovators are still the most 
arresting figures in the field but 
they are still chiefly important as 
innovators. The most recent ar- 
rivals on the scene either repeat 
the lessons of. the modern school 
with little or no added imagina- 
tion or. frankly echo the accents 
of the more remote past. * 

Demoniac geniuses do not arrive 
on schedule and one cannot pun- 
ish, blame or ignore a man of tal- 
ent because he is unable to create 
a@ monumental, universal and time- 
less structure of art. 

But one would like to see a sign 
in the heavens. One would like to 
see it if only to dispel the vague 
and depressing fear that the Great 
Day of Western Music may be, 
done, 
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CULTIVATE THE FRIENDSHIP OF NEIGHBORING GARDENERS. 


HIS season Victory gardens will be more important than ever, 

so put one on your priority list. The garden may not provide 

vegetables, but at least it will provide a timely topic of con- 
versation. 

Almost any plot of ground on the place will do. If the soil 
cannot be broken by a hoe or spade, try a pick. If a pick fails, final 
recourse may be had to a pneumatic drill. It is advisable, also, to 
include as much of your lawn as possible, so you will have less grass 
to cut. If your wife objects, remind her that in an all-out war you 
can’t have a lawn and a Victory garden any more than guns and 
butter, too. 

Once the family nese looked into a seed catalogue, they will 
want to order and plant everything in it. It should be explained 
to them that seed catalogues are edited by incorrigible optimists who 
probably are retired press agents for circuses. To qualify, every 
vegetable should be nominated and seconded and one blackhall 
should be sufficient to deny admission. But, at that, your garden 
is likely to resemble an over-populated slum. 

The garden will be too small to admit a man, a mule and a plow, 
even if you could get hold of any not engaged in vital war work. 
So you will have to spade it up. Get this done early in the season 
while your enthusiasm is still high and before you realize what you 
have got yourself in for. 

It will be difficult to find ground free from shade. This is bad 
for.your garden. But, on the other hand, it will be good for you 
when, later in the summer, you go out to work with the thermometer 
registering in the nineties. On the whole, the family may prefer hav- 
ing you to having the vegetables. 

Get to know other gardeners in the neighborhood who have had 
more experience than you. Their advice will be too complicated to 
follow, but it is a good thing to cultivate their friendship. In the end 
‘you will discover that cultivating friends is more productive than 
cultivating the soil; and that, with the expenditure of much less 
physical labor, you will get more vegetables out of them than out 
of the garden, 

Rabbits are likely to prove a great annoyance, for they will feed 
on the tender shoots, particularly the young string beans. It would 
be a shame if they were to get them all and leave nothing for the 
Mexican beetles. Train your dog to drive the rabbits off. Then you 
will have nothing to worry about but the destruction caused by your 
dog as he runs through the garden after the rabbits. 

If a Victory garden is to be a complete success and play a real 
part in the winning of the war, there should be absolutely no waste. 
All surplus vegetables that cannot be eaten at once should be put up 
for use in the winter. 

But before your wife goes to the expense of buying the necessary 
equipment and jars, she would do well to wait and see how you put 
up with the garden.

‘MARINE SELECTION BY DRAFT 
SATISFACTORY, SAYS OFFICER 


Satisfaction with the present 
procedure of obtaining men for the 
Marine Corps through selective 
service channels was expressed 
yesterday by Lieut. Col. Chester 
L. Fordney, commanding officer 
of the Central recruiting division, 
comprising 16 states. Col, Ford- 
ney, whose headquarters are in 
Chicago, made an inspection tour 
at Jefferson Barracks. He said 
the standards of men taken into 
the Marine Corps by selective serv- 
ice, has not been lowered. 

Under the present system, in- 
ductions into the services are made 
on a ratio of 443 for the land 
forces and 10 for sea forces. Of 
the latter, the Marine Corps is al- 
lotted 20 per cent. Thus, for every 
54 men inducted, the Marine Corps 
is allowed two. Men inducted are 
permitted to express a preference 
for a particular branch of the 
service, and if quotas permit and 
qualifications are met, are put 
into the service of their choice. 

The highly complex and techni- 
cal nature of modern warfare, Col. 
Fordney said, demands an aca- 
demic background. For that rea- 
son, 17-year-olds are urged to com- 
plete their high school educations. 
He pointed out that the success 
of the Marines’ stand at Wake Is- 
land was the result of the mathe- 
matical precision with which the 
whole fighting force operated.

Meat Rationing Means Sharp Adjustment 
in Eating Habits.

Most people, they declare, don’t 
realize how much meat they eat— 
on a raw weight basis—and that 
after their needs for butter and 
other fats are taken out in ra- 
tion points, they'll have to make 
some sharp adjustments in their 
eating habits. 

Menus Based on Points. 

It will be a new era: Housewives 
will have to plan menus on a 
basis of so many points, not just 
cost and taste; an era of meat- 
less, cheeseless days, when a din- 
ner guest may get chicken or fish, 
but probably a meat-substitute 
dish. 

Take a family of three, for ex- 
ample—with 48 points a week. If 
they use a pound of butter a week, 
that takes off 8 points. The other 
40 would buy one five-pound roast 
—and not a speck more of red 


meat, cheese or fats. Or a three-. 


pound roast, half a pound of sliced 
bacon, half a pound of cheese and 
a pound of steak. 

Or, looking at it another way, 
40 points divided among seven 
dinners for the week would pro- 
vide five dinners of six points each, 
two of five points each. 

A look at the OPA chart will 
show just how much meat—or how 
little—six points will provide for 
three people. 

Agriculture Secretary Wickard 
said recently that we are “pretty 
rapidly” approaching the British 
rationing levels. 

Comparison of Diets. 

By way of comparison, let’s take 
an Englishman’s rations and con- 
vert them into points on the Amer- 
ican ration schedule: 

Each Britisher each week gets 
about one pound of beef or lamb 
(6 to 8 points, let’s say, on United 
States rations); plus four ounces 
of ham or bacon (2 or 3 points); 
two ounces of butter (one point); 
four ounces of margarine (one 
point); two ounces of cooking fats 
(one point) and four ounces of 


dawn on the average person. 
cheese (two points). 

On the American scale, that 
would add up to 13 to 16 points. 

The weekly ration of an Amer- 
ican soldier—who eats five and 
one-half pounds of food a day, or 
about twice as much as he did as 
a civilian, the statisticians say— 
sheds some light on the civilian 
supply situation. 

The Army says a soldier gets, 
on the average, six pounds of meat 
a week (about three pounds of beef, 
veal and lamb; two pounds of 
pork, ham and bacon; one pound 
of poultry or fish) and one pound 
of butter and other fats. 

Army’s Rationing, - 

What has the Army done about 
rationing? These things: 

1. Meatless meals: Meat sub- 
stitutes are served at one meal 
each on three days a week. These 
substitutes include baked beans, 
spaghetti, macaroni and cheese, 

2. Coffee: A year ago coffee 
was served on the basis of seven 
pounds for 100 men; now it’s three 
pounds per 100 men. They get it 
at about 40 meals a month. 

3. Sugar: It used to be unlim- 
ited; now it’s rationed on the 
basis of three ounces a day per 
man—and that includes not only 
sugar in the bowl, but also the 
sugar used in pies, cakes and other 
desserts. 

4. Butter: Almost a year ago 
the Army stopped using butter for 
cooking purposes. Vegetable oils 
are used instead.

Says They Can Be Made 
From Revenue During 
10-Year Period. 


Improvements estimated to cost 
$11,403,500, but which can be made 
from revenue over a period of 10 
years, have been recommended in 
a report on the city’s water system 
by Water Commissioner Thomas J. 
Skinker. 

Although the waterworks plants 
are now adequate to meet the de- 
mands of the people and can sup- 
ply good pressure to every part of 
the city and, in addition, could, if 
necessary, furnish water to East 
St. Louis, and St. Louis County, 
Skinker said the improvements 
should be made as soon as condi- 
- tions permit. 

Boilers Installed in 1894. 

First on his list of things to be 
done-.was the installation of new 
boilers and a boiler house at the 
Chain of Rocks plant. The boilers 
now in service there, he reported, 
were installed in 1894 and are 
“very inefficient.” Estimated cost 
of this work is $750,000. 

A new high service pump, capa- 
ble of moving 40 million gallons 
of water a day, and a steam tur- 
bine for the Howard Bend station 
would cost about $300,000, he said. 
The present pumps at this plant 
have capacities of 40 to 60 mil- 
lion gallons daily, he explained, but 
a stand-by unit is needed in case 
either of the other pumps is shut 
down for repairs., 

Revisions of the basins at the 
Chain of Rocks plant, which were 
started in 1940 by Water Division 
workmen, provides for pre-sedi- 
mentation. in order to remove 
heavy suspended matter before the 
applications of chemicals to the 
water; rounding the end baffles 
to provide rapid mixing of chem- 
icals with the water and installa- 
tion of stilling weirs to provide 
even distribution of water into 
settling basins. 

These revisions were partly car- 
ried out in 1942, he said, and, 
from information obtained during 
the last six months of operation, 
a savings of approximately $20,000 
a year in chemicals alone will re- 
sult; but total cost of the revi- 
sions is estimated at $700,000. 

Chain of Rocks Improvements. 

' Other improvements for the 
Chain of Rocks plant include re- 
vision of mechanism for mixing 
coagulants, $30,000; installation of 
conveyors for unloading and stor- 
ing chemicals and ~ revision of 
coagulant house, $50,000; installa- 
tion of a new switchboard in co- 
agulant house, $12,000, and widen- 
ing the canal to shore intake and 
deepening the intake at the outer 
end, $10,000. ; 

The annual operating cost of the 
Water Division could be reduced 
$280,000, Skinker said, if all. low- 
and high-service pumping was 
consolidated at the Chain of Rocks 
plant. This change also would 
simplify operating conditions and 
make it possible to pump water 
from the city to the Stacy Park 
Reservoir, which cannot be done 
with the present equipment. 

To make the Chain of Rocks 
plant a combined high- and low- 
service pumping station the cost 
would be approximately $5,690,- 
000, which is included in the orig- 
inal $11,403,500 figure for all im- 
provements. . 

Universal Metering Urged. 

Improvements totaling $1,550,000, 
* which include scrapers for the re- 
moval of mud from four basins and 
the installation of two additional 
lime slackers for the Howard 
Bend plant, were recommended, 
along with $2,311,500 in improve- 
ments to the water distribution sys- 
tem, which include main extensions 
and the installation of. 8000 valves 
on fire hydrant leads, which will 
eiminate the need for shutting 
down the supply to consumers 
when automobiles break fire 
hydrants. 

Urging adoption of metering of 
all water used, Skinker expained 
that under the -present system 
whereby only 9 per cent of the 
water users have meters, the con- 
servative consumer must pay for 
the water wasted by others. If 
metering was adopted, he said, 
some of the costly improvements 
he recommended could be post- 
poned for many years and some 
eliminated entirely, because as long 
as water is metered for only a few 
users it will be necessary to en- 
large water division plants.
